London Unleashed 


HE LONDON COUNTY COUNCIL did a very 

wise thing in sending its architect, Mr. Topham 

Forrest, on a voyage of discovery to the chief 

American cities of the east. English architects 
to-day often pay visits to these towns, and come back full 
of admiration for certain things and full of horror for certain 
others. English building regulations, too, prevent very 
often their taking advantage in their work of the good things 
they have seen. An official architect, on the other hand, 
visiting these cities officially, has to make a report, and a 
report such as Mr. Forrest has produced is not only, in 
itself, a very important document, but, if its suggestions 
or even a small proportion of them are carried out for 
London, is likely in one way or another to have considerable 
effect on the future happiness of most of us. It is a great 
thing, for instance, for all those who wish to build, either 
as owners or as architects, to see it stated officially that 
our building regulations are in many cases too rigid, and 
that there should be machinery for changing them from 
time to time as conditions alter. A case in point is a 
regulation which is gradually affecting, and in many cases 
adversely, the appearance of the big new buildings which 
are springing up in all our main streets. The London 
Building Act allows, after a fixed height of 8o0ft. to the 
front wall of a building, two further storeys of unspecified 
height in the roof. One may not, without special consent 
from the London County Council, set back these upper 
floors and build their walls vertically within the specified 
angle for the roof. The consequence is that most of our 
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new buildings have great French mansard roofs unsuited 
to our national methods and taste. The advent of steel 
construction made rectangular building the natural form, 
but an unrevised regulation brings into existence large 
high-pitched French roofs instead. 

Similarly, we have one building height for the whole 
of London, irrespective of the width of the street. In 
the narrowest City lane, if you can buy up your neighbour’s 
rights of light, you may build as high as you can in the 
widest West End thoroughfare or opposite the open park. 
Mr. Forrest, following the latest American practice, suggests 
a more pliable law which would relate the height of the 
building to the width of the street. This does not neces- 
sarily mean the introduction of the American high building, 
though Mr. Forrest does suggest an increase from 8oft. 
to 120ft. in height in wide streets. It was to fight and 
control the unlimited high buildings, which were destroying 
each other and threatening to destroy New York as a whole, 
that the American Zoning Law, which establishes a fixed 
relation, was first introduced in that city. One must 
admit the principle is rational, even if one may be a little 
alarmed at the proposal of allowing so great a height as 
120ft. in, say, a street like Regent Street. Victoria Street, 
as it is, is sufficiently dark and ravine-like. But facing 
an open space it is a different matter. We all admit 
Adelaide House, facing the river at the foot of London 
Bridge, gains a great deal by rising sheer as it does some 
120ft. from the water’s edge. It must be remembered, 
too, that if we keep to the fixed height of 8oft. or to any 
fixed height for all buildings, we shall get, as the town 
is rebuilt, the unpleasant effects to be seen in Berlin, 
and even in the newer parts of Stockholm, where for a time 
a similar regulation held good, of all the buildings being 
sheered off level at the same height. Nothing could be 
more depressing, unless it is the opposite American effect, 
in days before the Zoning Law, of buildings like a row of 
raw recruits lining the streets to all heights, some dwarfs, 
some giants. 

This suggestion of a Zoning Law for London—for that 
is what it amounts to—is the most important and the most 
striking of the many suggestions Mr. Forrest makes. 
Another, however, which will cause controversy is his 
return to the suggestion he made before his visit, of great 
blocks of nine-storey tenements for working-class dwellings. 
His American experience has strengthened him in this 
for really congested areas. It is certainly the scheme which 
provides most economical housing for workers in great 
towns who have to be near their work. Instead of mean 
streets of mean buildings we should have imposing masses 
of building which would give our architects considerable 
scope. On the other hand, without a great deal of super- 
vision, it may, later on, merely mean that the old slums 
have been turned from external ones into internal ones. 

Perhaps the suggestion of all others which will most 
interest readers of CountRY LiFe will be that for the building 
of small houses entirely in wood. Those who know the old 
colonial houses of the Eastern States or think for a moment 
of our own weather-boarded ones in Kent or East Anglia 
will realise at once that a wooden house is not necessarily 
an ugly house. Indeed, it is generally the reverse. The long 
lines of the weather boarding make for simplicity and sedate- 
ness. The London County Council, which might justly 
claim to vie with the Office of Works in the high level of 
the small houses it has produced in recent years in its 
housing schemes, may safely be left to do well with wooden 
houses as far as external appearance goes. The house 
illustrated in this report is a house no one need be ashamed 
of. Wooden houses mean, of course, much time saved 
in erection, and the possibility of factory production of 
most, if not of all, the parts. America has shown, though, 
that it need not mean every house alike.. Great variety can 
be obtained in putting the factory-made parts together. The 
risk of fire can be minimised by proper spacing, though risk 
of vermin is not so easy to guard against. There is probably 
nothing to be saved in the cost, but every method of attack is 
welcome when the problem to be solved is so urgent.

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this year is even more encouraging than that which 

took place last year. ‘There were far more people 
present at the noble service, and the words of the preacher 
were carried to far more “ listeners-in ” than could have 
heard the tidings last year. Best of all, there was a fervour 
in the music of the singers and in the tones of those who 
read the lessons that filled the very air with a spirit of 
earnestness that made itself felt.

The true Saxon spirit always loves to be better 
than its word, and returns from a magnificent devotional 
meeting such as that held at Wembley in a frame of mind 
in which a fixed determination is the governing factor. 
There is nobody who joined sincerely in the ceremonies of 
Sunday and Monday who will not be a firmer and stronger 
imperialist for the experience. It is not altogether piety 
of the old-fashioned sort which governs his mind, but a 
religion built upon the knowledge that the future of the 
world has been committed to the care of those who belong 
to this Empire of ours. 


O those who hope to find a happy issue from our 
troubles the great religious service held at Wembley 


;(MPIRE DAY is emphatically worthy of observance. 

We look, indeed, to an enlargement of its functions 
so that it shall never be allowed to pass without something 
being done to bring it prominently to the notice of every 
British citizen. The Prime Minister’s wireless message 
is a valuable supplement to the Empire Day service. He 
provided the right atmosphere and, singling out the most 
important points to be emphasised, reduced the whole 
matter to its essence. In a few poignant sentences he 
explained the origin of the Colonies and the ties binding 
the several units together. ‘Then he sketched the make-up 
of “‘ those empires of subject races governed by a central 
power.” Each is free, yet, as the unity disclosed by the 
war gave proof, the tie binding them together is irrefragable. 
Then he went on to describe Wembley as the Empire in 
little, calculated to give the most vivid idea of those scattered 
but integral parts of a great Empire. One of the effects 
produced is to stimulate in every intelligent man the desire 
to form acquaintance at first hand with those strong young 
nations: an object much more easily achieved in these days 
of rapid transport. 


N SATURDAY His Majesty the King laid the foundation 

stone of the great new building in the City, which the 
underwriters at Lloyds are erecting. In a short time he 
opens the great and rich tower, perhaps the largest tower 
in the country till that of the Liverpool Cathedral is 
completed, which is to serve uniquely for the library of 
the University of Bristol. This marking by the King of 
great architectural enterprises is very welcome. His interest 
is shown by his presence at the opening of one great building 
after another. London, in this respect, has been particularly 
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fortunate. During the last few years the builders, in the 
widest and most inclusive sense of the term, of the New 
County Hall, the Port of London building, the Star and 
Garter Home, and cf several other structures, have been 
similarly honoured. 


HOSE members of the Dairy Farmers’ Association 
who visited Lord Bledisloe’s estate at Lydney had the 
chance of imbibing much material worth ruminating over. 
Lord Bledisloe, in this experiment in farming, has laid 
on the shelf many conventional notions and _ traditions. 
His work is based on common-sense and a resolution to 
take what he thinks the best course, without undue regard 
to precedent. His system is to some extent founded on 
the Danish practice, but it is a Danish practice that has 
passed through the furnace and been recast so as to conform 
to British circumstances. On the land, many ingenious 
labour-saving devices are used which are not found on the 
average English farm. Perhaps the light railway is the 
most important of them, as it is as efficient as horses can 
be made, and costs a great deal less. ‘The farming is not 
confined to any one branch. A good portion of the income 
is derived from pigs, but the ordinary farm crops are grown 
also. ‘There is a good dairy and an excellently managed 
poultry establishment. Another important feature is that 
there is a bacon factory and a shop in connection with it, 
which enables the produce to be disposed of by direct 
sale, a very sound and economical method.

[DIP Mr. Churchill, when he framed the death duties 
clause in his Budget, realise that he was virtually 
signing the death warrant of the owner-farmer—that 
unfortunate individual whom the unvaried inconsistency of 
successive Governments has helped to create in place of 
the old landowner? Or was it merely another example 
of that neglect of the importance of land and of agriculture 
which has become almost a Parliamentary tradition ? Past 
legislation has succeeded in practically wiping out many 
landowners. In their place is the owner-occupier, often 
the erstwhile tenant who was compelled by force of circum- 
stances to buy his own farm, generally with the help of a 
mortgage. He was hailed as a triumph of democracy, a 
shining example of ownership of the land by those who 
actually farm it. But it seems that he is to suffer the fate 
of his predecessor. ‘The death duties which crippled the 
squire are still levied on his successor. Now they are to be 
increased beyond reason! A pretty method of encouraging 
thrifty farmers to put brains and money into an industry 
which needs both. On another page will be found Mr. E. G. 
Pretyman’s condemnation of this short-sighted policy. His 
words deserve, and will receive, earnest consideration from 
those who have at heart the future of English agriculture 
and the English countryside. Silk stockings have found 
champions enough, but how many of the women voters 
and their menfolk—who saw disaster in dearer stockings 
realise the far greater disaster of dearer food and derelict 
land which may well attend Mr. Churchill’s proposal ?

he may truthfully be said that “a mother in Israel ” 
has passed away in the person of Mrs. Haldane. She 
was granted only a little more than a month over her hundred 
years. She was born on April gth, 1825, at Rotherfield 
in Sussex, and died on May 2oth, 1925. A great deal of 
knowledge of the interesting by-paths of history died 
with her. She had few contemporaries whose memory 
could go so far back. She remembered when “ Boney ” 
was still a name of fear that was used to frighten children 
who had misbehaved. She must have been about seven 
years old when the Reform Bill of 1832 was passed, and the 
news was carried by coach to Otterburn, where she was 
living. Of famous lawyers she remembered Lord Stowell 
and Lord Eldon, who were her great-uncles. Most of all, 
one would have liked to have got her memories of the way 
in which children were brought up in her day. She and her 
sisters had ale at dinner, and were given port as well as ale 
to strengthen their systems against an outbreak of cholera. 
But these were the trifling features of her life. She was 
such a woman as Wordsworth’s ideal. In her youth she was 
extremely beautiful, and in her old age retained her charm. 


SOMEONE has said that foreign opinion on a_ public 

man often anticipates the verdict of posterity. If 
that is so, the fame of Lord Ypres, whose death is another 
addition to the list of illustrious men who have died within 
the last few weeks, will be more firmly established than 
writers in the English Press would give us to believe. They 
did not conform to the kindly convention that nothing but 
good should be said of the dead. In this case, the good 
was plentiful and undisputed. French was more than a 
good cavalry officer. He organised the Army for its great 
and terrible conflict with Germany. On the field of battle 
and in the forced retreat he was at once an example and 
an inspiration to men who worshipped him as only a born 
leader is worshipped. All this can be said without a trace 
of exaggeration. Of his failings and shortcomings this 
is not the time to speak; nor, when a soldier who served 
his country well at a most critical point in history lies dead, 
is it the moment to institute injurious comparisons between 
him and commanders like Wellington and Napoleon. ‘That 
is work for future historians. who will have before them 
the sifted and verified facts. Whatever military experts 
may say, the name of French will go down to history as 
that of the leader of that immortal band of heroes known as 
“The Old Contemptibles.”’ 


HE name of Sir John Randles ought to be enshrined 
among those who have added to the wealth of the 
country in natural beauty. Some time ago Crowe Park 
and Cockshot Wood, land at the north end of Derwentwater, 
were for sale, and there was a danger that in part, at any rate, 
it might be built upon. Then it would have formed a great 
disfigurement of the view from the lake towards Keswick 
and Skiddaw. Local friends of the National Trust made 
private efforts to avoid such a catastrophe, but, as Mr. 
John Bailey says, the prospect of success seemed very doubt- 
ful. Sir John Randles, however, has come to the rescue. 
He is a famous man among business people in the North 
ot England, and he came forward most generously and 
bought the whole property, which he has now presented 
to the Trust. At the same time he bought Castle Head, 
on the other side of the road to Lodor, well known through 
Southey’s “‘ How does the water come down to Lodore ? ” 
and thus secured for the public the famous view over the 
lake towards Borrowdale and Scafell, a gift to the nation 
comprising sixty acres. “‘ By this single act of munifi- 
cence,”’ says the Chairman of the Committee of the National 
Trust, “ Sir John has safeguarded for ever the beauty and 
peace of the northern shores of Derwentwater.” 


““T*HE GUNS,” whose story forms the pageant of the 

Military Tournament this year, have a glamour, 
for any man who has handled them, far beyond that of 
the other Services. Perhaps that is mere partiality, mere 
sentiment, natural in a gunner for his corps. When a 
battery passes at the gallop, thundering, glittering, in a 
cloud of dust and colour, the glamour is obvious to all ; 
but only those who have taken part in such evolutions and 
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know the skill required by every driver can feel the full 
thrill of the perfect evolution. And the display is only a 
neat reminder of the serious business of coming into action 
—that operation of a hundred intricate processes, from the 
tactical choice of the battery position, to the bellowed 
command, ‘‘ Number one gun, fire!” 


[* was only to be expected that, when a sculptor of 
Mr. Epstein’s hard-thinking originality was given the 
chance to execute a panel symbolic of Nature, as he 
has on the Hudson memorial, the result would be dis- 
concerting to many. For in our pretty gardened land, 
that force, in all its wild beauty, is seen by few. Yet 
that was the Nature which Hudson knew, and the 
beauty that the dryad Rima embodied in “ Green Man- 
sions.”” ‘The sculptor has taken this creation and, to our 
minds, extended its significance to humanity as a whole 
in its relation to the forces of the air. Rima is shown, 
less as a wild creature than as a symbol of sophisticated 
and specialised humanity, yet in whose soul Pan is still 
felt, dragging her upwards out of earthy toils into the 
company of birds and winds. Being a sculptor, Mr. 
Epstein has seized on the sculpturesque aspect of this idea. 
The woman has heavy, weary hands, and a body deteriorated 
by civilised conditions from its natural perfection. ‘The 
upward rush seems, too, to have dragged the lower part 
of the body downwards from the ribs. This imperfect 
body is in sharp contrast to the attendant birds, which, 
to a sculptor, are not “ feathered songsters,” but wonderful 
mechanisms, prodigiously strong and perfectly adapted 
to function: the most beautiful embodiments of the 
sweetness and power of Nature. The effect as a whole is, 
to our minds, fresh and invigorating to a degree unknown 
in English monumental sculpture, worthy of Hudson’s 
immortal spirit.

Just as some antique obiect calls to mind 
Old times long hidden by oblivion’s dust, 
So, when I see you stand with head inclined 
And your stiletto-bill prepared to thrust 
Into the venturous fish that dares to swim

O confusion we know of is so extraordinary as that 
which has been created between Boswell and Dr. 
Johnson. The three conspirators who are answerable for 
this strange situation are Mr. Shanks, Sir Charles Russell 
and Mr. Augustine Birrell. The charge is that the Dr. 
Johnson who appears in the well known “ Life” is not 
Johnson, but Boswell. In other words, Boswell took 
Johnson as a living entity, made a note of all his character- 
istic details, and then invented a figure for his book which 
he called Dr. Johnson; and was even successful in making 
the world believe that the creation of his brain was the real 
Dr. Johnson who walked up and down among the people 
of his time and age. It reminds one of the story of Con- 
stable, the publisher, who, having persuaded Sir Walter 
Scott to change the name of one of his books, was heard 
marching up and down his office and saying, ““ My God, 
I am all but the author of the Waverley novels.” In 
like manner, the three conspirators to whom we have alluded 
wish to impose upon the public the belief that Dr. Johnson 
is not Dr. Johnson, but a skeleton portrait of him enriched 
with details that flowed from the inner consciousness of his 
biographer. It is a demented state of things. If anyone 
would take the trouble to place side by side Sir Joshua 
Reynolds’ portrait of Dr. Johnson with the best picture that 
can be found of Boswell, he would instantly come to the con- 
clusion that Boswell never did create Johnson. To say other- 
wise would be as ridiculous as to assert that a minnow had 
swallowed a whale. The paradox has produced an impression 
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on the public mind, which, in any case, is not addicted to 
judge of propositions by their possibility or otherwise ; 
only, it would be a pity if children grew up with an idea 
so ludicrously wrong.

SQUEEZING OUT the FARMER-OWNER

a further blow not only at those whose living is connected with the land, but more particularly at those who may be optimistic 
enough to take their places when the present owner-occupiers have been squeezed out by this financial ‘‘ policy of attrition.”

OR a long period, and particularly since the war, it 
has been a commonplace that the nation wants more 
food produced and more people employed on British 
agricultural Jand. Parliament has given much attention 
to this subject in recent years ; committees and com- 

missions have reported ; Acts have been passed and Acts have 
been repealed ; several minor measures of relief have been placed 
on the Statute Book, but the position is still recognised as un- 
satisfactory, and the present Government have inscribed ‘‘ Plough”’ 
very prominently on their programme. 

For many months past the Minister for Agriculture has 
been seeking information and advice from organised bodies 
representing agricultural interests. At all these conferences 
attention has been drawn to the disability which agriculture 
suffers under our system of national finance (in which I include 
our fiscal policy), and we did hope that this was recognised 
and understood and that agricultural interests would not be 
ignored in the framing of this year’s Budget. 

We have, however, been grievously disappointed, as 
Mr. Churchill cannot possibly have had in his mind the disas- 
trous effect upon agriculture of his proposed substitution of 
Death Duties for Super Tax. 

Let us first consider the effect of high death duties upon 
the rapidly growing class of owner-occupiers, mostly tenant 
farmers, forced to buy their farms against their will, owing to 
the breaking up of agricultural estates, again largely due to 
the incidence of death duties. The occupying owners of the 
larger farms are mostly men with from {£10,000 to {£50,000 
capital, all invested in the purchase of the farm and its equip- 
ment, and in the stock, crops, implements, etc., necessary for 
its working. None of these owner-occupiers is a super tax- 
payer except on very rare occasions, but the death duty on their 
estates is to be increased by from one to four per cent. The 
charge is to be raised from 10 per cent. to 14 per cent. on estates 
above £45,000. Surely, the House of Commons will want to 
know how this increase can be justified. 

It is futile to talk about security of tenure for tenant farmers 
and to advance them money to purchase their occupations if 
confiscatory death duties are to be levied on their estates. 
There is no possible means of finding such sums except by 
selling the holding. 

There is a great deal of loose talk about insurance against 
death duties, and it is suggested that earmarked policies might 
be recognised by the State and exempted from aggregation. 
Such a scheme might be helpful to those who have sufficient 
free income to pay the premiums, but it would be quite useless 
to agricultural landowners, whether landlords or occupying 
owners. In both cases the present rate of income tax, including 
super tax, absorbs every penny of available income, and insur- 
ance premiums could not be paid. 


There is only one thing to be done, and that 
is to recognise that methods of assessment which are 
suitable for industrial and invested wealth are quite 
unsuitable for agricultural property. 


Special provisions have been made for the assessment of 
income tax on farming profits for maintenance costs and also 


for the assessment to rates of agricultural land. Similar pro- 
visions should be devised for the assessment of estate duty. 
It would take up too much space to discuss the actual 
form in which relief can best be given, but this is being fully 
thought out by the Land Union, the Farmers’ Union and the 
Central Landowners’ Association, and appropriate amendments 
will be moved during the passage of this year’s Finance Bill 
through the House of Commons. ‘This proposal is not nove!. 


Works of art and woodlands are already relieved 
from the full burden of Death Duties because they 
produce little or no income and are of interest to the 
nation. 


It is obvious that agriculture is of greater interest to the 
nation than either works of art or even woodlands, and it is 
also certain that little or no income is derivable from the 
ownership of agricultural land. 

Death duties on the present scale are drawing the life- 
blood out of the countryside; and if only Parliament would 
realise it, it is a mockery to discuss minor measures of financial 
relief while this already intolerable impost is being increased. 

If the soil of Great Britain is to yield its increase, it must 
be equipped and it must be cultivated. It can neither be 
equipped nor cultivated without some continuity in ownership 
and occupation and some security for the capital invested in 
it. No one has to look so far ahead as the landlord and the 
farmer : and affection for his farm or his estate inspires a man 
to look ahead and forego present income for future productive- 
ness. It is in the nation’s interest to encourage him to do this, 
but how can he do anything of the kind when the nation forces 
his farm or estate into the market at his death, and he can have 
no hope that his children will see the result of his sacrifices ? 


KILLING THE SMALL SQUIRE. 


Sir,.—I wonder what the Agricultural Committee thinks of the heavy 
increase of the death duties. I make out that it will hit the ordinary 
small squire very hard—I do not mean the man with one farm, but the 
man with, perhaps, £4,000 to £6,000 a year and an estate bringing in 
no income but liable to be valued at, say, £20,000 or £30,000. Let 
us take a man with £5,000 a year and a property worth £30,000 which 
yields, after maintenance claims for mansion and farms, etc., nothing— 
a not unusual result. Here he gets relief in supe1-tax of {£120 §s. 
(or, even if his estate, real or personal, brings in £1,000 a year more, 
only a further £36, bringing it to £156 5s.). After basking in this 
princely reduction for a few years, he dies, and he finds—or his executors 
do—his death duties increased by 6 per cent. His estate, therefore, 
has to bear (assuming his personal property is all invested at 5 per 
cent., so that the capital is £100,000) an additional duty of :

If this were invested like the rest at 5 per cent., it means a loss perma- 
nently and for ever to the estate of £390 per annum, or nearly one- 
thirteenth of the entire income, as set against his relief of £120 5s. 
super-tax (or £156 5s. if the estate brought in £1,000 a year). If the 
owner has more than one child, such a heavy additional tax must finish 
him at once. It means the utter extinction of the small squires. Lastly, 
the more he spends on his estate the /ess super-tax he has to pay, but 
the more the death duties are increased by its greater value.—R. E. W.

METHODS FOR STAMPING THEM OUT.

HE term mosquito ’’ is often very loosely applied 
to other insects, such as the “‘ midge’’ and the “‘ sand 
fly.’’ Therefore, before discussing the question of 
mosquitoes it is necessary to be able to distinguish a 
mosquito from other flies. A mosquito is a delicately 
built fly of medium size, with long legs and a long proboscis 
or beak. This is the chief distinction between a mosquito and 
other flies of a similar build, the proboscis being several times 
longer than the head. The body is slender and the antenne 
are long and thread-like. In the male the latter bear dense 
whorls of hair, giving the antenna the appearance of a thick 
plume, whereas the antennze of the female have the whorls 
much thinner and the hairs much shorter, so that they appear 
thin and thread-like. The wings are narrow and are fringed 
with small scales. 

There are, in the British Isles, twenty-five different kinds 
of mosquitoes, of which seven are at times quite common. Of 
these seven, three are of a genus which is capable of carrying 
malaria, namely, Anopheles maculipennis Meigen, Anopheles 
bifurcatus Linne, and Anopheles plumbeus Stephens. In all 
of these the abdomen, or hind part of the body, is without scales. 
Anopheles maculipennis may be distinguished from the others 
by its spotted wings, while Anopheles plumbeus is much smaller. 

The four others, which do not carry malaria, are Aedes 
caspius Pallas, Aedes detritus Haliday, Theobaldia annulata 
Schrank, and Culex pipiens Linne. Aedes caspius may be 
separated from Aedes detritus by the white bands on its hind 
legs. Theobaldia annulata is similar to Anopheles maculipennis, 
but is larger and has bands of pale cream on its legs and body. 
Culex pipiens is a much browner species. An Anopheles 
mosquito rests with its proboscis and body in a straight line. 
and obliquely to the surface on which it is resting. The remain- 
ing four, however, present a much more hunchbacked appearance, 
the body not being in a line with the proboscis. 

The eggs of British gnats are laid, as a rule, on water during 
the warmer months of the year; those of Anopheles and Aedes 
being laid singly, while the eggs of Culex and Theobaldia are 
glued together in raft-like masses which float on the surface 
of the water. The egg stage lasts from one to several days, 
according to temperature. The larva is an elongate, legless 
grub with a distinct head and thorax, and bearing a number of

hairs arranged symmetrically along its body. On the underside 
of the head are two dense tufts of hair used by the larva in 
feeding. By moving them backwards and forwards it sweeps 
into its mouth various particles of organic matter on which 
it feeds. The young larva has on the surface of its head a minute 
tooth, or “ egg-breaker,’’ which it uses for forcing its way out of 
the egg. 

The larva spends a great deal of its time at the surface, 
where it is able to breathe by means of a pair of spiracles placed, 
in Anopheles, dorsally, one on each side of the middle of the 
eighth segment of the abdomen, and in the others, at the end 
of a long tube, called the “ siphon,’’ which is situated on the 
same segment. There are also four finger-like processes on 
the end of the ninth segment, which act as gills. The larva 
moults four times, covering a period of usually only a few weeks, 
but in some species, such 
as Anopheles bifurcatus, 
the larva passes the whole 
winter as a third or fourth 
stage larva. At the 
fourth moult it becomes 
a pupa, or chrysalis. 

In this stage it does 
not eat, and only leaves 
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the surface when dis-

and thorax forming the 
“dot’”’ and the abdomen 
the ‘ tail.” 

It swims by means of two lobes on the end of the tail. 
Breathing is carried out through two horn-shaped processes 
situated on the top of the thorax. The gnat remains as a pupa 
but a few days, and before it emerges it takes on a silvery ap- 
pearance due to air being forced between the skin of the pupa 
and that of the adult gnat. The pupa becomes more buoyant, 
and the top of the thorax rises above the level of the water and 
becomes dry. This dry patch then splits and the gnat rises 
vertically out of the skin, which acts as a raft while the wings 
expand and harden. When this is accomplished, the insect 
withdraws itself from the pupal skin and flies away. 

In Anopheles maculipennis the eggs producing the first brood 
are laid in April, when the females come out of hibernation. 
This brood is full-grown in a few weeks, and breeding will continue 
right through the summer until about the end of September. 
Two or three weeks later no 
more larve or pupe are to be 
found, the majority of males are 
dead, and the females have 
sought places in which to hiber- 
nate. The life cycle of Ano- 
pheles bifurcatus is similar, ex- 
cepting that it is the third or 
fourth stage larva which _hiber- 
nates, and not the adult. These 
two species occur both in fresh 
and in brackish water. Anopheles 
plumbeus is essentially a sylvan 
species and breeds in water-filled 
holes in trees. 

Aedes caspius, which is one 
of the most troublesome mos- 
quitoes in the south of England, 
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and Aedes detritus both occur in brackish 
as well as in fresh water, and have only 
two broods a year. Culex pipiens will 
breed in almost any stagnant water 
throughout the summer. As regards 
hibernation, Anopheles maculipennis 
passes the winter as an adult female, 
Anopheles bifurcatus as a _ third or 
fourth stage larva, and Culex pipiens 
and Theobaldia annulata as adults. 

Gnats generally spend the greater 
part of the day in retirement in herbage 
or in sheds, and come out on calm 
afternoons and evenings to bite. 

This biting is performed only by 
the female. The proboscis with which 
she bites consists of six lancet-like stylets surrounded by a 
fleshy, trough-shaped labium, or lower lip. When the mosquito 
wishes to feed, she settles gently on the skin of her victim, 
directs her proboscis perpendicularly to it, and applying 
the tip, she sinks the stylets in, the labium bending back like 
a bow. Saliva from the salivary glands is then pumped into 
the wound. This reduces the surface tension of the blood 
and makes it flow more rapidly, thus enabling the mosquito 
to suck it up more readily. The blood is sucked from the wound 
so quickly that one can actually see the stomach of the creature 
becoming red and distended. It is the saliva that is left in the 
wound that causes the inflammation and pain. 

The Anopheles mosquitoes, which are the carriers of 
the malarial organism, are often quite common in many 
parts of the British Isles; and malaria, under the name 
of ague, was and 
is still pretty 
common in_ the 
Fen districts. The 
disease is caused 
by the growth 
and development 
of a minute para- 
sitic organism 
within the red 
blood cells. These 
parasites repro- 
duce in the body 
by subdividing, 
thus bursting the 
red cells and 
becoming a mass 
of spores in the 
blood serum. 
Then, when this 
blood is sucked 
into the stomach 
of an Anopheles 
mosquito, the 
parasite under- 
goes a sexual 
development and 
produces a quan- 
tity of minute 
spindle-shaped 
cells or ‘‘ blasts.’ 
These ‘‘ blasts ” 
enter the salivary 
glands of the 
mosquito and are 
easily injected 
into the blood of 
the next person 
who is bitten. 

Should one be 
bitten by a mos- 
quito other than 
an Anopheles, 
there is no dan- 
ger of malaria ; 
but the bite of 
Culex, especially 
in the autumn, 
sometimes pro- 
duces very serious 
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cases of blood poisoning, which may be 
fatal if the patient is in a low state of 
health. 

There are several formule recom- 
mended for preventing mosquitoes and 
other flies from biting when one is 
walking. For instance, citronella oil, 
used neat or mixed with vaseline, may 
be smeared on the face and other parts 
exposed to attack. Thymol, at a 
strength of 1 per cent. in vaseline, is 
also useful. To alleviate the pain of a 
bite one should apply a weak alkali, 
such as dilute ammonia. 

The best ways to deal with the 
mosquito are to attack it in its breeding 
places and in its hibernating quarters. All the larve and pupe 
in a pond may be killed by spraying it with paraffin containing 
up to 1 per cent. of castor oil. The addition of the castor oil 
makes the film of oil spread farther, more rapidly, and become 
more tenacious. Two ounces of mixed oils will cover a circle 
of water 3o0yds. in diameter. It should be sufficient to oil a 
pond two or three times during the season. 

Holes in trees containing water should be filled up, and 
all rain-water butts and open cisterns should be fitted with 
close-fitting covers of gauze. 

With such species as Anopheles maculipennis, Culex 
pipiens and Theobaldia annulata, which hibernate as adults, 
a further method of attack is available. In some cellars, out- 
houses and stables in winter one may see literally thousands 
of mosquitoes in the roofs. Anopheles maculipennis prefers 
stables and 
pigstys to cow- 
sheds, and it is 
stated that they 
congregate more 
in wooden build- 
ings than in those 
of stone. Hiber- 
nating mosquitoes 
should be sprayed 
in mid-winter 
with an infusion 
of pyrethrum in 
methylated spirits, 
or with a 3 per 
cent. solution of 
Lysol. 

To sum up, 
if one is troubled 
with mosquitoes, 
one should oil the 
ponds and orna- 
mental pools in the 
vicinity. Small 
accumulations of 
water in such 
places as holes in 
trees should be 
filled up and water 
butts should be 
kept covered. 
Secondly, the 
hibernating adults 
should be sought 
for and destroyed, 
thereby consider- 
ably reducing the 
number of mos- 
quitoes the follow- 
ing year; and 
finally, when walk- 
ing or when it is 
impossible to 
apply the fore- 
going remedies, 
one should use 
some form of 
deterrent to pre- 
vent the mosqui- 
me, toes from biting.

ON RODS AND FLIES AND THE USE 





SALMON MUST 


HERE comes a time in summer when rivers are low 

and clear and the salmon have lost the pristine eagerness 

and dash which characterise the spring fish, and then 

the angler who would achieve the best results must 

modify his methods and seek other ways of tempting 
“salar’”’ to take his fly. 

Fashions change in the “ gentle art,’’ as in all other things ; 
the modern trend is to use finer and finer tackle, and to-day the 
outfit of the low-water salmon fisherman would have been 
deemed light by the trout angler of a generation ago. Up to 
quite recent years very few people went below a light, fourteen- 
foot rod for summer fishing ; but now, except on rivers where long 
casting is necessary, the single-handed rod of ten to twelve feet 
is by far the most popular weapon. Many firms list special 
patterns for this work, but a good powerful dry-fly trout rod, 
weighing, in split cane, about eight ounces for the ten-foot length, 
will serve quite well. My favourite is a “ Sextile,’’ made by 
Farlow’s, and for sea-trout fishing and for salmon in low water, 
it is, to my mind, ideal. 

With a rod of this description and a suitable reel one 
can use fine tackle without the risk of breaking the cast on 
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striking, and this is of primary importance in streams where 
both “salar’’ and “ trutta’’ may be taken on the same flies. 
Although the former is not always very particular about the 
thickness of the cast, the sea-trout is usually very gut-shy 
indeed, and one is not likely to make much of a basket except 
by fishing fine. 

For this kind of work every bit of tackle must be, like 
Czsar’s wife, above reproach, and the reel is of equal importance 
with the rod. The check, or drag, can hardly be too light, so 
long as it just prevents the drum from over-running when line 
is being taken off fast. It should hold at least eighty yards, and 
one hundred is better in large rivers or where it is not possible 
to follow a hooked fish along the bank, for it is manifestly out 
of the question to stop a furious rush when using tackle of this 
description. For casts, fine or medium undrawn gut, size about 
.OI12 or .013, by the gauge, will suffice, unless the river is one 
which holds really heavy salmon; for, with a suitable rod and 
reel, it is practically impossible for a fish to break one unless 
it takes a turn round a snag or runs out all the line, and in 
such cases even much thicker gut will not prevent disaster. 
Flies will vary from about No. 8 down to No. 12, according 
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to the height of the stream and its character, for rough pools 
naturally demand a larger size than does smooth water. 

It is not only in tackle, however, that the summer salmon 
angler must make a change, for amendments are necessary in 
the style of fishing. In spring, when it is desirable to sink the 
fly deeply in order to bring it to the notice of the fish, one normally 
casts at an angle of about sixty degrees down-stream, and allows 
the fly to sweep round until under the near bank. 

But when the water is low and clear, salmon have no diffi- 
culty in seeing the fly, and because they can see so clearly what 
it is, and because a proportion will, by this time, probably have 
been pricked and rendered shy, they are less likely to come to a 
fly which hangs just above their noses than one which arouses 
curiosity by flitting through the water well above their heads. 
Not only are they more likely to be attracted by a lure which 
they cannot examine too closely—for it is pretty well agreed 
that curiosity is one of the salmon’s besetting sins—but also the 
resulting rise is more probable to result in a well hooked fish 
than is the half-hearted snap at a fly in which every strand 
of silk and feather is clearly visible. 

Therefore, the summer salmon angler’s object should be to 
show his fly to the fish, but to prevent the latter ‘‘ vetting ”’ it 
too closely until it is safely fixed in its mouth. To ensure this, 
instead of throwing down-stream and allowing the fly to pursue 
a leisurely course with the current, the cast is made directly 
across-stream, and as soon as the fly is in the water one begins 
to draw in line by pulling it through the rings with the left hand. 
By this means the fly is never allowed to sink very deeply, and 
any salmon in the pool has far less time to examine the lure 
and to ponder whether it shall, or shall not, have a cut at it, 
which, from what we know of the mentality of this fish, is the 
object to aim at. 

Of course, not every pool can be tried in the same way. 
For instance, to fish very rough water in this manner would 
probably result in the salmon never seeing the fly at all, and the 
angler must use his judgment accordingly. But, on the whole, 
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the fly should be kept very much nearer the surface than 
in spring flshing, and a very well known angler once laid it 
down as an axiom “ that if you see a salmon take the fly in 
spring, you are fishing too fast and not deep enough, and if 
you do not see the take in summer, you are fishing too slow 
and too deep.” 

Besides this amended method of wet-fly fishing, taking salmon 
on a dry fly is becoming more popular every year. The same 
rod and tackle will serve, and special flies are listed by Farlow’s 
and other firms. The methods of the ultra-purist dry-fly trout 
angler need not be adhered to, and the cast can be made up, 
down or across stream, wherever one expects salmon to be lying, 
and there is no need to wait until the actual rising fish is seen. 

The beginner at this style of angling will find it difficult 
to avoid striking when a salmon rises at the dry fly. But this 
is fatal to success, for this fish closes its mouth much more 
leisurely than does a trout, and if one strikes too quickly the 
result is to snatch the lure away before the quarry has fastened 
on it. Only when the fish is felt, as it turns down after taking, 
should the line be tightened. 

The successful salmon angler in low water, besides being 
able to attract the fish, must know where to look for them, 
and their stations vary with different heights of water. In 
time of spate they will often drop right back to the tail of the 
pool, and gradually move up-stream again as the water falls. 
In hot weather they must have shade, and will generally be found 
in rocky pools and those overhung by trees, or, failing such 
protection from the sun, will lie in the roughest parts of the 
current, for the boisterous water gives some shelter from the 
direct rays of the sun, and is also highly aerated and charged 
with the oxygen which al] fish must have in order to live. 

Salmon fishing in high water is often a matter of sheer 
luck, in which the novice will not infrequently beat the expert. 
But under summer skies it is the man who uses his head and 
varies his methods to suit the altered conditions who, in nine 
cases out of ten, proves most successful. West COUNTRY. 


THE GREAT MATCH

HAT a match! What a match!” This was 
all that one could gasp, as one collapsed, limp 
and melting, in the Troon club-house after 
the final between Miss Wethered and Miss 
Leitch. Against any moderately exciting finish 

I am more or less proof; but not against this one, which was, 
I really do think, the most agonising I ever saw. It was the 
more so because its thrills were unexpected. It is no disparage- 
ment of Miss Leitch to say that, great golfer as she is, no one 
expected her to take Miss Wethered to the last hole. That she 
would make a tremendous effort no sensible man could doubt : 
only those with very short memories could forget how she had 
dominated ladies’ golf and what a fine fighting spirit she had 
always shown. But Miss Wethered had been playing such 
golf as had never been seen. For round after round her score 
had been an average of fours or thereabouts, when, with five or 
six holes to go, she had polished off some ex-champion; and 
even these scores had been less remarkable than the way in which 
she had made them. True, against Mrs. Dobell she had played 
a little of what, in the case of Duncan, is called ‘‘ mad stuff,”’ 
and had twice holed from off the green ; but, generally speaking, 
she had played simply faultless golf, with no loose shots and no 
long putts. Hole after hole it had been bang No. 1 straight 
down the course with a driver ; bang No. 2 with an iron or spoon, 
either on to the green or one yard from its edge; then a long 
putt or a chip laid dead, and the fourth popped in. If she could 
have been playing golf of this brand against a very first-class 
male amateur (which is, I admit, a generous supposition), then 
that wretched man could not have given her a stroke, and 
would have deemed himself very fortunate if he were not 
beaten. 

Therefore, it had seemed impossible that Miss Leitch could 
hold her, and, moreover, Miss Leitch had played downright 
badly the day before. Miss Janet Jackson had let her off most 
lamentably, and she had only escaped with the skin of her teeth ; 
Miss Beryl Brown had cast away a golden opportunity, and 
again Miss Leitch had scrambled through at the last hole. She 
is never anything but brave, but she had seemed thoroughly 
harassed and unsettled, and her two golfing mannerisms, the 
excessively flat swing and the “ dip”’ or “‘ duck”’ of her knees, 
had been more marked than usual. But the moment she struck 
her first shot in the final it was obvious that she was a different 
player. The dip had almost disappeared, the club was freely 
and easily swung. She looked as if she were enjoying the fight, 
with her ‘‘ cares dropped from her like the needles shaken from 
out the gusty pine.’’ I was told that she had resolved on a new 
plan of campaign, to disregard as far as possible the match and 
the enemy, and play as if for a score; in other words, to try 
Mr. Bobby Jones’ plan of “shooting par at them.” If so, it 


was a stroke of genius, for she did play magnificently. And the 
fates smiled on her good resolution by granting her a long putt, 
holed—it must have been 12yds. or so—on the very first green. 
It was a heartening start, and she never looked back. It may 
be said by those who were not there that, having been three up 
at the tenth hole in the first round, she ought not to have allowed 
herself to be pulled back to all square at the sixteenth and again 
at the eighteenth. But those who were there know that for 
those eight holes Miss Wethered was irresistible. She made 
“the great push ”’ of which we used to hear so much in war-time. 
Miss Leitch only gave her one opening—the others she made 
for herself, by thrusts that could not be parried. In those 
eight holes Miss Wethered had three “ birdies,’’ and only once 
dropped a stroke against par. 

In the second round there came a moment when it seemed 
that Miss Leitch could stand the strain no more, and was going 
to crack. At the ninth hole Miss Wethered took a great risk, 
went out to pitch a stymie and won a hole which she might 
easily have lost if that pitch had gone astray. At the tenth 
she was one up for the first time, and at both the eleventh and 
twelfth Miss Leitch became decidedly ragged. Just as a rout 
seemed imminent Miss Leitch steadied herself splendidly, and 
the battle resumed its old course of dogged and brilliant fighting 
on both sides. And then Miss Wethered, in her turn, had her 
moment of human weakness. Going to the sixteenth hole, 
Miss Leitch was two down, and put her third in the rough. Miss 
Wethered had to put a good firm iron shot on to the green to 
win the hole and match, and it is the best possible testimony to 
her ruthless accuracy that there was hardly a man, woman or 
child in the crowd who did not deem the match as good as over. 
But ‘‘ This for the Championship ”’ must be an unnerving thought 
even for the calmest, and Miss Wethered hooked her shot, and 
let Miss Leitch get a half. Even so, she was dormy two, but I 
think that, just for a few minutes, hope deferred had made her 
heart sick, and she faltered on the threshold of victory. At 
the home hole she did, as nearly as may be, entirely miss her 
iron shot. Anybody else might do such a thing at such a crisis, 
but when she did it, it seemed that the world must be coming 
toanend. Miss Leitch’s second to the last hole was a lucky one, 
for it jumped a bunker; but, luck or no luck, it was a great 
effort to get those last two holes back, and it was a pity that 
such a match could not end there with honours easy. At the 
thirty-seventh Miss Leitch again’ played a lucky second, in 
that it got through a bunker, but it lost her the match. It might 
not have done so against many opponents, for Miss Wethered 
was only just on the green and must have been fully zoyds. from 
the hole. But that run up from the verge of the green had been 
the most profitable of all her shots throughout the tournament, 
and once more it did not fail her. She laid the ball within a 
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yard, a great shot in the terrific circumstances, and all was over. 
The last splendid charge of the Old Guard had crested the hill, 
had hung there tenaciously, and had fallen back at last, but with 
all the honours of war. 

It is said to be quite likely that neither of these ladies will 
play in the next Championship. If so, it will be better fun for 
the other competitors, but much duller for the spectators. If 
they do not play, I must say that they will have my sympathy. 
The crowds that came to see them are now altogether too big 
and too rapacious, and nowhere are they so big as in the 
West of Scotland. This one at Troon was thoroughly generous 
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and sportsmanlike in its intentions, but there was far too much 
of it. The moment either lady had played her shot she was 
swallowed up in a tearing mob; and before she was again seen a 
narrow way had to be forced for her through a wall of solid and 
rather warm humanity. Thissortof thing is ‘‘ not good enough.” 
At least, that is, lam sure, what I should say if I were an eminent 
lady player ; and it seems to me that the time is fast approaching 
when championships are played in rather more secluded spots. 
Troon itself was delightful. It is an excellent course; it was 
in excellent order, and made an ideal battleground: but there 
were too many people. 





THE JODHPUR POLO TEAM’S PONIES 


INCE Comte Jean de 
Madre brought over 
“The Tigers ’’ team 
from India in 1923, 


landed thirty ponies at 
Hurlingham on May ist of 
that year, and subsequently 
shipped them over to America, 
where he played them with 
success, so far as their con- 
dition went, one feels that all 
one’s preconceived ideas of the 
heaviness of the handicap of a 
sea voyage upon the equine, 
are more or less stultified. 

“The Tigers’’ ponies in 
1923 left Patiala in the best 
of the Punjab cold weather, 
and they arrived in England 
at a time when the worst of 
our winter was over. The 
same has been the case with 
these Jodhpur ponies which 
arrived about a month earlier 
than did The Tigers in 1923, 
and left under similar condi- 
tions ; that is, when they had 
had all the benefit of the cham - 
pagne air of the Indian winter in the Punjab and, for certainly 
two-thirds of their journey homeward, smooth seas and a tem- 
perature which would not cause fever, colic, heat, apoplexy and 
the many other ills to which horseflesh is heir. 

In the confines of a short article it is naturally not possible 
to say something about every pony in this fine stud which H.H. 
the Maharajah of Jodhpur has brought over, and one is compelled, 
therefore, to devote oneself to about eight or ten of them. It 
can, however, be said that, as a whole, these ponies are a rare 
good stamp, wherever they were bred, and that those bred in 
India are, to many of us, the most interesting. 

I say this because at one time it was fashionable to believe 
that nothing good could be bred in India; that they ran to leg, 
had no bone, and were usually only fit to carry a pair of boots. 

We began to alter our ideas, I think, when the Patiala-bred 
Saloon (no more than a pony—about present polo height, 15h. 
tin. to 15h. 2in.) won the big mile race, the Trial Stakes (now 
the King-Emperor’s Cup) at Calcutta in 1906. Honourable 
reference must also be made of Upstart, a wonderful country- 
bred pony, which was winning from 1901 onwards. There were 
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many Others, if only there were 
space to talk about them, which, 
unfortunately, there is not. 

These Jodhpur ponies pro- 
bably look better in condition 
than they really are, in fact, I 
know that they do, for their 
“nice shiny coats ”’ are entirely 
due to that good stableman, 
“Mr. Sais,” and his famous 
recipe, ‘‘ elbow grease.’”’ Owing 
to the lack of space on the three 
ships in which the Jodhpur 
ponies came home, they were 
never out of their stalls the 
whole way over. Exercise was 
impossible, and I cannot under- 
stand why there were not 
more casualties. They had a 
very bad time, indeed, and 
numbers of them have not got 
over it. 

Taking them as a whole, 
the fifty-seven ponies which 
have survived, out of sixty, 
are, I should say, a really good 
That they are good-con- 

stitutioned ones goes without 
saying, or they would not be as well as they are. They 
are not really ready yet, and are not likely to be for some 
time. To run over a short description of those of them 
whose pictures are in these pages: Fairy Queen is a 
black English mare, the property of H.H. the Maharajah, 
and is played by Captain Hanut Singh; she has won in the 
show ring and got the champion light-weight prize at the 
Delhi Horse Show in 1925. Mimer Girl is a_ chestnut 
Australian T. B. mare—specially imported from Australia by 
H.H. of Jodhpur, and is played by Hanut Singh. She was 
rated the best pony in the show at Poona, 1924, and Calcutta, 
1924. Gray Fox is another Australian, and is owned and 
played by Thakur Prithi Singh. He is a brilliant light-weight 
pony and is improving with every game. 

Broadway is a Chestnut country-bred, and is one of those 
played by Prithi Singh. This is an exceptional light-weight 
pony and was bred on the 21st Cavalry stud farm, and bought 
by Jodhpur from Captain J. P. Dening, 21st Cavalry. 

Shershah is a bay Australian. He is a real good-looker, 
and I am assured a good pony in the game, and has often played 
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three hard chukkers in a final. White Mark, is a grey English 
mare, and has been lent by H.H. the Maharajah of Patiala. She 
played brilliantly in England and America under Jogindra Singh 
of the Tigers’ Team, and is still playing brilliantly. Amorous 
is a bay C. B. gelding, the property of Captain A. H. Williams. 
He is three-quarters English T. B. and a quarter Arab, bred by 
the Government Remount Depot at Mona. He is a brilliant 
young pony and has been several times a winner in the show ring, 
and is a pony with a perfect polo temperament. Gray Mist 
is another of Captain Williams’. He has raced in Australia 
and is a good performer over hurdles. He is a first-class per- 
former on the polo ground, and up to any weight. 
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I am bound to confess that the country-breds in this string 
interested me, because of the doubt that has always existed as 
to whether the phosphates in the Indian grass will ever give us 
a good horse. This pony, Broadway, bred by the 21st on their 
grass farm, is ull of quality, and I should like to know how he is 
bred. The odhpur team have no record. There is another, 
Sammy a grey, quite a different type, and with a lot of 
Arab in him. He is one of Hanut Singh’s and, I am told, a real 
good one. He would not carry more than a tIost. 7lb. man. 
Broadway however, would. 

Of others, not in our gallery, Slippery Sam, lent by 
Patiala, is one of the celebrities I saw. He is an Australian, and 
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has won races in his own land and in India. He came home with 
the Tigers, in 1923, and went to America. The Americans 
were so struck with him that they offered 6,000 dollars, but this 
did not manage to buy him, and here he is, back in England once 
more, and probably the world’s most travelled steed. He is a 
big one, about 15h. and a bit, I should think; but they are all 
more or less in this region, 14h. 3ins. to 15h., and there is only 
one bigger, an Australian mare named Sylvie, who is all of 
15h. 2ins., and looks good enough to win races. I am told that 
she is a real good polo pony, but had a bad time on the voyage. 

Lemon, a beautiful quality pony by Lemberg, suffered 
badly, ditto Revelina, ditto Still Moselle, all English; 
ditto Saxelight, a grey Australian mare, and Brigadier, an 
old veteran Australian, who is better than he looks. He has 
not the polish on his coat that most of them have, but he is a great 
fronted old steed, and I am assured there is none better in the 
game. Morella II, a bay English mare, will perhaps be remembered 
as an Islington winner. The Maharajah bought her from 
Mr. Jackman of Abingdon for 600 guineas. 

Of Captain Williams’ ponies, other than those already referred 
to, most of them have a great record of “‘ active service ”’ in the 
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Indian Inter-Regimental and other tournaments. Twinkle- 
toes, a 14h. 3in. Australian, is one of the stars, a quick, bold 
pony, bought out of the 9th Hodson’s Horse for £400 last Christ- 
mas. There is another, Brown, a 15h. brown Australian, 
which comes from the Central India Horse, and has four years’ 
tournament service to his credit. He would carry any weight and 
is a fast, high-class pony, whose breeding it would be interesting 
to know, but no record has come home with him. Dick and 
Nicky, two more Australians, are also Captain Williams’. 
He told me he considered the former the best pony he had in 
the last Inter-Regimental in which he played. He stands 
14h. 3ins., but is over a lot of ground, and weight will not bother 
him I should say. Nicky is a mare which has been in three 
inter-regimentals, and took to polo like a duck does to water, as 
her education only took a year; something of a record for a 
tournament pony. 

I think that those in charge of these ponies deserve medals 
for having them as well as they are. If Jodhpur do not repro- 
duce their Indian form, it will not be the fault of either the players 
or the ponies, but that of the bad accommodation provided on 
the ships. HARBOROUGH. 


THE WASHING OF SHEEP 


WRITER in an agricultural journal has recently suggested 
that the washing of sheep in fresh water preparatory to 
shearing is dictated by the fancy of individual flockmasters. 
In reality, there is a much stronger case for the practice 
than this, which merits the attention of breeders as a 
whole. When marketed in a satisfactorily washed con- 

dition, wool is more keenly competed for, owing to its more attrac- 
tive appearance, while it is also more economical to handle on account 
of greater freedom from dirt and grease. The buyer of unwashed 
wool has always to allow a sufficient margin for the dirt contained in 
the fleece, and he naturally errs on the safe side. The type of wool 
and the environment in which it is produced may cause variations 
in the amount of waste material in the fleece. Thus it is greater in 
long-wools and folded sheep in a wet season than in short-wools and 
grass sheep ; but it is usual to assume that, under average English con- 
ditions, washing extracts about 20 to 25 per cent. of the weight of the 
unwashed fleece. 

The objections to washing are principally of the same nature as 
those raised to the production of first-class bacon pigs and better 
milling samples of wheat, viz., the corresponding gain in price is not 
proportionate to the efforts and costs involved in producing what the 
market demands. ‘Thus, for example, in the case of wheat, agricul- 


turists are satisfied that a heavy yield per acre of ordinary quality is

likely to prove more valuable in terms of total receipts than a smaller 
yield per acre of a high quality milling wheat. In many cases this 
same experience may be said to apply to washed wool, and it is signifi- 
cant that the committee of the Kent Wool Growers, Limited, have 
advised members not to wash the 1925 clip. Thus the averages obtained 
last year for Kent ewes were: Washed, 22}d. per pound: greasy, 
194d.; Kent tegs, washed, 25}d.; greasy, 214d. It is hardly likely, 
however, that manufacturers will welcome any increase in the quantity 
of unwashed wool, and, taking the experience of a period of years into 
account, it will generally be found that there is a margin of profit due 
to washing. It is to be hoped that the growing tendency to market 
wool co-operatively will strengthen rather than weaken the attempts 
which many made to raise the level of British marketable farm products. 

The actual costs involved in the practice, apart from the smaller 
weight of wool, work out at about $d. per sheep, while, if proper pre- 
cautions are taken, there are no risks. ‘Thus, one should select a suit- 
able day, preferably mild and free from keen east winds. The sheep 
should be fasted for a short time before washing, and should not be 
hurried to or from the washing pool. This pool, more often than 
not, consists of a dammed-up stream, into which the sheep are thrown 
from a pen constructed at one side and, after soaking, are allowed to 
swim out at the other side. Of the old methods of washing recorded 
in agricultural literature of more than a century ago, perhaps one of 
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the most novel and efficient was that of taking the sheep in a barge 
into the middle of a river and allowing them to swim back to the bank. 

The correct time for washing is about ten to fourteen days before 
shearing, this period allowing the yolk to rise in the fleece sufficiently 
to make possible the easy running of the shears. The fact that wool 
prices have dropped somewhat should serve to encourage rather than 
prevent washing being practised, as the most attractive article is the 
one which meets with the readiest sale. 


OPENING OF THE BIG SHOW SEASON. 


Although several one and two days shows have already been held 
during the past few weeks, the first big event of the season is the Bath 
and West and Southern Counties fixture at Maidstone, which extends 
from May 28th till June 2nd. The last show of the Society held at 
Maidstone was in 1884, and it is natural that over a period of forty-one 
years remarkable advances have been made in agricultural practices and 
fancies. This is not only reflected in improved types of stock, but also 
in the provision of a wider classification. ‘Thus, in the case of cattle, 
only six separate breeds featured in 1884, as against fifteen on the 
present occasion. In the following sections there are specially good 
entries—Guernseys, British Friesians, Jerseys, Sussex and Dairy 
Shorthorn cattle ; Kent and Suffolk sheep and Large Black and Middle 
White pigs. This Society is the oldest of its class, and was the first 
to cultivate actively the propagation of improved methods of agriculture, 
through the well known papers of the Society. It is too often overlooked 
that the work of our leading agricultural societies is not only concerned 
with the staging of a great show, demonstrating the latest implements 
and the last word in the breeders’ art, but also in the fostering of research 
work in their respective provinces. Kent has always been a prominent 
county in the matter of agricultural education, and this side of the show 
is well supported, while the horticultural section is the largest in the 
history of the show. 

SUCCESSFUL PEDIGREE DAIRY CATTLE SALES. 

Prices for heavy milking cattle, especially of good families, are 
still on the up-grade. In Dairy Shorthorns, Mr. E. Ezra, had an 
average for his selection of £82 2s. 8d. for sixty-seven cows and heifers, 
and {£141 15s. for four bulls, with a top price of 450 guineas. This 
sum was given by Mr. L. Hignett for the eight year old Bessborough 
Fondness 17th, which, in her last lactation period, gave nearly 19,0ooolb. 
of milk, and which, in her present period, promises to exceed 2,000 
gallons. Sir Edward Mann went to 360 guineas for the five year old 
Lady Wild Eyes, and to 200 guineas for the promising heifer Loch 
Belle 3rd, whose dam gave 1,600 gallons. The yearling bull, Loch 
Prince 4th, out of Mr. Hignett’s leading purchase, made 270 guineas to 
Mr. R. Hollington. 

In Guernseys excellent prices ruled at the sale of the late Sir 
Everard A. Hambro’s herd, when thirty-one head realised an average 
of £88 10s. 9d. Colonel C. W. Birkin, of Lancotes, Radcliffe-on-Trent, 
secured five at an average of £139 13s., with a top price of 190 guineas 
for the yearling heifer Hayes Rose des Houards 4th. Captain St. V. 
Saumeraz, of Broke Hall, Nocton, Ipswich, was also an extensive 
purchaser, and gave 180 guineas for the five year old Milton Moss 
Rose 4th. 

At the Weybeards sale of Jerseys, belonging to Mr. J. H. N. 
Roberts, thirty-nine cows and heifers averaged £64 3s. 2d., and five 
bulls averaged £51 15s. 2d. 155 guineas was paid by Mr. E. Kenward 
for the five year old imported Duchess of Carita 4th, a big prize winner 
and a Class A Register of Merit cow. The most extensive purchaser 
was Lieutenant-Colonel Kerr, who thus became the owner of the famous 
fifteen year old sire, General Cowslip. Few bulls are kept in service to 
this age, but it is safe to say that dairy cattle breeding would be more 
remunerative if the use of tested sires was more widely adopted. 


THE STATE OF THE CROPS. 

The warmer weather of the past week or two has effected a welcome 
transformation in the appearance of most farm crops. While on some 
of the drier soils, wheat, winter oats and early sown spring oats were 
looking quite healthy, the cold wet weather during April in many cases 
caused considerable yellowing under less favoured conditions, and 
especially in barley. It has been noticed that there is a considerable 
difference in the properties of varieties in respect to weather resistance. 
Thus, in the case of barley, one of the outstanding types this spring has 
been the Archer Spratt, while 1917 and Admiral Beatty, under some 
conditions, have suffered in the initial stages of growth. Among the 
wheats, the new Yeoman II, as well as the Yeoman I and its selections, 
have done well, and the much relied on Red Standard leaves little to 
be desired. There is small difference noticeable at present in the 
different winter oats varieties, though a little time ago the upright 
growing white winter type, Garton’s Marvellous, showed a little yellow 
at the tips of the leaves, but that has disappeared. Even a January 
seeding of Goldfinder is very forward in growth, and emphasises the 
importance of early seedings of spring oats in districts liable to frit- 
fly attacks. Where grass fields have been suitably managed, there is 
an abundance of “ keep,’’ while seeds leys in many cases have been 
laid by the heavy thunder rains of the past week. This tends to point 
to a heavy hay harvest. Sugar beet and mangolds sown at the beginning 
of the month are now well through the rows, though on the stronger 
soils the rain has caused the tilth to run together and has made it difficult 
for the young plants to break through. 


BRITISH DAIRY FARMERS’ CONFERENCE. 


The education of the agriculturist is continuous throughout life> 
and as a means of bringing dairy farmers into close contact with agri= 
cultural practice in different parts of the country the annual conferences 
of the British Dairy Farmers’ Association serve a great purpose. Last 
year Penrith was the centre, while this year Bristol has welcomed this 
representative gathering, in consequence of which, opportunity has 
been taken of seeing prominent farms in the counties of Gloucester, 
Somerset and Wiltshire. It was natural that one place at least in this 
area would feature largely, and the visit to Lord Bledisloe’s estate at 
Lydney Park, with its farm and factory basis successfully established , 
attracted considerable interest. It has been a frequent criticism of 
past political administrations that men were selected for the important 
agricultural posts who possessed little training to fit them for their 
office, but the present Government is well served by having such a 
man as Lord Bledisloe as Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry of 
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Agriculture. The keenness and the soundness of Lord Bledisloe’s 
agricultural activities and practices are a pleasing feature of the new 
agricultural situation. 


THE TREATMENT OF GILTS. 

Among the investigations on pigs at the Northamptonshire Farm 
Institute, one interesting observation has recently been made, in that, 
whereas the normal period of cestrum, or heat, recurs every three weeks 
in barren sows, when gilts are about eight months old this period 
may recur at every fourteen or twenty-one days. Furthermore, at 
this stage gilts, being somewhat feverish and disturbed, are particularly 
susceptible to colds, owing to their resistance being lowered. This 
has suggested the desirability of giving unserved gilts better quarters and 
treatment on reaching the age of seven or eight months. Excessive fat- 
ness is also likely to prove detrimental to the health of the pig at this age. 


On PICKING BLUEBELLS 


HERE are flowers that can be removed from their 

natural homes and still trail their clouds of glory before 

our entranced eyes, but the bluebell is not one of them. 

The bluebell is to be seen in its native setting—it is 

to be “ one impulse from a vernal wood ”—or it cannot 
be said to be seen at all. 

That is why, whereas we who live in towns often wait 
for snowdrops, violets, daffodils and primroses to be brought 
in bunches to our shops and streets and doors, because we are 
too lazy or too busy or too forgetful to go and find them for 
ourselves, we all instinctively realise that, with bluebell time, 
it is we ourselves who must be up and doing, or we shall lose 
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something that throughout the year will be irreplaceable. For 
the bluebell will not (except in the sense of a body without 
a soul) come to us, and therefore we must go to it. We must 
find that vernal wood ; we must feel again that rapture annually 
renewed (even if also annually obliterated by “ contagion of 
the world’s slow stain ’’), that sudden lift of the heart that come 
to us as we first catch sight of the dream-like, unbelievable 
blue of bluebells in the mass. 

In the mass: that is the secret of bluebells. ‘“ United 
we stand” is pre-eminently the bluebells’ motto. There is 
no wild flower, perhaps, of which this is so true; until we 
have seen bluebells by thousands, bluebells so many that they 
drift like a blue smoke or like a wash of limpid lake-waters 
through a wood, we have not seen bluebells. 

Than the utter triumph of that unity earth has not anything 
to show more fair—but the triumph is paid for, in a proportion- 
ately heavy price, by the bluebell divorced from its fellows, 
the bluebell examined in its separateness, its stiffness, and 
(alas !) its poisonous stickiness. 


“BLUEBELLS ARE THAT 


Does the statement give rise to an indignant outcry in 
the ranks of the bluebell’s countless lovers ? Let us, neverthe- 
less, consider the matter calmly. With our hands on our hearts 
can we deny that a solitary plucked bluebell—that even a bunch 
of bluebells—is rather disappointing ? Very well, 
then ! 

It is difficult to pin down this disappointment in words, 
but it exists. The bluebell, viewed singly, does not, of course, 
lose its beauty as a flower; no flower does that. And so the 
bluebell is still the wild hyacinth, still blue and bell-like, still 
graceful and delicately fashioned. All the same, it has lost 
something, and that the best thing of all that a flower can give 
us: its “ authentic news of Paradise.’ It is no longer a thing 
bewitched with beauty, incredible for magic; it has become 
simply a bluebell, a flower that is (since we are now telling the 
truth to ourselves) rather difficult to arrange to advantage in 
vases or bowls, rather apt to leave the arranger in a deplorable 
mess bestowed by its clammily oozing stalks, and rather inclined, 
even when arranged to the best of one’s ability, to fade and 
grow limp discouragingly sooner than other wild flowers. No ; 
it must be conceded that bluebells are not really for picking ; 
the are for worshipping—and passing by. 
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Not, of course, that any of us ever follow this counsel 
of perfection. After that lift of the heart, that wild tremor 
as we gaze, we pick and pick, we take our trophies home, we 
prattle to our friends of where we have been and what we have 
seen. But in our hearts we know quite well that it is all no 
use. Bluebells are what we went to find and what we have 
found ; but they are not what we have brought away. Bluebells 
are that moment of rapture when our eyes first light upon 
them in their thousands—and they are nothing more. How, 
indeed, could they be? One cannot have more than rapture, 
more than perfection, more than the whole. 

Considering the almost universal love of bluebells, a love 
so early and so ardent in us that even books for children on 
wild flowers remark, ‘‘ This flower is too well known to need 
description,” it is curious that poets have had so little to say 
about the bluebell. Poetry lovers will babble of green fields until 
all is blue; they will lisp in numbers concerning the cowslip, 
the buttercup, the daisy and the lesser celandine ; but at the 
mention of bluebells their eyes falter, they fall mute, and there

is no more spirit in them. One draws almost as blank, too, 
from books of familiar quotations and from innumerable works 
of reference. The best that can be done, apparently, for the 
bluebell is the amiable but hardly illuminating : 
Oh! roses and lilies are fair to see ; 
But the wild bluebell is the flower for me ; 
and George MacDonald’s rather teased and far-fetched imagery 
of— 
Hang-head Bluebell, 
Bending like Moses’ sister over Moses, 
Full of a secret that thou dar’st not tell ! 

Can it be, perhaps, that the poets lose heart for competition 
when they remember the lovely legend of antiquity concerning 
the hyacinth ?—the legend of the beautiful youth Hyacinthus, 
beloved both of his teacher Apollo and of his playmate Zephyrus, 
the West Wind, so that the latter, in a fit of jealousy, diverted 
a quoit thrown by Apollo, which struck and killed the darling 
of them both. Thenceforward, Apollo could do no more for 
his pupil than to turn him into a hyacinth and inscribe on every 
petal of the flower the Greek letters for ‘“ Hya.” Or, as 
some prefer it—and what matter which, where all is poetry ?— 
the letters “ Ai, Ai,” signifying ‘‘ Alas!” After all, even a 
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poet must suffer an occasional attack of modesty, and suspect 
that it would be difficult to better this. 
Fortunately, however, the bluebell needs no bush in the 
shape of either poems or legends in order to be enjoyed. 
Flowers are words 
Which even a babe may understand, 


and for many of us the bluebell is the dearest of all the “ living

flowers that skirt the eternal frost.” Only with bluebell time 
does many and many a town-dweller realise that “ the winter 
is past, the rain is over and gone; the flowers appear on the 
earth ; the time of the singing of birds is come.” No wonder 
we love the bluebell, the very crown and summit of “ the sweet 
of the year,” and feel that a spring in which we have not seen 
one bluebell wood is not a spring. V. H. FRIEDLAENDER.

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KIT MARLOWE’S DEATH 


The Death of Christopher Marlowe, by J. Leslie Hotson. (None- 
such Press, 7s. 6d.) 

F little is known of William Shakespeare, that little is 
much compared with what legend or history tells of 
Christopher Marlowe. No one else has won so great a 
fame and remained so obscure a personality. Every 
intelligent reader must have longed to form some a>proxi- 

mate picture of the man, were it never so dim and indistinct, 
but no picture of him has been handed down to posterity. 
Probably none was ever painted, so that of his lineaments we are 
totally ignorant. All that can be captured from his poems 
and from anecdotage and legendary description is the idea of 
a rowdy and quarrelsome fellow, ever ready with his knife. 
Wine, women and song were his gods, if that be not too refined 
a term for them. From what is related by his contempor- 
aries, he seems to have been ever ready for a quarrel or a 
love affair, and to pour wine down his throat as though he 
were spilling water. 

From such outward signs it is not easy to infer him to 
have been a divine poet. Yet, as long as English is known, 
he will be not only quoted, but fresh and delightful to the 
hearer. Were it necessary, this saying could be established 
by the selection of a small anthology capable of infinite enlarg- 
ment. Some of the passages indicate a tremendous energy 
and excess about the poet that carried him into the realm of 
absurdity. Such were the lines that Shakespeare, his friend, 
parodied. And Charles Lamb derived from him an amuse- 
ment as fresh as that of the Elizabethan listeners to his tragedy. 
Even to-day, and despite the barbarity of the scene, it is im- 
possible to help laughing at the absurdity when ‘Tamburlaine 
is drawn in his chariot on to the stage by the Kings of Trebizond 
and Syria, ‘‘ with bits in their mouths, reins in his left hand, 
and in his right hand a whip, with which he scourgeth them.” 
We can almost hear Charles Lamb’s voice as he repeated the 
words of the conqueror : 

Holloa, ye pampered jades of Asia ! 

What ! can ye draw but twenty miles a day, 

And have so proud a chariot at your heels, 

And such a coachman as great Tamburlaine. 
Yet the bombast fans itself into a glow of poetry : 


The horse that guide the golden eye of Heaven, 
And blow the morning from their nosterils, 
Making their fiery gait above the clouds, 

Are not so honoured in their governor, 

As you, ye slaves, in mighty Tamburlaine. 


If a reader, trying the works of Marlowe by snippets, formed the 
opinion from these extracts that he was a mere ranter, he could be 
referred to the passage in “‘ Doctor Faustus,” quoted so often : 
Was this the face that launched a thousand ships 
And burnt the topless towers of Ilium ? 
Sweet Helen, make me immortal with a kiss. 
What lover ever praised his lady in nobler words than these ? 
Oh, thou art fairer than the evening air 
Clad in the beauty of a thousand stars ; 
Brighter art thou than flaming Jupiter 
When he appeared to hapless Semele ; 
More lovely than the monarch of the sky 
In wanton Arethusa’s azure arms ; 
And none but thou shalt be my paramour ! 
And if the love song appears to be too remote from the country 
life of the poet’s time, let him turn to “ The Passionate 
Sheepheard to his Loue ” : 
Come liue with mee, and be my loue 
And we will all the pleasures proue, 


That Vallies, groues, hills and fieldes, 
Woods, or steepie mountaine yeeldes. 


And wee sill sit vpon the Rocks, 

Seeing the Sheepheards feede theyr flocks, 
By shallow Rouers, to whose falls, 
Melodious byrds sings Madrigalls. 


And I will make thee beds of Roses 
And a thousand fragrant poesies, 
A cap of flowers and a kirtle, 
Imbroydred all with leaues of Mirtle. 
And another kind of poetry is put into the mouth of the same 
Doctor Faustus who extolled Helen in his ecstasy of love and 
admiration. The magic is over, the music gone silent, and 
rendered nakei by the bartering of his soul he expresses in 
unforgettable words the fear and horror of what awaits him : 
O lente, lente, currite noctis equi ! 
The stars move still, time runs, the clock will strike, 
The Devil will come, and Faustus must be damned. 
_ Oh, L’ll leap up to my God! Who pulls me down ? 
Is it any wonder that this outlaw of the Elizabethan age 
became a treasure of later days? Swinburne delighted in 


him; Wordsworth and Tennyson recognised his “ mighty 
line,” and Goethe acknowledged him as the master from whom 
he had drawn the inspiration of his own masterpiece. 

The advance in writing English which Marlowe showed 
is evident to every student of the plays, and in “‘ Hero and 
Leander,” a translation from Muszus, he wrote with a modern 
clarity which has not been excelled in our time, as the following 
description is enough to show : 

Heaven’s wingéd herald, Jove-born Mercury, 
The self-same day that he asleep had laid 
Enchanted Argus, spied a country maid, 

Whose careless hair, instead of pearl t’ adorn it, 
Glistered with dew, as one that seemed to scorn it ; 
Her breath as fragrant as the morning rose ; 

Her mind pure, and her tongue untaught to glose : 
Yet proud she was (for lofty Pride that dwells 

In towered courts, is oft in shepherds’ cells), 

And too, too well the fair vermilion knew 

And silver tincture of her cheeks, that drew 

The love of every swain. 

It is strange that, in spite of all this adoration, it was left 
to an American scholar to find out the manner and circum- 
stances in which Marlowe died. ‘The story is published in a 
book which every lover of Marlowe’s poetry is sure to read. 
The story was discovered in large measure by the ingenuity 
of Professor J. Leslie Hotson of Harvard University. There 
is no need for us to go over the particulars of the story 
here, but the main facts in regard to Marlowe’s death are 
made clear. 


John H. Ingram, the author of “ Christopher Marlowe 
and his Associates,” made confusion more confused by giving 
a wrong transcription of the famous entry in the Register of 
Burials in the parish of St. Nicholas, Deptford. He gave it as : 


ist June, 1593, Christopher Marlow, slaine by Ffrancis Archer 


Professor Hotson remarks upon this that Ingram was ignorant 
of a very plain Elizabethan hand, and also had “a reprehensible 
faculty for invention.” He read “ffrezer”’ as ‘‘ Archer” 
and “ coolly invented sepultus and foisted it upon the public in 
the place of the actual the.” The line should read : 


Christopher Marlow slaine by ffrancis ffrezer; the .1. 


The word “ Frezer”’ or “ Frizer”” must not be connected with 
the Scottish word ‘“‘ Fraser.” ‘‘ Frezer”’ or “ Frizer” is an 
occupational name, designating one who friezes cloth or covers 
it with a nap. Many fanciful stories are told about it, but 
the truth is set forth by the discovery of an inquisition returned 
by the coroner to Queen Elizabeth. From this document 
it is plainly certain that the fiery Marlowe met his death 
accidentally : 

. . . ona sudden & of his malice towards the said Ingram afore- 
thought, then & there maliciously drew the dagger of the said Ingram 
which was at his back, and with the same dagger the said Christopher 


Morley then & there maliciously gave the aforesaid Ingram two wounds 
on his head of the length of two inches & of the depth of a quarter of 


an inch. 
In the struggle which ensued Marlowe received a wound over 
his right eye, of which he died. 

Such, in brief, is the history of the quarrel which cost 
England the life of one of the most illustrious of her poets. 
He was only thirty-two years of age when he was killed; but 
the man who slew him is plainly shown to have acted purely 
in self-defence.

The Muse in Council, by John Drinkwater. (Sidgwick and Jackson, 
7s. 6d.) 
“ THE MUSE IN COUNCIL ” is a collection of some of Mr. Drink- 
water’s literary lectures, essays and prefaces. There is an eternal 
fascination in hearing a poet discuss the processes of poetry ; and so 
the first three essays, ‘‘ The Poet and Communication,” ‘ The Poet 
and Tradition,” ‘‘ Simple, Sensuous and Passionate,’”’ are perhaps the 
most interesting things in the book. Mr. Drinkwater attacks, and, 
we think, justly, a theory recently laid down by Mr. Lascelles Aber- 
crombie, when he says: ‘“‘ I believe that no honest artist thinks about 
his audience when he is working. I believe that no artist 
who is also a rational being is indifferent to the public estimation of 
his work when it is finished.”” He deals, too, as justly with the 
“* Methinks-he-hath-a-steed ’’ school of poets as he does with Imagists, 
Free-Versers and all practisers of those doctrines that have “a certain 
following, as every doctrine will always have that promises mastery 
without the pains of discipline.” Pointing out that “ every poet spends 
his life between the devil of imitation and the deep sea of revolt,’’ he 
finds also the weakest spot in the armour of those who must be new 
at any price when he says, of all true poets, “ They are not careful 
overmuch, these poets, of the dangers of tradition; they can dare to 
profit by its service, for they are armed by their own vitality against its 
domination.” The papers on Milton, Burns and Shelley hardly deserve 
their place in the book, perhaps, being true rather than new; and 
plenty of readers will no doubt accuse Mr. Drinkwater of over-generous 
enthusiasm for two or three of the subjects of his other essays. Stopford 








Brooke, for instance, may have had genius, may have mistaken his 
vocation, but Mr. Drinkwater’s evidences of this do not convince us, 
and we are also haunted by a stubborn conviction that “ genius will 
out.” Yet, after all, if a man must err, how much better to do it on 
the side of generosity ; Mr. Drinkwater has himself, as a critic, those 
qualities of gentleness and consideration that he admires in Stopford 
Brooke. And, in the papers on Alice Meynell and Francis Ledwidge, 
he strikes a perfect mean in appreciation. The latter essay is notable, 
also, for its fine denunciation of an attitude towards young poets that 
was too common in the war. ‘‘ Ledwidge died heroically: that I 
can reflect with deep reverence ; that he died for me I can remember 
only in forlorn desolation and silence. : It is well for us to 
keep our minds fixed on this plain fact, that when he died a poet was 
not transfigured, but killed, and his poetry not magnified, but blasted 
in its first flcwering.” But the whole essay, in its deep understanding 
and passionate pity, is admirable, and the quiet irony of its beginning 
is devastating : “ Francis Ledwidge, coming from Irish peasant stock, 
for some time living so that his publisher could advertise him as ‘ The 
Scavenger Poet’ . .’ It is to be hoped that no one will miss 
that. ee EP on 


Round — Sussex Downs, by Frederick F. Wood. (Duckworth, 
4s. 6d.) 

MR. WOOD has the advantage of being, in these days of travel, some- 

what exceptional himself, and that has been to the advantage of his book. 

He says that he has never been fifty miles from his home village, so it 

follows that, his home village and its surrounding downs being his

subject, he knows most intimately what he is talking about. ‘‘ Anyone 
expecting to find literary talent must at once put this book away,” he 
writes in his preface, but as soon as he is too much interested in his 
subject to be aware of his readers, he writes, if not with “‘ literary talent,”’ 
with that conviction and interest that such complete knowledge always 
gives. The result is a book, uneven and strangely compiled, which 
is very difficult to place, but which was well worth writing. Ditchling 
is the centre of his chosen tract of country, inside which nothing is 
above or beneath his notice. He has chapters on birds, foxes, tracks 
and tracking, hares, dogs, hunting, beagling, coursing, shooting, 
butterflies, moths and flowers (he gives lists of his finds as an appendix), 
hunting terms, old sayings and dialect. With these are mixed others 
which describe his country in moonlight, in sunlight and under the 
snow. At one time he is giving the most clear and precise instructions 
as to how to bag a fox, at another a word picture of some old Sussex 
labourer, at the next holding his reader by the buttonhole to share with 
him the memory of how beautiful it was one day in summer in Bottings 
Gorse, and breaking off to point out a “‘ Grizzled Skipper ”’ flying over the 
wild thyme. Some of the best descriptions of fox hunting that have 
been written for many a year, the real thing, with no striving for effect— 
and, by the by, Mr. Wood seems to have followed on foot, and generally 
to have been responsible for one of a gifted clan of terriers—are a feature 
of the book. Apparently it has been created from the material of a 
smaller volume, out of print long ago: or, perhaps, it would be fairer 
to refer to the earlier book as a cutting and this as the bush that it 
became, for very obviously it has not been made, but has “ grown.” 
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Hull Down, by Sir Bertram Hayes, K.C.M.G., D.S.O. (Cassell, ros. 6d.) 
THE Commodore of the White Star Line and the most distinguished 
officer of ‘‘ the Wavy Navy ”’ presents us, in this volume, with a simply 
told but interesting story of his life. War, rather than peace, has given 
him his victories over circumstances ; and it is his war-time experiences 
that fill the bulk of this volume. As commander of transports in the 
South African Campaign, as in the late war, he acquired a very wide 
experience of the troops of several nations, and in the former instance 
he does not forget to let the Australians who took part in the Boer War 
have it hot and strong for their indiscipline and other shortcomings. 
He re-tells the story of his sinking of the U-boat 103, and makes out 
a very good case for having accounted for two submarines on this 
occasion, one by ramming and the other by gun-fire. The American 
General Weigall’s remark on the action of the U.S. destroyer in picking 
up seventeen of the survivors: “‘ What did they want to pick up 
seventeen for? A pair of boots would have been enough,”’ is quoted 
with great gusto. Such a book naturally contains many “ good stories,” 
some few about notabilities among the passengers and some about 
more ordinary folk. One such is of a brother White Star commander, 
who, under the company’s regulations, had to read the Church of 
England Service on a Sunday, when the first lesson was taken from the 
Book of Genesis, commencing ‘‘ Abraham begat Isaac and Isaac begat 
Jacob.” Having read so far, the captain turned over the page and 
glanced down it and then continued, ‘‘ and they kept on begatting till 
the end of the chapter. Here endeth the First Lesson.” It is, however, 
rather unfair to pick “‘ plums ” out of such a book as Hull Down, which 
should be read as an interesting and readably written contribution te 
the history of our Merchant Navy. Sir Bertram Hayes has placed 
his “‘ general reflections ’’ in the introductory chapter ; and this con- 
tains justifiable criticisms of both Admiralty transport arrangements 
and their backwardness in providing wireless aids to navigation ; 
though, properly speaking, that is more the business of the Board of 
Trade than of the Admiralty. In conclusion may be quoted Sir 
Bertram’s retort to the Navy complaint of indiscipline against the men 
of the Merchant Service who joined the Navy during the war: that 
“ it would take them twelve months after the war to get the discipline 
back that had been upset by the R.N.R. men who were then serving 
in it.” His comment upon this stricture is: ‘‘ It took us about the 
same length of time to get the R.N.R. men back into our ways, owing 
to their having forgotten how to do a decent day’s work while they 
were in”’ the Navy! 


Just Like Aunt Bertha, by W. Pett Ridge. (Methuen, 7s. 6d.) 
Out of the Blue, by ‘‘ Sapper.’’ (Hodder and Stoughton, 7s. 6d.) 
Some Men and Women, by Mrs. Belloc Lowndes. (Hutchinson, 
7s. 6d.) 
IT would be interesting, by way of a literary experiment, to present the 
same situation to a dozen of our novelists and see what each of them 
made out of it. The famous short-story beginning, “‘ Oh hell!’ 
said the Duchess, waving her green wooden leg,” in the hands of Mrs. 
Belloc Lowndes would develop into the tragedy of a duchess for whom 
the possession of a green wooden leg made it impossible any Icnger 
to fascinate the opposite sex. With ‘‘ Sapper ’”’ there would be some 
dark and sinister reason why the duchess had a green wooden leg and 
not a red one. With Mr. Pett Ridge the green wooden leg would be 
only one of the lady’s eccentricities and, as seems by no means im- 
possible, it would give rise to many humorous situations. One can 
well imagine that the germs out of which the three volumes under review 
have grown may originally have been very similar, but in the result 
they are highly diversified. Mr. Pett Ridge’s volume is especially 
characteristic. It is, perhaps, a little cynical and full of surprises, for 
Mr. Pett Ridge, but, maybe, he has grown tired of being called 
** pleasant,” for just as we say people have pleasant faces when we mean 
they are plain, so when we apply the word to a book we sometimes mean 
that it is not exactly brilliant. Just Like Aunt Bertha may be read 
with amusement and interest from the first page to the last. It is 
a story about a good-natured, middle-aged aunt to whom all her relatives 
are in the habit of turning for help, and it exhibits the author’s uncannily 
acute observation at its very best. Mrs. Belloc Lowndes has provided 
a group of short stories mostly about philanderers in the quandaries 
to which, as a class, they are subject. The stories are all very com- 
petent. and the situations strong without being unpleasant. ‘“‘ Sapper” 
makes a successful début as a writer of short stories, and in the first 
of these, Out of the Blue, has written a masterpiece of its kind. But 
the stories are all good, and each whets one’s appetite for the next. 
The author has even invented a new plot for a humorous golf story 
which is very funny indeed.

ONE must say, to begin with, that this novel is not as good as its 
predecessor, ‘“‘ The Spanish Farm.” It is not only that the plot, such 
as it is, is already familiar to the reader ; for just as an artist might 
paint from different angles two equally pleasing pictures of the same 
scene, so might a novelist give us two equally interesting interpre- 
tations of the same events. It fails, however, where so many war 
novels fail, because the author is tempted into descriptions of battles, 
bivouacs and the like, which have no vital relation to his story. Tolstoy 
could do that sort of thing. In his ‘‘ War and Peace” the personal 
and the national tragedies are interwoven yet distinct. But Tolstoy 
was a law unto himself. We have copious descriptions of war in Zola’s 
“* Debacle ” and Barbusse’s “‘ Under Fire,’’ but with them the objective 
is somewhat different, since their heroes only typify the nation or 
humanity. Failing such an aim, the novelist is wiser to keep his plot 
as compact as if characters lived, like Jane Austen’s, for ever in the 
same county. We ought not to be, at any rate, in danger of losing 
sight of them, and the catastrophes or the pleasures of war should be 
presented through their eyes. Such was the method Mr. Mottram 
adopted in his previous novel, which, as a piece of writing, was as remark- 
able as this is indifferent. In fact, the remembrance of “‘ The Spanish 
Farm ” makes us hope that he will not be discouraged from further 
experiments in fiction. 





The Viaduct Murder, by Ronald A. Knox. (Methuen, 7s. 6d.) 
HAVING heard much and read none of Father Knox’s former books, 
one began The Viaduct Murder with the highest anticipations, which 
seemed justified by the first few pages, then steadily waned to cold 
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indifference. His story is of a dead body discovered by a viaduct 
on a golf course and of how various inhabitants of the Dormy House 
behaved in the role of amateur detective. Their various theories and 
their equally various collapses are ingenious enough, but somehow 
the whole book lacks interest and light and shade. One really does 
not care for a moment (a) whether the corpse was a murdered corpse, 
(b) whether the corpse was or was not Mr. Brotherhood’s, or (c) whether, 
if it was both, who had killed him. The whole tone of the book is 
so light and indifferent that neither the murder nor the hanging which 
is mentioned at the end is in the least impressive. There are flashes 
of a rather impish wit here and there, but they were not anything like 
thickly enough sprinkled to make up for the rest.

HEROD—ECLIPSE—-MATCHEM 


By THE MASTER OF CHARTERHOUSE. 


F any readers of Country Lire, and I think there will be 

many, should this year find themselves looking at the 

horses as they pace round the paddock at Epsom, Ascot, 

or Newmarket, they will not lessen their interest as they 

gaze at the bonny beasts if they remember that there is not 
one of them which does not carry in his veins the blood of one 
of the three, Herod, Eclipse, Matchem, or often of all of them. 
Herod, who began life as King Herod, was bred, like his great 
rival, Eclipse, by the Duke of Cumberland, and so it is true 
that no man has ever written his name more deeply on the history 
of the English thoroughbred. Bred in 1758 and a son of Tartar, 
grandson of Partner, he gets back to the Byerly Turk in four 
degrees, while, on the side of his dam (Cypron), he is great grand- 
son of Flying Childers, and in one more generation reaches the 
Darley Arabian. He was a bay, a big upstanding horse not 
perhaps of very much quality to the eye, though the reader 
will easily recognise—especially if he turns to the great collection 
brought together in Theodore Cook’s “‘ History of the Turf ’’— 
the besetting tendency of the artists, it was true also even of 
Herring and also of Hall, to paint toa preconceived type, whereby 
individual character gets lost. But however Herod. looked, 
there is no doubt of the impression which his running left. He 
was by no means an unbeaten horse and, among several others, 
Bay Bolton was distinctly superior to him. Their position at 
the stud was soon reversed, and no doubt Herod owed that 
position somewhat to the persistent admiration of that great 
judge Colonel O’ Kelly, who never tired of his principle of mating 
his Eclipse mares with Herod. Even in his own day the method 
proved its own value, but since that day in the 150 years that 
have passed it has been even more so. It is true that the direct 
line of Eclipse had gone far ahead long before this century 





was reached. In 1906 the line had won eighty-six Derbys 
and nine out of the ten triple crowns, And fifteen or twenty 
years ago it was feared that Herod’s line was to be lost. 

Then came the gay Tetrarch, who, looking as if he was 
fresh out of a toyshop, came cantering from his two year old 
fields. He was probably the only great racehorse which neve1 
saw a race—they always took place behind him. And this brave 
grey (which to-day has become almost white as did Gimcrack 
and Greyleg) was, with his sire Roi Herode, to give us back some- 
thing of Herod’s line. For Tetrarch is only three degrees from 
Le Sancy (whom some good judges in his day believed to be 
the best horse ever foaled). Le Sancy was the grandson of 
that good horse Thormanby, who was of Herod descerit;’ being 
(accepted) as by Windhound, son of Pantaloon, who came 
down from Woodpecker, son of Herod. We do well to rejoice in 
even this partial restoration of a much needed strain, but we 
need far more of it, and our own hope would seem to lie in our 
bringing back from America or Australia or France not one or 
two, but several representatives of the blood. The combined 
blend of Eclipse and Herod, however remote, might still prove 
of vital value. 

The story of Eclipse is full of romance—full also of question. 
He was bred by the Duke of Cumberland, who owned his dam 
Spiletta, and he was, on the side of his sire Marske, great grandson 
to Bartletts Childers, own brother (accepted) to Flying Childers, 
and so he was four degrees down from the Darley Arabian ; 
while on the dam’s side, which was a daughter of Regulus, he was 
three degrees from the Godolphin. Bartletts Childers was 
never trained, so we know nothing of his merits, but Marske 
was a poor performer. Capacity, if Bartletts had it, had skipped 
a generation. One is reminded of a noted Oxford Don—he

admitted this as the only foolish thing he had ever said out of 
all he got credit for—who in answer to a young couple who 
exhibited to him their prodigy, asking if it was not wonderful 
that the boy should have such brains, ‘‘ Oh, no,”’ was the answer,

dying—a biographer says “‘ perhaps he was too fat ’’—at the 
sale of his stud Eclipse was sold to one Wildman, a meat retailer. 

Of all this there is no doubt, yet when Eclipse became 
famous he had as many birthplaces as Gladstone himself, or 
Homer. O’Kelly, somehow set eyes on him, perhaps in one 
of these birthplaces, and when, at five years old, he ran his first

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race at Epsom, O'Kelly won his celebrated bet by placing 
““ Eclipse first, all the rest nowhere.”’ Then for one year followed 
a list of unbroken successes—he’ was never beaten. He won 
eleven King’s plates and a number of other races, most of 
them in heats, and many of them in four-mile heats, and 
the conditions of King’s plates for a six year old made 
him carry 12st. His 
total winnings were 
about £2,150, and to 
compile this amount he 
had to traverse some 
ninety miles. The dis- 
tance would have been 
vastly more, possibly 
more than double, but 
for the fact’ that 
Eclipse was an un- 
beaten horse. The rules 
of heats (I quote from 
one of the earliest 
Calendars) required 
that in King’s plates 
there should be three. 
If a horse won two he 
had won outright. But 
if the three were won 
by different horses, 
then a fourth, or de- 
cider, wasrun. Hence 
the gwinner and _his 
two runners-up in the 


final would, under 
four-mile heats, have 
run sixteen miles. 


But Eclipse being un- 
beaten, always won 
his hundred pounds 
at an expenditure of 
eight miles only. And, 
since he often walked 
over, he escaped with 
four miles. Still, eight 
miles at a_ racing 
gallop carrying r2st. is 
some test. 

And it is’ very 
interesting to turn to 
the record of Isinglass, 
who, in compiling his 
£57,455 by eight races, 
was called on _ to 
compass a little under 


sixteen miles. Other 
days, other courses, 
other prizes. Eclipse 


was a very impetuous, 
even intemperate, 
horse and very hard 
to ride. Indeed, in his 
early days his temper 
seemed so bad that it 
was even contemplated 
to make a_ change 
which would have 
ended all prospect of 
a Derby line of descen- 


dants. How strange 
it is to remember 
that in like manner 


the ugly little Touch- 
stone was only saved 
almost by accident 
from the kennel boilers, 


and Voltigeur barely 
escaped becoming a 
whip’s horse. One is 
set wondering how 
many others have 
actually gone those 
ways of fate who 


might after all have 
lived to make history. 
John Oakley, the usual 
jockey (red with black 
cap) of Eclipse found 
it best to let the 
horse run his own 
race at his own pace. 
And no_ horse’ save 
Bucephalus, over the 
B.C., was ever thought to have made him put his best foot 
forward. As to his shape and looks: he was a chestnut, with 
one white leg (off hind), a small narrow star and white snip, 
a very Arabian head and beautiful ears. John Laurence says 
of him that his rump was higher than his withers, and that no 
horse ever threw his haunches with greater effect. But his

chest was round and lumpy; shoulders strong “‘ and sufficiently 
oblique.”” He is generally thought of as a horse of 15h. 2ins; 
but in 1791, two years after the horse’s death, M. Vial de Saint 
Bel published a description with anatomical details, in which he 
states the height as 16h. 2ins. Everything is against such a 
view. To begin with, as yet in the days of Eclipse (1764 to 
1789) the average height of the horses running all over England 
was under 15h. Sampson, 15h. 2ins., was reckoned the biggest 
that had so far been known, and the existence in the Calendar 
as late as 1795 of rules for “‘ give and take plates,’’ which are 
framed with meticulous apportioning of weight by quarter inches 
upwards from twelve to fifteen hands, where the scale stops, 
is very suggestive. Fifteen hands was reckoned a full-sized 
horse, and I do not for a moment believe that Eclipse was over 
15h. 2ins. 

But, it will be said, does not the skeleton (in existence, 
I believe, at the Natural History Museum) give a trustworthy 
appeal? The photograph only is available, and it shows 
that the skeleton is set up much too straight on the fore 
limbs, and especially the pasterns. It is possible, according to 
the slope given to the pasterns, to make a difference of fully 
zins. in height, and the setting up of the shoulder-bone 
and humerus without sufficient obliqueness, again adds to 
the error. In the photograph, the withers, contrary to the 
statement of Laurence, are fully 2ins. higher than the rump. 
How much one wishes that the skeleton of this historical horse 
might be shown. But, whatever his height, there is no doubt

of his substance. Lord Stradbroke, Admiral Rous’ father, who 
had often seen him, declared that he looked like carrying 16st. 
to hounds. The Admiral, by the way, put the growth of the 
thoroughbred from the days of Eclipse as about one inch in twenty- 
five years. 

And I have only space for a few words about Matchem, 
who combined more than either of the others the blood of all 
the three great Eastern sires, and of whom one would have 
prophesied that his line would have outlived and surpassed 
either Herod or Eclipse. It was not to be so, and nowadays 
the line is fast dying out both in England and elsewhere. We 
cannot afford to bid it good-bye. Through it there came to us 
many a good horse, including the dam of Pantaloon, and who 
was to give usin two more generations Thormanby. And, before 
parting, I will throw out one more thought. In his own lifetime 
Matchem was marked for his beautiful action. The touts declared 
they could tell his step in the dark. A tout in the dark, be it 
said, might well set store by such a trait. Now, the blood of 
Matchem came down through Newminster to his son Hermit, 
and in another branch to Lord Clifden, Hampton and Ladas. All 
these were of notably fine action, especially the last. Anyone 
who ever saw Ladas gallop would agree that, in spite of his straight 
pasterns, no more beautiful mover could be seen. I should couple 
with him Hermit on his Derby afternoon. Now, was this a case 


of what may be called deferred heredity coming out in its fullest 
force many generations down ? 
I cannot.

window rose to such a height 
as to preclude this treatment. 
In all three rooms, and espe- 
cially at Heveningham and 
Crichel, the raised plaster- 
work does little more than 
frame the numerous panels— 
round, oblong and rhomboidal 
—that are filled with decora- 
tive painting. Whether the 
tradition that this was the 
work of Cipriani is correct 
there is no material to decide. 
Biagio Rebecca was employed 
about 1775 by Wyatt at Heaton, 
and at Heveningham twenty 
years later. But there were 
plenty of artists, both 
English and foreign, who 
were then performing in this 
manner. Angelica Kauffmann 
and Zucchi, before 1781, and 
Biagio, after that date, are 
among the latter; while the 
Englishmen Mortimer and 
Wheatley were responsible, 
under James Paine, for the 
very similar decoration of the 
Brocket saloon ceiling before 
and after 1775. 

At Crichel the general 
composition of the drawing- 
room is not quite so good as 
that of the dining-room. The 
wall spaces are broken pleas- 
antly enough by much en- 
riched Corinthian pilasters 
supporting an elaborate 
entablature which breaks for- 
ward above the capitals, but 
finds nothing at ceiling level 
for the projections to support. 
The round-headed windows, 
especially that of the Venetian 
one, having a solid and simple 
framing that cuts rather 
cruelly into the enrichment 
of the frieze. This is of ex- 
treme beauty and delicacy and 
consorts exceedingly well with 
a broad band of like character 
but different design that runs 
above it from end to end of 
the ceiling. The chimney- 
piece is a very fine one in the 
full Adam manner. Jt is of 
statuary marble, but with 
coloured marble for the 
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detached columns and for the 
fluting of the frieze, of which 
the central panel is sculptured 
with griffins flanking an urn. 
Above the chimney is a mirror 
of earlier—that is, of Chinese 
Chippendale—type, and it is 
even more profuse in its en- 
richments of rococo forms and 
human and bird figures than 
those on the wall opposite 
(Fig. 2), or those that we saw 
a fortnight ago between the 
windows of the long drawing- 
room. As to these, Lady 
Alington tells me that in the 
days when such things were 
not valued they barely escaped 
destruction. ‘They had been 
removed into some loft by 
the father of the first Lord 
Alington, and forgotten there 
with much else that was held 
to be rubbish, and of which a 
clearance was determined later 
on. And so, towards the 
close of last century, Lord 
Alington, watching an estate 
cart removing lumber, saw 
that it included elaborate 
though very dusty giltwork. 
He stopped the cart to see 
what it was, and, finding it to 
be Chippendale mirrors, came 
to the conclusion, although he 
by no means posed as one of 
the wirtuosi, that they were 
worth preserving. 

Although Humphrey 
Sturt’s stair is balustered in 
so very early Georgian a 
fashion, yet the great corridor 
running from end to end of 
his eastern building was given 
something of the Adam touch, 
as well as the rooms off it. 
Thus, while the colonnade 
at the top of the stair (Fig. 6) 
and the pedimented doorway 
opposite to it consort with the 
staircase, yet the simple but 
effective plaster panels of the 
corridor walls (Fig. 5) belong 
to the date of the completion 
of the great rooms below. So, 
too, does the boudoir (Fig. 4), 
on the walls of which we see 
hanging the family group and 
the pastels that were illus- 
trated last week. It is a 
charming room over part of 
the great portico, and with its 
coved and domed ceiling shows 
the very considerable height 
of the rooms in Humphrey 
Sturt’s upper floor. 

When he died, in 1786, it 
was not his eldest son who 
succeeded to Crichel. Of the 
sixteen children—ten boys 
and six girls—that had been 
born to Humphrey Sturt and 
Mary Pitfield, his wife, one 
half still survived. Of these, 
we met the two daughters last 
week. Of the six sons, two 
colonels, a naval captain and 
a parson formed the youngest 
four. The eldest son, Hum- 
phrey, appears to have been 
disinherited as far as was 
possible. That we gather 
from what the later editions 
of Hutchins teil us under the 
heading of Horton. The 
younger Humphrey had 
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“married the daughter of Edward Woodcock, D.D., on 
which account his father left his unsettled estates to his second 
son Charles.” Why the doctor of divinity’s daughter was so 
violently objected to by the young man’s parents no hint is 
given to us, but we learn that he could not be deprived of 
Horton, as it was entailed upon him. It was not, however, 
a very valuable possession, as we have seen that Humphrey 
Sturt, on settling at Crichel, had allowed house to decay and 
lake to dry up. Seven years after coming into possession 
the younger Humphrey sold it to his neighbour of Wimborne 
St. Giles, the Earl of Shaftesbury, who was also a connection 
by marriage, as his sister was the wife of that very Charles 
Sturt who, by the father’s will, had stepped into Humphrey’s 
shoes at Crichel. 

Crichel, however, did not smile upon him as it had 
done upon the father. As the second son, he had been sent 
into the Navy, and he was so enamoured of the sea that he 
was most happy when on it, and therefore preferred to live 
by it. Thus he possessed himself of Brownsea Castle, 
the position of which on an island in Poole Harbour made 
it an admirable yachting centre. There are various tales 
of Charles Sturt’s exploits at sea. He is described to us 
as a man of ‘“‘ unbounded philantropy ” and of “‘ intrepidity 
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he secreted in his now sparse apparel. Then suddenly 
tragedy turns to comedy. A convoy taking troops to the 
Channel Islands sights him, and “ four resolute fellows ” 
get into a boat and rescue him. He “ grasped their hand 
and shed tears,’ and all was well! Adventures at sea, 
however, did not fill all his life, for he served in Parliament 
like most owners of Crichel both before and after him— 
such, for instance, as his son and successor, Henry Charles 
Sturt, who, like his cousin, the famous philanthropical Lord 
Ashley, afterwards Earl of Shaftesbury, sat as a Conser- 
vative for Dorset till 1846, and then resigned, having changed 
his views on the subject of Free Trade. In due course his 
son, Henry Gerard Sturt, took his place as representative of 
the county. Bornin 1825, he married Lady Augusta Bingham, 
daughter of the third Earl of Lucan, in 1853, was created 
Lord Alington in 1876, and died in 1904. He had consider- 
ably enlarged and altered the house at Crichel, for it was 
he who, as we have seen, made the principal entrance to 
the west, filling in the hollow between the wings with a 
large lobby and passage into the vestibule, and throwing 
this addition forward to form a carriage porch (Fig. 7). 
The same illustration shows his northern addition, and it was 
to reach this by a corridor that he cut off both the screened 
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unparalleled.”” In 1799, when a raging storm wrecked a 
vessel off Brownsea, he could induce no one to venture 
forth, and so he went himself, and saved four men. In the 
next year he was again in peril. Sailing his yacht to Wey- 
mouth for a race with a neighbour, Mr. Weld of Lulworth 
Castle, he found that, owing to the high sea that was running, 
the boat tied to the yacht’s stern impeded her progress. 
He bade his men, one after another, to get into her, cut her 
adrift and row for the shore. But the same dramatic scene 
as in the previous year was repeated, all refusing—and very 
properly, as it would seem—he undertook the job himself, 
and soon found his craft keel upwards and himself hanging 
on. Meanwhile the yacht was out of sight and no other 
craft on the horizon. So Charles Sturt, hoping for the 
best by divesting himself of all clothing except some nankeen 
pantaloons, in order to give himself a chance of swimming, 
but expecting the worst, as it was beyond his powers to swim 
to the shore, succeeded, while clinging on to the upturned 
boat, in scribbling on a scrap of paper the words “‘ To my 
beloved wife.’”’ This he put into the case of a watch which 
she had given to -him, and which, we are told, was ‘‘ of the 
most elegant kind being enriched with diamonds,” and which 
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end that had been added to Sir William Napier’s dining-room 
by Humphrey Sturt, and also a portion of the latter’s “‘ common 
dining parlour.”’ It was after his son succeeded, in 1904, that 
Mr. Peto was called in to lay out a formal garden in front 
of the great portico. Any trace of formality that Humphrey 
Sturt may have found in 1765 was evidently removed before 
the drawing of the house, as transformed by him, was made 
and included in the 1774 edition of Hutchins (Fig. 9). It 
shows a drive circling round the whole house, and nothing 
else between it and the water but undulating lawns. The 
artist, however, took a good deal of licence, for he has 
brought the water much too near the house and has entirely 
eliminated the church, which should stand about where he 
has placed his bridge. But, except for the stepped descents 
to south and east, the house is exactly the same in the 
drawing and as it is to-day when we look up at it (Fig. 11) 
from the domed and columned temple at the south-east 
corner of the recent garden. 

The chief and most original feature of the house 
certainly is the portico, the unusual character of which 
no doubt arose from its being set in front of, but having to 
retain and admit light to, ten of the windows of the older 
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house. It is, therefore, not a portico such as both the 
Burlingtonian and the Adam schools favoured—that is, a 
temple front projecting forward and with columns rising 
up merely to carry a pediment—but rather a recessed loggia 
rising to the first floor only, and therefore having a complete 
storey above it. If it is not so stately in appearance as the 
usual classic portico, it certainly is a great deal more useful. 
It is not a mere temple of the winds where one is subject 
to both draughts and rains, but with its enclosure on three 
sides, its moderate height and its great depth, it forms an 
open-air sitting-room of the most approved modern kind. 
Its amenity of form (Fig. 12) and its charm of outlook 
(Fig. 10) are well shown in the illustrations. It looks south 
down the little valley and on to the lake. The landscape 
school of its own date brought the natural curves right 
up to its foot. As a complete conception of its own date 
fully realised, this landscaping of the entire environment 
of the house was a fine thing, and in many ways it would have 
been valuable as a survival. But our own generation felt 
that a measure of formalism, by way of a neutral territory 
between the severe geometrical lines of the classic house 
and the free and waving lines of the contours, was desir- 
able and called for. Although such change had for some 
time been desired and contemplated, no design was forth- 
coming which did not, owing to the levels, shut out 
from the portico too much of the view of the lake, 
until Mr. Peto surmounted this difficulty. Now the 
portico, without the lake being at all hidden, looks on 
to an ample and dignified parterre, with broad and simple 
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lines in harmony with both house and site. In width it 
is some seventy-two feet more than the length of the south 
front of the house, and this, as seen in another illustration 
(Fig. 8), allows, to the west, a descent from the forecourt, 
and, to the east, a southern prolongation of the broad gravel 
terrace that runs northwards past the house and up a slight 
slope, bordered by stretches of lawn dotted with cedars 
and other fine trees, and ending with a great stone seat. 
Two other such seats are accommodated on the parterre. 
Its chief square is divided into four by ample gravel ways, 
each quarter having a sunk centre. The way which runs 
from below the centre of the portico carries the eye to the 
distance, but the cross-way, which connects the embanked and 
balustraded west boundary of the parterre with the eastern 
walk on a slightly lower level, is bayed out at each end 
to receive semicircular seats. The temple is set at the 
southern termination of the long east walk which rises up to 
it, while the formal lay-out again descends to its final semi- 
circular section. It is this assimilation to the natural levels 
that prevents: even the balustrade impeding the view ot 
the timbered slope of the park descending to the lake 
level. 

This dignified and charming home is now the property 
of the fourth Lord Alington, his father, whom we found 
succeeding in 1904, having died in 1919. But his mother, 
who, as we have seen, was the daughter of the fifth Earl of 
Hardwicke, helps him to entertain the guests who are privi- 
leged to enjoy their most friendly hospitality in this choice 
environment.

BIRD AND FLOWER SANCTUARIES 


N his speech at the unveiling of the Hudson Memorial 
Sanctuary in Hyde Park, Mr. Baldwin placed the building 
of these refuges for birds and flowers on a very high plane 
of thought. He connected this provision for wild creatures 
with a great need of preventing what he called the urbanisa- 

tion of England. The ground he took up was not only firm and 
strong, but it was in correspondence with English tradition. 
There is plenty of evidence to show that in early times birds 
were the familiar friends of mankind. That was probably one 
reason why the Prime Minister thanked God that names had been 
provided for the birds before the advent of general learning. 
The consequence was that, instead of learned terms from a 
foreign language, simple and familiar Saxon words were em- 
ployed. Before a redbreast was christened robin, the name was 
a familiar one, as witness Robin, the keeper of sheep ; Robin Hood, 
the outlaw ; Robin Goodfellow, andsoon. Soit was with magpie, 
which is simply Mag, the diminutive of Margaret, and Pie ; 
the jaypie was the field and woodland companion of the magpie. 
Sparrow was a familiar name, and Philip Sparrow was almost a 
parasite of man. Other birds were named according to their 
colour—as the green linnet and the blackbird. It was very 
natural to call other birds by their cry—the cuckoo in field and 
woodland, the curlew and peewit on waste and common. Friendly 
creatures with familiar names. It was the same with flowers. 
No doubt many of the names were given by the monks, who 
were the chief gardeners in the early years of our history, but 
the majority are so simple and beautiful that they bear the 
mark and impress of coming from the folk. All this was in 
days when England was a pastoral and agricultural country. 
Even the towns, up to the development of what we may term 
the industrial age, were very countrified in the aspect of the 
gardens and houses. They were as much frequented by birds 
as the fields were, probably because there was more food for 
them ; but when cities began to attain the enormous proportions 
of to-day, there came a separation between the feathered bipeds 
and such a plumeless groundling as man. There was a falling 
off in the old sympathy. Urbanisation and bird-lore did not go 
well together. It was a logical consequence of the multiplication 
of mills and factories. The people who worked in them were, 
as a rule, housed in mean-looking streets, and the town gardens 
ceased to be a natural accompaniment to the house, but became 
a luxury. The sanctuary movement comes from an instinctive 
tendency to return to older conditions, and, fortunately, it has 
good prospects. 

On the very day on which the sanctuary in Hyde Park 
was opened, there was published by the Office of Works a pretty 
full account of the work done in this connection in 1924. It 
was prefaced by a note by Sir Lionel Earle on the establishment 
of a bird sanctuary at Duddingston Loch at the foot of King 
Arthur’s Seat, near Edinburgh. The scheme for stocking it 
is still under consideration, but the beautiful sheet of water and 
slope which falls right down from the edge of King Arthur’s 
Seat ought to make a site for a very simple and beautiful bird 
sanctuary. 

From a report by Mr. Harold Russell on wild birds in Hyde 
Park, we can form a very fair idea of the population likely to 
settle in the Hudson sanctuary. The list is one of familiar 





friends, such as the missel thrush, song thrush, blackbird, red- 
breast, hedge sparrow, great tit, blue tit, house sparrow, chaffinch, 
starling and jackdaw. Many delightful notes are inserted that 
will tell the naturalist what to look for. This last year brown 
owls nested near Kensington Palace. Among the summer 
migrants were spotted flycatchers, which nested in the Park. 
Willow wrens sang from the middle of April until June. Sedge 
warblers visited the Long Water enclosure. Blackcaps stopped 
and sang—on their way, presumably, to more familiar haunts. 
There are many other interesting facts in the little chronicle. 
A garden warbler took up its abode in the frames enclosure 
towards the end of May, and even the policeman was spellbound 
at its rich notes. Some of us remember the gold finches which 
were attracted by the thistles at the end of October. They had 
a fortnight’s holiday in the Long Water enclosure. A dabchick 
visited the same place on December 12th, but departed on 
the next day. 

The notes are chequered by the doings of a stray cat that 
despatched five of a brood of moorhens. Stray and starving 
cats are numerous, but the grey squirrels have now been reduced 
in number. The wildfowl on the Serpentine continue to flourish, 
and every winter it is visited by kingfishers; but the great 
ornithological event of the winter was the invasion of the Ser- 
pentine by a number of coots. This bird has for some years 
shown a tendency to decline in numbers, and the increase in 
the Serpentine, taken with other facts of a similar kind, would 
appear to show that the coot is increasing in numbers. 

The report is of considerable length, and deals in detail 
with all the sanctuaries which were existing in 1924. We are 
only able to illustrate its character by a few extracts, but every 
lover of natural history ought to obtain and read it. It is 
not exactly statistical, but almost on every page of it there is 
something interesting about birds. Thus, in the capital notes 
on the Osborne Sanctuary, in the Isle of Wight, Major Campbell 
tells us that the nightingale does great execution among the 
larve of the Oak Tortrix moth: ‘‘ I watched a pair the other day 
collecting this caterpillar by the dozen, from an oak almost 
stripped of leaves, and feeding their newly fledged family.” 
There are not many people who know that the nightingale is as 
useful as it is charming. 

Talking about the goldfinch, he refers to the charm of more 
than fifty of them which frequented the golf course for over six 
weeks last autumn. We do not often see fifty goldfinches in 
company, and seldom have the pleasure of hearing them de- 
scribed by the old-fashioned word a ‘‘ charm.’’ Major Campbell 
also gives many pleasant instances of imitation. On the Barton 
estate a pair of woodpeckers repeatedly flew across the terrace, 
“laughing ”’ as they went. One morning he heard and watched 
a starling imitating a woodpecker exactly. It recalls the fact 
that he saw and heard a starling imitate a curlew’s wailing note 
many years ago. 

Those who are interested in this close observation of nature 
will rejoice exceedingly over every addition that is made to the 
number of sanctuaries. There they can see the birds in security 
and confidence, living their little lives exactly as they do when 
left to nature and themselves, and, consequently, their habits 
are open to the most minute study.

VANCOUVER ISLAND 


HEN a man tells his triends that he is going to 

hunt big game they usually think to themselves, 

“How rich he must be.”’ It is generally a sine 

qua non that the big-game hunter should be rich. 

This is not the case, however, when a man goes 
in for panther, or “mountain lion,” hunting on Vancouver 
Island; in fact, a regular hunter can usually make out of it 
more than his expenses. 

The panther is a proscribed animal, and the Canadian 
Government gives a bounty of $40 (£8) to any man who kills 
one. For this sport no expensive equipment is necessary, 
nor any long journey ; panther are found quite near the settle- 
ments. <A ten to fifteen mile trek 
from almost any settlement into the 
bush will get one right into the 
panther country. The following list 
contains all the equipment really 
necessary: A good rifle, a_ well 
trained hound, a tent, food for a 
week, a frying-pan, a kettle and, 
possibly, a pack-horse. The best 
plan for a novice is to make friends 
with one of the regular panther 
hunters, of whom there are always 
one or two in each settlement. 
Such a man has dogs, tent, pack- 
horse, étc., and, if approached in 
the right manner, is usually ready 
to take a keen, but ignorant, sports- 
man with him on a hunt. 

These regular hunters are 
generally old-timers—men who have 
been out in the West for most of their lives, and generally some- 
what rough in appearance and manner. They are usually good 
fellows, none the less, and expect to be treated as equals. 

Panthers, or mountain lions, are plentiful all over Vancouver 
Island and also in the Okanagan district on the mainland of 
British Columbia. On Vancouver Island they are likely to remain 
plentiful for some time to come; for the centre of the island is 
rocky and covered with almost impenetrable bush. The Govern- 
ment is anxious to have them destroyed, because they are habitual 
sheep-eaters, and also because they kill deer; it has been esti- 
mated that, on an average, every panther kills fifty deer a vear. 
Thus he is a much greater menace to the deer population of the 
country than the human hunter. 

These British Columbian panthers resemble large cats. 
Their coats are usually sandy-brown; and some of them are 
huge animals, weighing over 20olb. and measuring 9ft. or more 
from nose to tip of tail. Peculiar points in these panthers are : 
a very small stomach, only twice the size of a man’s fist, and a 
very small chest capacity for wind. Owing to this latter fact, 
they can only run a very short distance at a time. If it were 
not for this handicap, it would be almost impossible to kill any 
of them. Also, their pads are very large, and on each fore paw 
they have one especially large claw, which is their hunting-knife ; 
with it, when they have caught their deer, they slit the throats 
of their quarry. 

The panther’s method of hunting is systematic and cautious ; 
he prowls through the bush until he scents a deer, perhaps 
40o0yds. or 500yds. away, and then he stalks it, crouching low 
in the bracken and underbrush, sometimes almost dragging his 
stomach on the ground. When he is within three leaps (a 
panther leaps from 13ft. to 15ft. in each leap) 
of his quarry, he springs and, at his third 
leap, digs his fore claws into the deer’s back, 
and hangs on, while his victim rushes hither 
and thither in frantic efforts to escape. When 
the victim begins to tire and a favourable 
opportunity offers itself, the panther, with the 
fore claw mentioned above, slits its throat. 

A panther worries and plays with a deer 
just as a cat plays with a mouse—in order 
to make the meat tender. A friend of mine 
proved this. He once found a deer which 
had just been killed by a panther, only a 
small portion having been eaten ; the panther 
had covered the carcass with leaves, and 
himself was sleeping near by, getting up an 
appetite for another meal. The hunter took 
the two hind quarters, used them for meat, 
and found, to his surprise, that it was the 
tenderest venison that he had ever eaten. 

Although a panther has never been 
known to make an unprovoked attack on a 
human being, yet he is no coward, and when 
attacked, either by dogs or men, will fight 
to the last gasp. A dog is no match for a 
panther, which can kill ten or twelve of them 
with ease; he does this by giving them a 
blow on the head with one of his fore paws. 
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One bold, but ignorant, dog I knew of, went too close to a 
panther, which with one blow smashed its skull, and at once 
started to eat it (panthers are very fond of dog meat). 

On the other hand, a panther will run from a properly trained 
panther hound. This is chiefly because he is frightened at the 
terrific baying which such a hound makes when on his trail. 
Then, because of the shortness of his wind, he will soon take to 
a tree, and will sit up in it, glowering down at the hounds as 
they bark round the tree. If they stop barking, he will very 
probably come down and fight, and then, if the hounds have 
not a man to help them, he wins easily. A panther can climb 
a tree as easily as a cat; he whacks his claws into the bark 
: and goes up the tree in jumps of 
6ft. or more. 

The best type of dog for hunt- 
ing panther is either a foxhound or 
a cross between a foxhound and a 
bloodhound. Three essentials in a 
pather hound are: a good nose, 
courage, and the capability of 
making much noise. The _ fox- 
hounds used are much lighter than 
the English foxhound ; in fact, they 
almost correspond to an English 
harrier. 

The country in which panthers 
are usually hunted is situated from 
fifteen to twenty miles back from 
civilisation. Their favourite lairs 
are usually in rough, rocky and 
CAT.” thickly wooded gullies. The best 

time to hunt them is when snow 
is on the ground, for then the hunter can easily see the tracks, 
and can make certain that his hounds are on the line of a 
panther, and not of a deer. This time of year also is good, and, 
naturally, in spring it is pleasanter to be out in the woods. 

The usual method employed in this hunting is that the 
hunters with their hounds, usually two men and two hounds, 
go as far into the bush as their pack-horse can go ; they then camp 
and work the district round them. A trained panther-hound, 
when he picks up a scent, races off at top speed, baying furiously. 
This baying frightens the panther, which runs; and it tells the 
hunters where to follow. A panther always takes to a tree 
after only a short run ; when the hound reaches this tree and sees 
the panther in it, he stops his baying and gives out short sharp 
barks as he dances madly round the tree. This change of tune 
tells the hunters, who are now probably quite a quarter of a mile 
behind, that the panther is treed. When the hunters come up 
they shoot the panther through the ribs. At one time it was 
considered best to shoot them in the neck, but now it has been 
proved by experience that through the ribs is the sure shot. 
A panther will often show considerable fight even after the 
latter treatment, but can only live for a few minutes; with a 
neck shot, however, he can live for hours. 

After a panther has been shot, the next thing to do is to 
skin him. The skin, as well as being valuable for fur (a furrier 
will give £3 to £4 for a good one), has to be shown to the nearest 
Government agent in order that the sportsman may earn the 
bounty of £8 paid for every panther killed. The meat of the 
panther is not usually eaten, but a few Europeans consider it 
quite a luxury, and Chinamen are very fond of it. Therefore, 
if the kill has been anywhere near a logging camp, the hunters 
generally sell the meat to the Chinese 
labourers there, getting from f1 to £2 for 
it. A panther, when it has been shot, bleeds 
externally: just the opposite to a deer; 
this is probably due to the smallness of its 
intestinal cavity. 

The following details of an actual panther 
hunt may be of interest. 

Two hunters, both experienced men, were 
hunting for panther in the Skutz Falls dis- 
trict, near Cowichan Lake, on Vancouver 
Island. The country there is very rough 
and dotted with small rocky mountains, the 
valleys between being full of steep ravines 
and gullies. The bush, however, is not very 
dense, the timber being large. Each man 
had a hound with him, one a cross between 
a bloodhound and a foxhound, named Bill, 
the other a pure-bred foxhound, named 
Jane. They were walking in single file along ~ 
an old trail which wound through the bush, 
when, as they entered a deep ravine, the 
hounds suddenly became very excited. Then 
the leading hunter saw the pad marks of a 
panther in the soft mud on either side of the 
trail. Both the hounds raced away, hot on 
the scent, and making the woods re-echo 
with their baying. Farther and farther off 
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sounded the baying as the hunters charged through the high 
salal, over fallen tree-trunks and rocks. Suddenly the baying 
changed to a series of short, sharp barks, and soon they came to 
the hounds, which they found dancing madly round and round a 
huge tree. Forty feet above them, on the first branches of the 
tree, crouched a huge panther; to the hunters’ excited eyes, 
he looked as big as a cow, as he glowered down at the furious 
hounds. 

Earlier in the day the two men had been having an argument 
over which spot was the most vulnerable in a panther—ribs 
or neck. The older, and more experienced, had said the ribs; 
the younger, and greener, the neck. The latter had seen 
tracks of this panther first, so it was his privilege to shoot him ; 
he, therefore, still sticking to his own opinion, shot him in the 
neck. The panther for a moment remained motionless, then, 
with a savage snarl, let go the hold he had with his fore paws 
(he had been crouching stretched between two branches), and for 
quite one minute hung with his hind legs only, all the time beating 
the air with his fore paws and snarling at his enemies below. 

Then, suddenly, he loosed his hold entirely and fell crashing 
to the ground; to ease his fall he clawed a small cedar tree, 
and so great was the strength of his claws and the weight of 
his fall, that he stripped off every branch from it. As soon as 
he touched the ground, the hounds tackled him. Bill, behaving 
with great caution, kept well away from his fore paws; Jane, 
being less experienced, was somewhat reckless, and received 
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To save her from the bite which was sure to follow the blow, 
and would mean certain death, Jane’s master, too excited to 
think of shooting, rushed in and hit the panther in the mouth 
with the butt of his rifle just as it was about to bite the stunned 
hound. The panther then, instead of biting Jane, bit the butt 
of the rifle; so powerful were its jaws that it tore most of the 
wood off the steel frame. While the maddened animal was still 
engaged with its mouthful of rifle butt, the other man dealt him 
a blow on the head with the back of his axe. This apparently 
finished him—at least, so the hunter thought ; but, as he turned 
to go back and pick up his rifle, which he had left a short distance 
away, the panther suddenly sprang up and was after him. 

Bill at once seized and held on to its hindquarters, and, this, 
added to its wounds, luckily made its movements slow. The 
other hunter, who was behind, was afraid to shoot, because 
of the man in front and the hound behind. Luckily, a large log 
lay ahead of the fleeing hunter ; he just reached it ahead of the 
panther and sprang over it ; this gave the other hunter a chance 
to shoot, and he promptly put a bullet through the panther’s 
ribs: wounded as it already was, this finished it at once. 
Although he escaped without a scratch, the neck-shooting hun er 
had had the scare of his life. Certainly he has never been heard 
to advocate shooting in the neck again. 

This panther, when weighed, turned the scale at 185lb., 
which is unusually large for a British Columbian panther, Jane 
recovered from her blow, but the panther’s claws had made 





a terrific blow on the head. 


three nasty holes in her skull.

THE ASHMOLEAN DODO. 
To THE EDITOR. 

S1r,—A propos of the Ashmolean, your readers 
may be pleased to know the story of the dodo. 
Dr. Daubeny, Professor of Chemistry—which 
occupied the lower storey—was Curator of 
the Museum. One day, going round it, he got 
an idea that moth had got into the stuffed 
skin Of this extinct bird, and he threw it out 
of the window. A week or two later someone 
said, ‘‘ Where is the dodo ? ”’ and they sought 
it earnestly, with tears: it was discovered at 
last in the area of the basement ; but the cats 
had got at it. The beak and the claws and 
most of the bones were found, and were set 
up as a skeleton. Fortunately, there was 
also a picture of it, which is shown in reproduc- 
tions in most museums, for it was the only 
specimen remaining of this great pigeon, 
that has disappeared completely since Euro- 
peans went to Australia about a century ago— 
an unexplained mystery among naturalists. 
Another matter illustrated by this story is the 
belief (since exploded) in the competency of an 
“able man” to fill any position, in spite of 
the fact that he had no special training or 
experience, or even aptitude, for it; in those 
days, a professor was selected, and he was 
supposed to qualify himself for the duties after 
appointment. Sir Henry Acland records “ that 
he was examined for the degree of M.D. in 
his own lecture room, chiefly by his pupils,” 
after he was appointed Regius Professor of 
Medicine, I think: this is explained and 
justified, in part, at least, by the fact that the 
emoluments were of exiguous value, and it 
was almost impossible to get men of ability 
to accept the posts. Even recently a teacher of 
human anatomy had to be taught that of 
animals to qualify him for a post which he had 
already entered into.—PuHILiIP J. Dear. 


A CHANGED PRIMROSE. 


To THE EDITOR. 


S1r,—The enclosed photograph of the common 
primrose, Primula vulgaris, may interest you. 
It shows two plants, one considerably larger 
and more showy than the other. Both plants 
originated in their present position as chance 
seedlings ; the primrose seeds extremely freely 
in this district. The larger plant was quite 
normal in size and habit during 1923 and 1924, 
but this year it has become extremely luxurious 
in growth and floriferousness, as may be seen 
by comparison with the second plant, which 
is quite normal in size. The flowers, instead 
of being produced singly, or on the radical 
peduncle, as is usual, are produced in umbels 
of nine to eleven on a peduncle 4ins. or Sins. 
long, quite after the manner of primula veris. 
Had the plant not been in a position where 
it was under daily observation, it would have 
been inferred that it was of hybrid origin ; 
but it has been known to me since it first 
appeared as a seedling, and for two years its 
flowers were seen daily. During the past 
winter the plant always had open flowers on 





it, and they were produced in the normal way. 
The change took place only this spring. At 
the present time it bears thirty-one umbels, 
containing in all 300 flowers. There is not 
the slightest doubt that it is a case of change 
of habit, although I can give no reason for 
the change. No manure was given the plant. 
It grows at the base of a Portugal broom on a 
small rockery, and owes its escape from destruc- 
tion to the fact that its roots are intimate with 
those of the broom, which I was anxious not 
to disturb. The colour of the flowers remains 
unchanged.—E. Brown. 


GULL-BILLED TERNS IN 

To THE EDITOR. 

Sir,—When strolling along South Breydon 
“wall” last Sunday afternoon I noticed, mixed 
up with a few immature herring gulls, four 
strange, tern-like birds ; and a few minutes’ 
peering at them through my binoculars con- 
vinced me that they were gull-billed terns, 
the first I had ever seen in this locality. I made 
but a short study of them when within fifty feet 
of me, as an especial watching would have im- 
mediately attracted attention from the strollers 
on the walls. The flight of the birds seemed 
more gull-like than that of terns, as they fished, 
and the dip for prey more deliberate than 
other species of tern. One bird showed a narrow 
saddle of white at the back of the bill-base. 
What attracted me most was the distinctness 
of the inky-black feet as contrasted with the 
whiteness of the breast. It is probable that 
they may have been snatching up _ insects,

but I rather am inclined to believe that the 
Idotea linearis was the chief morsel of their 
quest. These crustaceans for the past few days 
had been much in evidence at the surface, 
probably made livelier by the slightly higher 
temperature of the waters. Dr. S. H. Long, 
hon. secretary of the Norfolk and Norwich 
Naturalists’ Society, wrote to me on _ the 
18th to say that two days before he had “‘ watched 
for half an hour a tern entirely new to me, 
namely, the gull-billed. It wes catching flies 
on the surface of one of the Norfolk meres. 
In flight very like the black tern, but descended 
to the surface of the water from a greater 
height than does the latter.’”’ This was true 
of his own observation, but es mine mixed 
with a few gulls in common mart, they seemed 
to ape the “ fishing drop” of a gull. I have 
seen crows actually consorting with gulls in 
autumn, descending in absolutely similar 
method to a gull upon bits of floating bread 
thrown out of the Scctch fishers’ boats—with 
this difference, the crows used their toes to 
clutch the bread, the gulls using their bills ! 
It was very funny to see the crows sidle off 
to a “flat” to pick their crusts to pieces ! 
As to the status of the gull-billed tern, vide 
my ‘“ Nature in Eastern Norfolk,’’ 1905: 
of ten examples killed in Norfolk, nine were 
obtained on Breydon, the first on April 14th, 
1849. No observations were published by 
Stevenson, simply dates of kill, sex of 
specimens, the name of the slayer, and 
into whose hands they afterwards fell! A 
devilishly bare, bald gravestone ‘“‘ biography.’ 
—A. H. PATTERSON.

mice now in his possession, two of which unique 
little animals I have iust had the pleasure of 
photographing, and enclose a portrait here- 
with, thinking your readers may be interested 
to see what they are like. These specimens 
seem to be different from any recorded before, 
which have been very few in number, because 
they have smooth unpigmented skins. Earlier 
mention of nude mice (‘‘ Proceedings of 
Zoological Society,” 1856, and Zoologist for 
January, 1907) has referred to animals with 
extraordinarily corrugated skins so wrinkled 
and folded that they were dubbed rhinoceros 
mice. Then Mr. Brooke obtained in 1922 a 
coatless mouse with a smooth skin but of a 
dark grey colour. This little creature was 
quiet, not to say stupid (it gave me the impres- 
sion of not being “ quite all there!”’), very 
different from the mice under consideration. 
The mice now mentioned, which were wild 
caught, and not bred in captivity, have indeed 
their wits about them, being very agile and 
quick in their movements. From the original 
pair Mr. Brooke has been successful in breeding 
some hairless young, when we come to one 
of the most curious and interesting things about 
this mutation. The young acquire their coat 
in the ordinary course of events and in quite 
a normal manner, and then lose it! At two 
to three weeks old the young mouse begins 
to moult, starting at its nose. Three days 
later its head is bare, and it ‘‘ looks like an 
old bald-headed man in a fur coat’; in less 
than the week it is entirely naked, save for a 
few vibrissz and of a delicate flesh pink colour. 
As the mouse gets older the pink fades, and 
with age the skin becomes white and opaque, 
like the kid of a white kid glove. The eyes 
are dark and the mice see well. By the side 
of normally coated mice they look small, but 
this appears to be due to the absence of hair 
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rather than actual smallness. Mr. Brooke is 
much to be congratulated on obtaining such 
interesting specimens, and the results of his 
experiments with them should be valuable.— 
FRANCES PITT. 


SWINHOE’S' SNIPE. 
To THE EDITOR. 


Sir,—It is only in China that the sportsman 
meets with this fine snipe, and consequently 
little has been recorded regarding its habits. 
Gallinago megala Swinhoe is the largest of the 
family, excepting only the rare solitary snipe. 
I have shot specimens as heavy as 70z., while 
60z. is a common weight. The Swinhoe 
spends the winter in the tropics—South China, 
and probably many of the islands of the Malay 
Archipelago. At the beginning of April 
these snipe go north to breed. Sowerby 
records having found great numbers of Swin- 
hoe’s snipe during July in Northern Manchuria, 
and they apparently breed in the flats of that 
country. Many of them doubtless nest west- 
wards at about the same latitude; also, one 
may assume that those birds, which do not leave 
the Yangtze Valley until well on into May, nest 
farther north than the ones which leave in 
April, for the farther north, the later the spring. 
The Swinhoe is only a passing migrant in 
Central China, and the spring snipe shooting 
is an evanescent sport, lasting but three weeks. 
It seems to be quite uncertain how long these 
snipe stay at the places where they break their 
journey. One day lately, in a large patch of grass 
near Kiukiang, I found a number of Swinhoe’s 
snipe, and one large wisp actually arrived while 
I was on the ground. The next day the same 
patch contained only two Swinhoe, but there 
were quite a number of pintails. Numerous 
similar experiences seem to indicate that 
Swinhoe’s snipe only make very short halcs when 
on migration. During the day they lie in 
grass, which is never more than slightly wet, 
and more often bone dry ; they must, therefore, 
do their feeding at night, and this is borne out 
by the fact that at dusk they leave their day- 
time resting places and collect round the marshy 
edges of lakes and ponds. Both the Swinhoe’s 
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and pintail snipe are normally slower and 
straighter of flight than the common variety ; 
sometimes, however, one finds them singularly 
restless, and they then dart down-wind like 
rockets. The cry is lower in tone than the 
shrill shriek of the ordinary snipe, sometimes 
it is uttered as the bird rises, sometimes after 
it has flown fifteen or twenty yards, and at other 
times this snipe is absolutely silent. Swinhoe’s 
vary much in size ; those shot in mid-April are, 
as a rule, about an ounce lighter than the later 
arrivals, ‘but even the smallest specimens are 
noticeably larger than common snipe. As 
might be expected, these large fellows are very 
superior on the table, and during the spring 
snipe season they are always in first rate con- 
dition.—‘* FLeur-pE-Lys.” 


A FINE COURT CUPBOARD. 
To THE Epiror. 


S1r,—I take in Country Lire regularly, and 
have done so for quite a long time. I am most 
interested in the paper generally, and particu- 
larly in that portion of it under the heading, 
‘* For the Connoisseur.”” In your issue dated 
May gth, there is illustrated, as a coloured 
plate, an oak court cupboard of James I’s 
reign (East Anglian origin). It is very pleasing, 
and as I have a somewhat similar piece of 
Scottish origin, I thought you might be inter- 
ested in it. This piece has been handed down 
to me through several generations, and it was, 
by request, exhibited for the first time in 
April-May, 1924, in the McLellan Galleries 
at an exhibition of antique furniture, medizval 
tapestry, needlework and other objects of 
applied art of former times, opened by the 
Duke of Atholl. The exhibition was, beyond 
question, the most important display of the 
kind that had ever been held in Scotland. The 
following is a technical description of the piece : 
Old Scottish oak court cupboard, of the three 
stage type, beautifully carved all over with 
Elizabethan motif carving, balusters of upper 
stage of cup and cover style, moulded and 
carved, circa 1585. Height, 7ft. 2ins.; width, 
5ft. roins. ; depth, 2ft.

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SIR EDWARD HULTON AS AN 


OWNER AND BREEDER 


SOME OF THE 


T was a coincidence that on the eve of Epsom’s most impor- 
tant meeting of the year Sir Edward Hulton, a great and 
practical supporter of breeding and racing in this country, 
should have died at the age of fifty-six years. He gave 
the idea of being some years older, but then he had been 

in most indifferent health for some years past. It was at Epsom 
that his first racehorses were trained, and many are the races 
he has won there. It was at the Spring Meeting this year that 
he won a race with a charming two year old filly named Orison 
by Friar Marcus from Orlass, bred at Sledmere, for which he 
had paid 3,o00 guineas as a yearling. Especially remarkable 
was his good fortune with fillies and mares. Two years ago 
that other delightful individual, Straitlace, won him the Great 
Surrey Foal Stakes for two year olds, and then, in the following 
year, the Oaks. 

I have said that it was at Epsom his first horses were trained. 
This was brought about by this very astute owner’s choice of that 
clever Australian trainer, Richard Wootton, to select and buy 
his high-priced yearlings and then take charge of them at the 
Treadwell House establishment at Epsom. Most readers who 
can throw back their memories less than fifteen years will recall 
how for three years running he won the Gimcrack Stakes at 
York with Lomond, Flippant and Stornaway. Lomond, a son 
of Desmond, is at the stud in Ireland to-day and regularly 
producing winners. Stornaway Sir Edward would not sell. 
He, too, represented the St. Simon line, and at the stud has 
done fairly well. I remember at this moment what chagrin 
there was when Shogun, by Santoi, and half bred on his dam’s 
side, was very unlucky in that sensational Derby for which 
Craganour came in first only to be disqualified in favour of 
Aboyeur. Frank Wootton on Shogun was badly baulked in 
an attempt to come through next to the rails. It was claimed 
for this horse, who was second favourite to Craganour, that 
the incident lost him the race. 

Richard Wootton, clever man that he was, could not win 
his patron a classic race. Lots of others, however, came into 
the net. It was when Mr. Hulton, as he then was, decided to 
have some of his horses trained elsewhere that the bigger things 
happened. For instance, R. C. Dawson, who now trains with 
such striking success for the Aga Khan, produced that very 
brilliant filly, Fifinella, to win both the New Derby and the 
New Oaks in 1916. Only a day intervened between the two 
races to the best of my recollection. In the New Derby Fifinella, 
who was most distinctly a lady of moods, did not take hoid of 
her bit until very near home. Then did she show that splendid 
burst of speed which carried her up to and past Kwang Su to 
win by about a neck. In the New Oaks she showed that the 
previous race had done her much good, for she won in a canter. 

It was Roseway, trained by Frank Wootton, who won the 
One Thousand Guineas three years later, and I have already 
referred to Straitlace, his Oaks winner. Soubriquet was second 
for the Oaks in 1922, and some thought she should have beaten 
Pogrom, but such was not my view. Pogrom, too, was a high- 
class filly and particularly on that day. 

Sir Edward, one cannot doubt, had the highest aims as 
a breeder. Not having the foundation stock and wishing to 
establish a breeding stud, he had to go into the open market 
and buy yearlings. Only what he considered to be the best 
at the price suited him, and, because he was as keen in the latter 
days of his life as ever he was, he laid out many thousands of 
guineas as recently as the last September sales of yearlings at 
Doncaster. That he had his one aim in mind is shown by the 
fact that he was looking for well bred fillies, with size and con- 
formation, coming from sires and dams representing winning 
blood. When he died he had gathered at his Warren Tower 
Stud, near Newmarket, a splendid lot of mares, while in training 
he had some of the best bred racehorses in the country. In 
due course we shall learn how he has arranged for their disposal. 
He is a very decided loss to the industry of thoroughbred 
horse breeding in this country apart from what his extensive 
patronage of actual racing was. 


SOME SMART TWO YEAR OLDS. 


During the week before Epsom we saw out some particularly 
smart two year olds, which, as they look like winning more races, 
may form the subject of some comments now. They include 
Aloysia, who won the Hopeful Stakes at Doncaster for the 
King ; the Grand Parade—Flying Scud colt, who won the Malton 
Two Year Old Stakes at York for Lord Glanely ; Rolls Royce, 
who won the Salisbury Foal Stakes at Salisbury for the Duke 
of Portland; Lord Zetland’s Ambleside, who won the Home 
3red Plate at York ; and the chestnut filly by Bachelor’s Double, 
who won the Fitzwilliam Stakes at Doncaster for Captain Riley 
Lord. It is difficult to say which is the best of that lot. The 
Flying Scud colt, the Santa Minna filly and Aloysia each won 
easily. Lord Glanely’s colt, I am sure, had little to do, though 
he could not do more than win in a canter by some lengths. 
A better guide to his worth will have been afforded this week

at Epsom should he have won the Woodcote Stakes, which is 
quite likely to have happened. 

Flying Scud is a young mare and her colt is not at all a 
Grand Parade in looks. That may or may not be in his favour, 
but the fact of his success is a reminder that certain blood does 
seem to suit the 1919 Derby winner, who, of course, is a son of 
Orby. He has not the scope of some prominent sires asking 
for patronage to-day, but he can certainly get them to go fast. 
One that did not run for this race at York but was on view in 
the paddock was Lord Derby’s very attractive colt by Phalaris 
from Canyon. I well remember seeing him when he was only 
two or three weeks old at a time when I wrote an article for 
Country Lire on Lord Derby’s wonderful stud at Newmarket. 

He was an usually good foal, and we shall certainly hear 
of him as a winner, as he is just as good looking now, in a relative 
sense, as he was then. His name is Colorado, and, bred as he 
is with size and soundness, how can he help being a racehorse ? 

ALOYSIA’S FIRST RACE. 

Aloysia is a filly by Lemberg from Vervaine, and had not 
run before. Vervaine is the dam of London Cry, a genuine 
stayer, and, of course, she was foaled at Sandringham. The 
point is that she was fully expected to win her race at Doncaster, 
which shows that she had been well galloped and that she hand- 
somely confirmed the gallop in the race. She is very heavily 
engaged, which is an indication that she was always highly 
esteemed, and certainly nothing would be more appropriate and 
more gratifying than to find her capable of winning the Queen 
Mary Stakes at Ascot. The Santa Minna filly does not appear 
to be in the Queen Mary Stakes, but she, too, must be very smart, 
judging by the fluency of her win on the occasion of her début. 
The success of Rolls Royce is a’ reminder ofthe excellent: start 
made by his sire, Tetratema, who is bidding fair to be a worth, 
successor to his own great sire, The Tetrarch. There will be 
other Tetratemas to claim attention during the next year or 
two. 

One is often asked for an opinion as to which is the best 
two year old so far seen out. Until the unfashionably bred 
Big Ben was beaten at Newmarket, one would have leaned 
towards him. His name naturally suggests that of his conqueror 
on that occasion, Lord Woolavington’s Friar Wile. Then the 
same owner’s Monk’s Way—both are by Friar Marcus—must be 
very smart. I like, too, the Stefan the Great—Orcuba filly and 
Sonatina, another filly, though one would like to see more of 
the former before coming to any definite conclusion on the 
point. It would be unusual were Lord Astor to be without some- 
thing in the top class ; while, I take it, the Aga Khan has some- 
thing in reserve better than Phanarite and Moti Mahal. However, 
we are very near Ascot, and if that great meeting does not set 
our thoughts in other directions it will, indeed, be surprising. 

It is not possible to look beyond Saucy Sue for the Oaks. 
Strange things, to be sure, have been enacted in the Oaks from 
time to time, but nothing that has happened in the past would 
be stranger than a defeat on Friday of this week for Saucy 
Sue. lor not only does she stand right out from her “ sisters,”’ 
but those sisters are so very moderate by comparison. Not 
one of them has the slightest pretensions to make a race of it 
with her. Newmarket, in particular, is poverty-stricken in 
the matter of high-class three year old fillies, and it is more 
than probable that, as in the One Thousand Guineas, the first 
three places for the classic race of to-day will be occupied by 
fillies trained ‘“‘away.’’ Lord Astor, therefore, may also secure 
second honours and money with Miss Gadabout, while Firouze 
Mahal, in the Aga Khan’s colours, will doubtless be placed. 

Just after the sprinter, Scherzo, had put up his very fine 
performance at York, where he won the Melrose Handicap 
under cst. glb., I noticed the grand old man of Malton racing, 
William I’Anson, keenly scrutinising the horse. Scherzo had 
obviously impressed him as the four year old had all others 
with an understanding of unusually fine performances. The 
old man’s eyes roved over the horse’s fine back and loins, he 
noted the clean and sound limbs, and lingered with his gaze 
at the honest head and the strong neck. The incident was a 
reminder to the writer of Mr. J. Fairfax-Blakeborough’s new 
book, ‘‘ Malton Memories and I’Anson Triumphs,” just published 
by Messrs. Truslove and Bray, Limited, of West Norwood, 
S.E.27. The introduction is from the pen of that always enter- 
taining writer, Mr. Arthur Portman, who is simply steeped in 
the lore of the Turf. Mr. Fairfax-Blakeborough started his 
book at the earliest times in the sporting history of Malton, 
bringing it down to the present day. He deals pleasantly, 
authoritatively, and most entertainingly with the lives and times 
of the Scotts, I’Ansons and those other notabilities who assisted 
in the making of so much bright history. Being a Yorkshireman, 
too, I possibly found the contents of this volume more engrossing 
than the average reader may do. Allowing for that, however, 





here is a most readable book, which, while :it will entertain, 
has also a certain historic value.

ATH not Old Place a genius? 
Tell!” Such was the question 
and command, embodied in poetry 
of the utmost beauty, written by 
Sir T. Herbert Warren, Vice- 
Chancellor of the University of 

Oxford, and Professor of Poetry, when he 

contributed to Country LIFE, in the year 

1907, an article on Old Place, Lindfield. So 

far as anyone, with all his rich resources of 

prose and poetry, could do, in the space of a 

few pages, he indicated the charm of Old 

Place, and enriched these volumes for all time 

with two or three poems which convey, with 

more emphasis than could have been given in 
any other way, what a wonderful home Old 

Place is, and how almost without an equal it 

must be in many important respects. 


“ Porta patens esto!” 
‘* Nulli clauderis honesto ! ”’ 


Those are the mottoes inscribed over the 
front door of Old Place. They are not mottoes 
invented for that house alone, for they adorn 
the gateway tower of Cleeve Abbey, in Somer- 
setshire, and doubtless have been thought 
appropriate for a good many houses. But no- 
where can their injunction have more weight ; 
nowhere will men of good will more rejoice, 
if they find an open door. For what is Old 
Place, if not a home mostly created by one 
whose spirit was of rare excellence, a man at 
whose bidding the greatest and the most 
refined minds of his day esteemed themselves 
favoured to visit Old Place? That man was 
the late Charles Eamer Kempe, the bearer, 
most worthily, of a name that had been borne 
by a Cardinal Archbishop of Canterbury 
and by a Bishop of London in the Middle Ages. 
He acquired a Sussex manor house and gradu- 
ally enlarged and, in fact, re-created it, and 
by slow degrees formed also the gardens, on 
a plan that, like that of the house, reflected 
the delicacy of his taste and thoroughness. 
What has made Old Place a house about 
which critics, whose experience of old and 
delightful houses is unrivalled, show so warm 
an enthusiasm? Perhaps the best thing to 
do is to quote Sir Herbert Warren—a verse or 
two—and then append the agent’s note about 
this Sussex pleasuance : 

“* And you, Old Place, are still as young, 

And warm in welcome as of yore, 
Bear witness at your friendly door 
The hospitable legend hung— 


‘* Gray tiles, gray beams a shade more gray: 
And thickened yew and lustier lime, 
Speak the swift-stealing step of Time, 

And point the sooth your dials say.” 


*“ Old Place, in the old-world village of 
Liridfield, Sussex, which is to be sold by Messrs. 
Knight, Frank and Rutley, for Mr. Walter 
E. ‘Tower, was originally built in 1590, and 
has been described as a jewel well befitting 
that beautiful district. The property 
extends to come 170 acres, including the 
park.” 

Old Place has been the subject of special 

references in COUNTRY LIFE (Vol. viii, page 
432; Vol. x, page 72; Vol. xiii, page 666 ; 
and Vol. xxii, page 414), the last-named being 
the article from which the verses above-quoted 
are taken. 


LORD DEVONPORT’S PURCHASE. 
LORD DEVONPORT has purchased Kin- 


loch, one of the best grouse moors in 
Perthshire, 4,000 acres and a mansion and 
three farms. 

At the Blythwood Stud Farm auction, 
every lot was sold, at Bishop’s Stortford, by 
Messrs. Knight, Frank and Rutley, with 
Messrs. G. E. Sworder and Sons. The farm 
and other properties at Stansted, for the 
executors of the late Lord Blyth, realised 
£11,295. 

Failthe, Bagshot, 16 acres, and 2} acres 
of building land, were sold at Hanover Square 
immediately prior to the auction. 

Mr. Edgar W. Tindall has instructed 
Messrs. Knight, Frank and Rutley to dispose 
of Knapton Hall estate, between York and 
Scarborough. It consists of 2,989 acres, with 
a moderate-sized residence, the park, fifteen 
farms, the villages of East and West Knapton, 
and an advowson. 

The owner of Saltwood Castle has made 
up his mind to have the property of 73 
acres, near Hythe, offered by auction this 
season by Messrs. Knight, Frank and Rutley. 





Roman and Saxon strongholds stood on the 
spot, and, in 1026, in the time of Cnut, the 
monks of Christ Church, Canterbury, received 
the estate from a Saxon Thane of the name of 
Haldene. The gate house alone remained intact 
when the estate was acquired by Mr. William 
Deedes in 1791. In 1884 a descendant of this 
owner had the gate house restored and additions 
made. ‘The work was carried out under 
the supervision of Mr. Frederick Beeston, 
F.R.I.B.A., an 800 years old castle adapted as 
a modern country residence. 


STURRY COURT. 


ADY MILNER has requested Messrs. 
Knight, Frank and Rutley to receive 
offers for letting furnished for the summer 
months of the beautiful old residence of the 
late Lord Milner, near Canterbury, known as 
Sturry Court. It was specially described and 
illustrated in Country Lire (Vol. LI, page 668). 
It occupies a most delightful situation on the 
banks of the Stour, and is within a short motor 
run of the golf links along the Kent Coast. 


HOLME LACY. 


HOLME LACY (Country Lirr, Vol. vi, 

page 80; and Vol. xxv, pages 870 and 
906), the historic Herefordshire seat, with 
salmon fishing in the Wye, will be sold by 
Messrs. Knight, Frank and Rutley, by order 
of Mr. Noel H. Wills. The grounds have 
marvellous yew hedges and lovely lakes. 
Holme Lacy was held by Walter de Lacy in 
Norman days, and later, for centuries, by the 
Scudamores. Charles I stayed there in the 
year that Cromwell beat him at Marston Moor 
and Naseby. The mansion was mainly built 
by Viscount Scudamore, who died in 1716. 

Sir James Scudamore may be said to have 
begun the investment of Holme Lacy with 
literary associations. Knighted for bravery 
at Calais, he was, as Fuller said, “‘a man 
famous and fortunate in his time.’’ Perhaps 
of all his good fortune the greatest was that 
Spenser immortalised him as “‘ Sir Scudamore ” 
of the ‘“‘ Faerie Queene.” Pope enjoyed the 
hospitality of Holme Lacy, and it was there 
that he wrote ‘The Man of Ross” (John 
Kyrle), with its well remembered line : 

“Who taught yon heaven-directed spire 

to rise? 


FONTHILL ABBEY FOR SALE. 
"THE story of Fonthill was told, with illus- 

trations, in Country Lire (December 
28th, 1901, page 840). ‘The Abbey’s history 
is unlike that of any other house in England. 
Of old it was the baronial seat of the Giffards, 
the Mandevilles and the Mervyns. The original 
house was burned down, and its successor, 
erected by the Cottingtons in 1650, shared a 
like fate, after it had been bought, in 1755, by 
Beckford. A trifle like that was not going to 
dishearten the City Alderman and twice Lord 
Mayor, the friend and supporter of Wilkes. 
He retained Wyatt to design another house 
for him. The foundation stone was laid in 
1797, the cost of the seat being computed at 
roundly a quarter of a million sterling. That 
house, fell, not to fire, but to the equally 
devastating results of neglect. In 1823 the 
estate, with the contents of the house, cost 
Mr. Farquhar close upon £300,000. Later 
the property was divided, and one of the houses 
that arose on what had been the undivided 
domain of Alderman Beckford, was built for 
the Duke of Westminster. In 1901 it was the 
seat of Sir Michael Shaw-Stewart. Some three 
or four years ago, outlying portions of the 
estate were offered by Messrs. Rawlence and 
Squarey, by order of Mr. W. R. Shaw-Stewart.

KINGSCLERE RACING STABLES. 


N enormous outlay has been made in 
bringing the Kingsclere Racing Stables 

to perfection, and this property, for so long 
associated with the name of the late Mr. John 
Porter, and where so many Derby and other 
winners have been trained, is shortly to be 
submitted to auction, by Messrs. John D. 
Wood and Co., and Messrs. A. W. Neate and 
Co. The total area involved in the coming offer 
exceeds 4,000 acres, divisible into two main 
parts, one the stables and 1,060 acres, and the 
other a self-contained sporting estate of 3,000 
acres, all in the vicinity of Newbury, an ideal 
establishment for breeding and training blood- 
stock. There is an attractive modern residence, 
exceptionally well fitted with electric lighting, 





central heating, and a splendid water supply. 
The gardens are partially enclosed by finely 
grown, clipped yew hedges, and include two 
tennis and other lawns and a large kitchen 
garden. There are sixty elaborately fitted loose 
boxes, ranged round three gravelled and paved 
yards, lighted by electricity and with water 
at every convenient spot. Paddocks and training 
grounds adjoin the stables and there are 
gallops on the Downs and on the low ground, 
ranging from a few furlongs to over a mile in 
length. Within a couple of miles is an agri- 
cultural and shooting estate of over 3,000 acres, 
between Kingsclere and Laverstoke, within a 
ring fence, and providing exceptional sport 
with partridges and pheasants. Over 300 brace 
of partridges have been shot in one day, and it 
is anticipated, after careful preservation, that 
400 brace should be obtained in one day during 
next season. ‘This property will be sold to a 
purchaser of the Kingsclere Racing Stables, 
if desired. 

The proposed purchase of the freehold 
of Epsom Downs, announced in the Estate 
Market page last week, was ratified by the 
shareholders of the Epsom Grand Stand 
Association a few days ago. The purchase 
money is £57,500, and the Lord of the Manor 
was represented in the matter by Sir John 
Oakley’s firm, Messrs. Daniel Smith, Oakley 
and Garrard, amalgamated with Messrs. H. 
and R. L. Cobb. It is understood that an 
agreement may be made with the local authority 
for the handing over to the public of 5 acres 
on the Warren estate as compensation for 
interference with common rights. The matter 
will be further discussed next week, and the 
Commons and Footpaths Preservation Society 
is actively interested in what is to be finally 
settled. 

Caldecote Hall, Nuneaton, which was 
offered by Messrs. Winterton and Sons, in 
November, has been sold by them to the Church 
of England Temperance Society. The mansion, 
stables and grounds comprise about 15 acres, 
and are well placed on the banks of the river 
Anker. The mansion is an imposing building, 
with six reception rooms and thirty-eight bed- 
rooms, built about 1880. On the same estate 
Messrs. Winterton have sold the granite quarry 
and land comprising about 48 acres, with- 
drawn at the same sale. Among recent sales 
through this agency are a freehold farm known 
as Church Grove Farm, Sutton Coldfield, 
containing about 57 acres. 

Considerably over £30,000 worth of the 
Woodhill estate in the Cranleigh, Shere and 
Wonersh district, has changed hands through 
Messrs. Farebrother, Ellis and Co., in con- 
junction with Messrs. Messenger and Morgan, 
at auction at Guildford. The future of the 
property is presumably not agricultural, but 
residential.

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HERE is a way of learning geography which has an 

indirect bearing on knowledge of house design and 

construction. The old way was just a matter of memor- 

ising a string of names—of capital towns, rivers, moun- 

tains—without gleaning any real notion of the character 
of the surrounding country. The new way is exactly the reverse. 
The particular features of a district, its formation, climate, and 
flora and fauna, are first realised, and from these facts is deduced 
the sort of development that would be likely to arise—how a 
seaport would come into being 
through the existence of a 
coast providing good harbour- 
age, how a great inland town 
might develop from the exist- 
ence of a fine, navigable water- 
way, and so forth. The appli- 
cation of the same process of 
reasoning to domestic archi- 
tecture is obvious. Styles and 
tags go by the board, and we 
take instead the materials at 
hand, and so find a logical 
reason for timber-and-thatch 
building in one part of the 
country, stone building in 
another, brick and tile con- 
struction in another. Modern 
transport and commercial con- 
ditions, it is true, largely upset 
the application of this pro- 
cess of reasoning, for it is so 
easy to take a trainload of 
bricks into a stone district, or to 
carry thatch to a place where 
stone slates are the traditional 
form of roofing. Nevertheless, 
in no considerable degree, the 
principle holds good even to-day. 
Thus, traversing the rugged 
Cornish country we find houses 
themselves having a_ rugged 
look, built of whitewashed 
granite, bare to austerity, and 
with strong roofs of slatey 
stone washed with a slurry to 
make them proof against wind 
and weather. Devonshire is 
a mellower country, its vegeta- 
tion more luxuriant, its houses 
more attractive. Cob was one 
of the old ways of building 
there, with thatch as its fitting 
companion, and there are many 
lovely places in Devon where 
old houses of this kind remain 
a delight to the eye. Outside, 
this house at Thurlestone (built 
for Mr. Stuart E. Smith) has 
much the look of the old ones, 
but its walls are not of cob— 
which is a process of building 
too messy and slow for the 
present day: they are of 
local stone with a_ stuccoed 
face, which protective skin is 
necessary to resist the pre- 
vailing westerly gales. The 
house stands on high ground, 
facing south, about _ three- 
quarters of a mile from the 
sea, looking across Bigbury 
Bay to the Delvers Rocks and 
Bolt Tail. Thurlestone Golf 
Course also comes into the 
view. The site is only about 
a hundred yards to the west of

the little village of Thurlestone, whose roofs are all of thatch, and 
the plan of the house has been schemed with the idea of screening 
the outlook and terrace from the back gardens of the village 
street. It is thatched with ley reeds from the marshes of Slapton 
Sands that face Start Bay. They grow to great length and 
strength, resembling small bamboos, and provide a roofing 
material which Mr. Harrild, the architect of this house, believes 
to be twice as lasting as the ordinary reed. Straw, however, 
has been used for the ridges, valleys, and some other parts.

The thatching is a good piece of work, and credit 
for it should be given to the man who did it— 
Mr. Rogers, a native of Thurlestone. The 
windows are steel casements with leaded lights 
set in wood frames. The chimneys are stuccoed, 
and have blue and white brick caps. These 
chimneys are not so pleasant as the rest of the 
work, having rather a thin and hard look. 

The plan, as will be seen, is Z-shaped, and 
has many breaks. It is not one, therefore, con- 
ducive to the utmost economy in cost, yet its 
breaks give added interest to the external form 
of the house. 

The front door opens into a “lounge hall”’ 
nearly 15ft. square, and to one side is the stair- 
case. On the other side of the hall is the dining- 
room, with the kitchen and service quarters 
next to it. The drawing-room, or living-room, 
which is set in the opposite arm of the plan, 
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occupies a position overlooking the terrace 
and garden, facing south. In this room is a deep 
inglenook with a _ brick-built fireplace, and 
the lounge hall also has a brick fireplace. In 
the dining-room the fireplace is formed of Ham 
Hill stone, and has a basket grate set in the recess. Beams formed 
out of old ships’ timber have been used in the dining-room, as 
well as oak rafters brought over from Totnes from an old 
building recently pulled down there. The doors are of ledged- 
and-braced type, and fitted with old-fashioned spring latches. 
The first-floor arrangement is best studied from the accompanying 
plan. 

On the entrance side random stone paving has been laid 
with steps to lower ground, but the garden is only yet in its 
initial stages, and a garage and gates in keeping have yet to be 
carried out.

HOUSE HEATING AND HOT-WATER SUPPLY. 


COMMON complaint about houses in this country is 
A that they are not comfortably warmed throughout ; 
but this can be remedied by the adoption of one or 
other of the effective heating systems which are avail- 
able alike for the large house or the small one. Just what 
can be done is very admirably explained in the book entitled 
How to Heat Your House, by Mr. Edwin Gunn, A.R.I.B.A., 
recently published in the Country LirF series. Mr. Gunn is 
an architect thoroughly acquainted with his subject, and he 
has put down the facts in a way which enables the ordinary reader 
to understand the differences between one method and another, 
and to realise their several merits and limitations. There 
certainly are limitations, more especially when cost is a controlling 
factor, and in the small house the question of room warmth 
is largely interwoven with that of hot-water supply. 

Mr. Gunn first describes in a non-technical way the different 
forms of heat transmission—radiation, convection and con- 
duction—and then goes on to consider the various forms of 
fuel—wood, coal, coke, gas, electricity and oil. Next comes a 
comparative review of heating by open fires, stoves, gas and 
electricity, and central heating systems, after which the author 
proceeds to deal in detail with each. The subject of hot-water 
supply occupies a section to itself, embodying practical data about 
the various types of boilers and systems. 

In recent years there have been two considerable develop- 
ments in household equipment. Cooking and water heating 
by means of gas is one; the other is the use of the independent 
boiler for hot-water supply and radiator heating. It used to 
be common practice to endeavour to make the kitchen range 
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serve three separate purposes, but it was found that this could 
not be done with efficiency in each case. There is now an 
increasing tendency to apportion the duties to separate pieces 
of apparatus, and especially to rely upon the independent boiler 
for hot-water supply. The boiler can be counted upon to do 
a certain restricted amount of radiator heating, but where the 
installation is at all extensive it is much the best practice to have 
a separate boiler for this duty. Mr. Gunn deals with these 
various matters in a very clear and helpful way, and his book 
should prove a boon to all who are considering the question. 
It is well produced and amply illustrated, and for a half-crown 
volume it provides an astonishing amount of good material.

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MEISSEN PORCELAIN IN THE LATE MARQUESS OF RIPON’S 


FURTHER sale of 

objects from the collec- 

tion of the late 

Marquess of Ripon is 

to be held at 47, 
Cadogan Square, beginning on 
June 8th and lasting for five 
days. The larger sections of 
the sale are devoted to Chinese 
and Meissen porcelain, both 
of which are represented by 
specimens of first-rate quality. 
The Chinese pieces illustrated 
in the catalogue belong for 
the most part to the reign of

century may be found worthily 
exemplified in the collection.

Joachim Kandler. To his 
inventive brain we owe the 
development of figure-sculpture 
in porcelain to an_ extent 
undreamed of by the Chinese, 
although the earliest porcelain 
figures, like the earliest porce- 
lain, were actually made in 
China. Kandler worked at 
Meissen for over forty years 
in the middle of the eighteenth 
century, and during this period, 
aided by a band of skilful 
pupils, he created an inimitable 
series of models, many of 
which have survived to this 
day in the repertory of the 
still existing factory. It was 
Kandler who saw that the idea 
of porcelain figure-sculpture 
was capable of infinite expan- 
sion beyond the meagre limits 
attained by the Chinese, and 


More remarkable still are the basing himself upon the subjects familiar to German carvers in 
ivory and wood, he was able to evolve a miniature world of 
puppets, whose charm is no less great to-day, when they are

no longer in common use as decorations to the dining-table. 
Gods and goddesses from the mythology of ancient Greece and 
Rome, men and women of his own time engaged in the avocations 
of ordinary life, exotic figures in the dress of China, Japan, 
Turkey or Poland, characters from the Italian Commedia dell’ 
Arte—these are only a few of the classes from which he drew 
for the population of his mimic world, whose attractiveness 
is immensely heightened by Kandler’s possession of a most 
individual gift of satire, which enables him to suggest, at any 
moment and never obtrusively, a mocking comparison between 
the lives and aspirations of his contemporaries and the postures 
of his toys. 

Lord Ripon’s collection contained a comprehensive number 
of these alluring objects, and the illustrations to the catalogue 
exhibit a satisfying variety of types. Pluto engaged in the 
rape of Proserpine, Scaramuccia embracing his mistress, a pair 
of negroes, a Chinese family, the Four Continents symbolised 
by naked boys, a spirited and cynical allegory of courtship, 
can all be studied here. But perhaps the most pleasing of all 
is the large tureen of flamboyant rococo form, with a bird in 
relief at each end and between them a pair of Chinese figures, 
supporting a tiny umbrella beneath an immense canopy of 
pierced scrollwork. This lovely piece is indeed a happy evocation 
of that phase of eighteenth century decorative art known as 
chinoiserie, in which motifs from the various countries of the 
East are combined into a fantastic world of their own, but it 
serves no less as a striking example of Kandler’s power to evolve 
new and beautiful forms for objects of domestic use in accordance 
with the wayward spirit of his age. 

Besides the porcelain, this collection contains many other 
fine specimens of eighteenth century art. Attention may 
particularly be drawn to a sumptuous clock, made by Moisy of 
Paris and flanked by two ormolu Cupids supporting a terrestrial 
globe. As an example of applied art of the Louis Seize period 
this can scarcely be surpassed. Snuff-boxes, étuis, bonbonniéres, 
scent-bottles and the pretty trifles fashionable throughout the 
century are represented in large numbers in the collection, 
which includes also a quantity of Far Eastern carvings in ivory 
and hard stones, as well as a library of nearly two thousand 
volumes. There is also a large amber casket, decorated with 
mythological figures in relief, which the catalogue ascribes to 
Venice, but which is surely rather to be regarded as an unusually 
fine manifestation of South German art of the Baroque period. 
It was this Baroque art of the seventeenth century, with its 
massive dignity of construction and classical symmetry of form, 
which was to blossom a century later into the frolicsome spirit 
of the Rococo, whose wanton disregard of regularity and the 
canons of the past are seen to such happy advantage in the 
porcelain figures of Kandler. 


A MAHOGANY CABINET OF 
ARCHITECTURAL DESIGN 


ABINETS and_ bookcases “of*the Early Georgian period 
were often buildings in miniature, and designed with strict 
architectural propriety according to the orders. In a 
mahogany cabinet formerly in Sir Spencer Maryon-Wilson’s 
possession at Charlton Park, and now at Messrs. M. Harris’s 
in Oxford Street, and consisting of a centre and two wings, 

the architectural treatment is still prominent. The centre door of 
the upper stage has a semi-circular head enriched with egg and tongue 
ornament, while the flat pilasters are ornamented with applied pendants 
of flowers, and the spandrels of the arch are also similarly carved. The 
plinth of the upper stage is enriched with a Greek fret, and at the sides 
are draw-out candle stands. The wings are recessed, and fitted with 
glazed doors framed with rope moulding, and surmounted by a frieze 
carved with a Vitruvian scroll and carved scroll-shaped brackets. The 
deeply moulded broken pediment above the centre and the plinth 
mouldings of the lower stage are characteristic of Palladian furniture

design, while the lighter floral and rococo enrichments point to a date 
about 1745. The lower stage, which is enclosed by cupboard doors, 
contains small drawers. The size of the doors of the upper stage indi- 
cates that this fine piece was a cabinet, not a secretaire bookcase. At 
Messrs. Harris’s is also a fine mahogany table, dating from about 1780, 
which came originally from a house built by Robert Adam, and which is 
characteristic of his style. When folded, this becomes a side table ; 
the frieze is fluted, and the tablets mounted with a festoon and circular 
patera of chased and gilt brass. The fronts of the tapering hexagonal 
legs are also mounted with similar pendants of graduated husks. The 
shaped top is overlaid with figured mahogany veneer and inlaid with 
satinwood bands, while the edge is carved with interlaced ribbon and 
flower ornament and gilt. In the same collection is a mahogany pole 
screen upon a scroll-footed tripod, which is characteristic of the English 
rococo [period, and is mounted with its original panel of petit point, 
representing in bright colours an Italian scene, framed in a reeded 
surround, clasped here and there with a leaf. Dating from the early 
years of the eighteenth century is a walnut marble-topped table (now 
on exhibition at Wembley), in which the scroll-shaped brackets connect- 
ing the legs with the under-framing, which are unusual in design, are 
inlaid with a star.

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ead in interest is a rare Buddhist vase and cover from a mandarin’s 
alace in the Kiang-se province of Lung Chu’an celadon ware of 
he Sung dynasty. This piece, which is urn-shaped with a long 
ylindrical neck, is in perfect condition, even the goose with outspread 
vings which surmounts the cover being unchipped. Upon the neck 
s a design of twelve figures and two dragons in relief. Of the same ware 
ind period are two celadon vases, slightly different in colour, and of rare 
orm. A ewer with a slender spout, with cover surmounted by a kylin 
and having a faint design of bamboo leaves, is also of the Sung dynasty. 
A blue and white vase, possessing its original cover, and having a design 
»f dragon and flames round the centre and a conventional pattern at 
he top and at the base, is probably of the Yuan dynasty. Among Tang 
oieces is a vase and cover in greyish terra-cotta body coated with white 
slip and painted with flowers in polychrome, and a carved wood figure 
of a lady carrying a casket, preserving much of its coloured and gilt 
decoration. A curious object is a piece of rock frilled and shaped in 
some waterfall by the action of water, which was used by the Chinese for 
decoration. This stone has a clear, metallic ring like a gong, and is much 
sought after by Chinese collectors. Among metal objects is a fine Sung 
silver box incised with a design, found in a stream-bed near Shientefu ; 
a bronze tripod incense-burner with bright green colouring of the Ch’in 
dynasty ; and a Wei bronze group of two figures with halo. The 
inscription tells us that “‘ a certain village asked for luck and happiness, 
so this bronze statue was made on the ninth of August, fourteenth 


year of Ka Wong’”’ (594 A.D.).

THE CHELSEA 


NE effect of the extension of Chelsea Show to five 
days was that practically all the exhibits inside the 
tents, as well as outside, were chiefly composed of 
growing plants, cut flowers being incapable of enduring 
the heat for the whole week. In many cases there is 

a distinct advantage in exhibiting plants instead of cut flowers, 
for the foliage and the correct habit of the plant can thus be 
seen. The development of the ground group style of staging 
hardy plant and flower exhibits is a great deal in advance of the 
old idea of massing in vases on tiered staging, but a survival of 
that method was noticeable in the case of Darwin tulips, which 
the growers evidently did not care to convert into pot plants, 
and there is wisdom in the reluctance. There was a certain 
degree of gaunt stiffness in the antirrhinums arranged in beds 
by Messrs. Sutton and Sons, but the flowers lacked nothing 
in quality, and were of glorious colours. 
Buff Beauty is a distinct and pleasing 
shade, and ‘‘ Deep Crimson”’ is of lustrous 
and very rich colour. The whole series of 
beds demonstrated the rare capabilities of 
antirrhinums, and the nemesias, alyssums 
and other flowers used in _ association, 
together with the beautiful grass verges 
and shingle walks, were excellent setting for 
a noble display. 

Messrs. J. Carter and Co.’s extensive 
group of greenhouse flowering plants was a 
delightful piece of artistic colour blending. 
The massive and brilliant hippeastrums 
and beautifully coloured gloxinias were two 
good features, but cinerarias, petunias 
and schizanthuses were equally good in 
their way. 

Messrs. E. Webb and Sons, Limited, 
Wordsley, made cinerarias of both large- 
flowered and stellata types a distinct feature 
of their very pleasing group, while schizan- 
thuses were particularly fine. Good gloxinias 
and clarkias filled in spaces between the 
taller plants, making the whole an undu- 
lating wave of bold, clear colours. A small, 
but superb group of schizanthuses came 
from Mr. Alfred Dawkins, Kings Road, 
Chelsea, whose strain is remarkable for 
compactness and size of individual flowers. 

The marvellous size, perfection of form, 
dainty delicacy in colouring or bold brilliance 
of Messrs. Blackmore and Langdon’s begonias 
appear to be perpetually progressive charac- 
ters and their exhibit this year was beyond 
praise. 
Carnations were splendidly shown, and 
some of the newer varieties were lovely 
flowers. Red Laddie (C. Engelmann), Shot 
Silk, Butterfly and Cameron (Allwood Bros.), 
Eileen Low and Sir Philip Sassoon (Stuart 
Low and Co.), are a few of the most note- 
worthy perpetual-flowering varieties, and 
in the borders there were many beautiful 
self and fancy flowers in Mr. James Douglas’s 
group, while another new carnation of 
quite conspicuous merit is Mrs. L. Gibson, 
a striped fancy of good build and size. 
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been presented to the nation, includes fine examples of glass from the 
Restoration of monarchy to the early nineteenth century. Among the 
earliest glasses in this collection is a fine goblet with a threepenny 
piece of 1664 enclosed in the baluster stem and marking its date ; 
while baluster candlesticks and enamel-painted glasses are well repre- 
sented. Among the engraved glasses are included some _ bearing 
Jacobite emblems, and a few, even rarer, expressive of loyalty to the 
House of Hanover. One of the latter, with a square-shouldered stem, 
is moulded with the words ‘‘ God Save King G,”’ and a bust of George I. 
A two-handled covered cup of silver-gilt bearing the London hall- 
mark for 1673-74 has just been acquired for the Museum, and its history 
is recorded in an eighteenth century inscription, which informs us 
that it was “‘ the gift of King Charles the Second to Archbishop Sterne, 
Lord Almoner ’—Richard Sterne, Archbishop of York from 1664 
to 1683, grandfather of the author, Laurence Sterne. The cup is of 
bulging form, the surface worked with simple matting in contrast 
with the plain surface of the lip border, and enriched with foliage on 
the medallions enclosing the inscription and coat of arms, and with 
human heads cast on the handles. 

LORD ADDINGTON’S TAPESTRIES AND FURNITURE. 

Of Lord Addington’s two Gobelins tapestry panels designed by 
Etienne Jeaurat and woven for Michel Audran, which were sold by 
Messrs. Knight, Frank and Rutley on Friday, May 15th, ‘“‘ Une noce de 
Village,” realised 1,800 guineas. Among the French furniture of the 
eighteenth century an upright secretaire, veneered with tulipwood and 
marquetried, signed by André Louis Gilbert, was sold for 280 guineas, 
while a secretaire of somewhat similar design, signed by Pierre Roussel, 
realised 300 guineas. J. DE SERRE. 


FLOWER SHOW 


It is the introduction of Messrs. Lowe and Gibson, Crawley 
Down. 
Delphiniums ought not really to be exhibited in May, but 
business firms find it necessary to force these wonderfully popu- 
lar flowers even though something of their form and colour may 
be lost in the process. Messrs. Blackmore and Langdon put up 
some fine spikes, especially of Mrs. A. J. Watson, a variety 
which is of a violet or perhaps more of a heliotrope shade. 
Lord Derby is another good variety and was well shown. 
Messrs. Hewitt and Co., Solihull, have a white delphinium 
which is of fine quality. It is named Mrs. Christie Miller. 


Another of Messrs. Hewitt’s varieties is Evening, a deep blue, 
shaded with purple. 

Lupins Delight and Dresden China were prominent and impres- 
sive on Messrs. Waterer, Sons and Crisp’s exhibit. Dresden China is

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marvellously beautiful and delicate in shade. 
There were several good lupins also in the 
group shown by Mr. T. Carlile, Twyford, 
Cross Roads being a pretty pale pink, 
while Fire Fly appears to be practically 
as red as the general favourite, Downer’s 
Delight. 

Irises were magnificently shown by 
Messrs. Bunyard and Co., Limited, some of 
the beautiful netted regelio-cyclus hybrids 
outvying orchids in their splendour. I. 
Hoogiana and its varieties and hybrids 
were also superb, and a pale lavender variety 
named Corida was appealing, while the 
most delicate shade of bluish lavender, 
with a flesh-like blush was seen in a large- 
flowered variety named Madame Schwartz. 
Messrs. Wallace and Co. made a bold corner 
group of that lovely iris Lord of June, but 
they had many others of the newest and more 
expensive irises. It was, however, the glorious 
group of liliums which attracted greatest 
attention to Messrs. Wallace’s exhibit. 
Lilium Regale, a fine hardy lily, was given 
the prominence it deserves, and L. Farreri, 
with its pendent white flowers, stained with 
pale mauve, was a distinct rarity. Irises again 
figured strongly in Messrs. Barr and Sons’ 
exhibit, while their masses of tulips were 
much admired, the other prominent exhibitors 
of tulips being Messrs. Dobbie and Co., Edinburgh, and Messrs. 
R. H. Bath, Limited. 

Of roses, many fine exhibits were staged, Mr. Elisha Hicks, 
Twyford, reaching high-water mark, with such fine varieties as 
America, Clovelly, Madame Butterfly and Mrs. H. Stevens, a 
white variety of great charm. Messrs. Stuart Low and Co. 
gave prominence to their latest speciality, Roselandia, a deep 
orange-coloured flower of fine build and form, while on Messrs. 
A. J. and C. Allen’s stand Souvenir de Georges Pernet, a pretty 
pink rose, was noteworthy. Mr. Geo. Prince, Messrs. Frank 
Cant and Co., and Messrs. Cutbush and Sons, were other exhibitors 
of roses. 

A very large number of alpine plant exhibits were dis- 
tributed through the big central tent, and the variety of subjects 
was of great extent, but it was noticeable that the majority 
made good use of primulas of the pulverulenta and Lissadel 
hybrid classes. 

One of the most remarkable, but quite small, exhibits in the 
whole Show was the group of choice hardy species and hybrid 
primulas, brought down from Scotland by Dr. John Macwatt, 
Morelands, Duns, Scotland. It contained many primulas of 
extreme rarity, and some unique crosses. Interesting, also, 
were the fine show auriculas exhibited by Mr. J. Douglas, Great 
Bookham, the late season enabling these to be shown in better 
form than has sometimes been the case. 

Messrs. Perry’s hardy ferns commanded much attention 
and inspired many eulogistic comments. Many gardens, both 
in town and country, would be greatly enriched by the intro- 
duction of a representative collection of hardy ferns. Greenhouse 
ferns were shown in fine form by Mr. H. N. Ellison, West Brom- 
wich, and a few groups of cacti and other succulents were among 
the best of the miscellaneous exhibits. 

Two excellent incarvilleas, from Messrs. Bees, Limited, 
Liverpool, were well shown, one under the name of “ Bees Pink,”’ 
and the other Incarvillea brevipes. Primula chrysopa, and a 
neat little dianthus under name D. Musalz, were other novelties 
in the group, the last-named making a cushion of neat foliage, 
overlain with pink flowers.

Many visitors were immensely impressed by the superb 
display of vegetables arranged by Mr. Edwin Beckett, the well 
known champion exhibitor, who has for so many years made 
the gardens of Aldenham House, Elstree, famous. The vegetables 
on this occasion were selected with fine judgment in regard 
to colour effects, the red and yellow tomatoes, bright coloured 
beets and snowy cauliflowers were as pretty as floral subjects. 

Messrs. Sutton and Sons are to be congratulated on the 
fine result of their experiment in bringing forward in time for 
Chelsea a collection of first-class potatoes, numbering something 
like three dozen varieties, and including several of the firm’s 
well known ‘“‘Castle’’ breeds, which have frequently and 
deservedly been eulogised by the leading experts in potatoes. 
The tubers throughout this exhibit were smooth, even and 
perfectly clean. 

Messrs. Laxton Bros.’ strawberries were extremely pleasing to 
the eye, and their aroma whetted one’s appetite. King George V 
appears to be the variety which is accorded the position of 
honour at the present time, but ‘“‘ The Duke ’”’ has made a great 
reputation for itself. Messrs. Bunyard and Co.’s exhibit of 
apples reveals remarkable skill in storing and the varieties 
Barnack Beauty and Ontario show excellent keeping qualities. 


ORCHIDS 


occupied the greater part of a tent to themselves and the 
exhibitors numbered the best of the growers. Cattleyas were 
a great feature, the present being a good period for these large 
and handsome flowers. 

Odontiodas, hybrid orchids of bright colours, moderate 
size and gracefully borne on arching sprays, are popular to-day, 
and many good plants were exhibited. The fine seedling 
odontoglossums and cypripediums were also closely inspected 
by a constant stream of interested experts and collectors. 

"Messrs. Charlesworth and Co., Flory and Black, Mansell 
and Hatcher, Cowan and Co., Armstrong and Brown, and Messrs. 
Sander and Sons, St. Albans, were among the principal exhibitors. 

Many good fiowering shrubs were exhibited in tastefully 
arranged groups: rhododendrons and azaleas being prominent 
and extremely fine. Messrs. Waterer, Sons 
and Crisp, Limited, Messrs. R. and G. 
Cuthbert, and the Executors of Anthony 
Waterer, made magnificent displays of 
the large-flowered hybrid varieties, and 
Mr. G. G. Whitelegg, Messrs. Cheal and 
Sons, and other firms of note, combined 
cytisuses, lilacs and a varied selection of 
excellent shrubs with their azaleas and 
rhododendrons. 

A broom of distinctive merit is Cytisus 
“Dorothy Walpole,’’ exhibited by Messrs. 
Watson of Dublin. Its colour is garnet 
red, with just a flush of lighter red at the 
base of the wings. 

The Donard Nursery Co., of Ireland, 
made a wonderful display of rarities in 
shrubs and Messrs. Notcutt, Wallace, Slo- 
cock and many other exhibitors contributed 
fine exhibits. z 

Many other features of interest in the 
vast exhibition were worthy of particular 
attention, but extended details would tend 
to become bewildering and irksome. It 
suffices to say that in every department 
of British horticulture, Chelsea Show main- 
tained its lofty standard and the 1925 
exhibition was a huge success.

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LONG RANGE 
SHOOTING DEVICES 


OW many people know that the 
ordinary 12-bore shot-gun can be 
used with an ordinary cartridge 
so that it will kill a sitting rabbit 
at a hundred yards range? It 
is a trick of course, but it has possibilities 
beyond the easy capture of a half-crown bet 
from some wiseacre who knows the limits 
of a shot-gun. It is simple enough. Cut 
a cartridge straight across through the 
middle of the felt wad and put the two 
pieces into the chamber. On firing, the 
whole front section passes up the barrel 
and flies like a bullet for an unknown 
distance, after which the charge spreads. 

In practice it works well, though 
there is no knowing when the extemporised 
shrapnel will open out. We have never 
cared to try it in a severely choked barrel. 
It is, however, a trick which has occasional 
uses. Marauding cats whose wisdom tells 
them the precise ordinary range of a 
shot-gun have been the victims of this 
little ingenuity. It also- has occasional 
bearing on shore shooting problems, but 
it introduces difficulties all its own for 
it is not easy to use a shot-gun as a rifle 
with a very odd trajectory and without a 
back-sight. 

WIRE CARTRIDGES. 

The use of a confined shot charge is 
very old. Eley’s first cartridges were the 
wire cartridges of a century ago. A little 
cylinder of coarse-meshed wire netting 
was covered with thin but tough paper. 
The base was a stout card wad and there 
was no top wad, simply a folding-in and 
sealing of the paper cover. Inside, the 
shot were packed in sawdust or bone-meal. 
These cartridges were very popular with 
muzzle-loaders ; but as the wadding of a 
muzzle-loader was not standardised, but 
simply tow, paper, or bits of old hat, these 
wire cartridges were very variable and 
opened out at all sorts of ranges. 

I do not know if the wire cartridge 
has been applied in breech-loading cart- 
ridges. Apparently not, but other methods 
of getting a greater adhesion and coherence 
of the shot and a consequent increase of 
pattern have been practised. The lard 
cartridge, in which a mess of hot tallow 
or lard bound the shot, was at one time a 
great specific with duck gunners. Starch, 
bone-meal and even a spoonful of shellac 
varnish or gold size mixed with the shot 
have all been tried and abandoned as 
being irregular, causing balling or being 
a nuisance to load. 

PRESSURES. 

There is room for further experiments, 
for the lengthening of range is always 
alluring, even if we know that most of us 
cannot use the gun at normal ranges with 
anything like the precision of which it is 
capable. The point of interest is that, 
despite the enormous pressure on the 
base of the shot cylinder the lateral 
pressures in the charge must be lower 
than one would think. The stout card- 
board wall of the half cartridge case fired 
through the barrel, the frail wire netting 
and paper of the old wire cartridge—it 
requires little force to burst these, yet 
they apparently travel in flight unburst 
for a certain distance and then the charge 
emerges. We do not know what occurs. 
Our knowledge of the behaviour of shot 
charges is wide, but it is empirical, and 
our views of dynamics of the forces in- 
volved is purely speculative. We do not 
even know the exact nature of the changes 
induced by choke, although we are familiar 
with the results. 

A plain cylinder of paper or a thimble 
of relatively frail material will serve as a 
shot concentrator ; itis worth remembering 
that the old needle gun shot cartridges, 





which were a waxed paper or calico 
bag tied together with thread like a 
small miller’s sack, had a great reputa- 
tion for range. It would appear, therefore, 
that the shot charge is so stressed during 
its passage up the barrel that the tendency 
of the pellets to spread is capable of being 
confined by the tensile strength of the 
paper. Weve this entirely so the projectile 
should reach the extreme limit of its range 
without bursting. Yet we find that a 
container of low tensile value in pounds 
can withstand a lateral resolution of forces. 
measured in tons. 

It has been suggested that the con- 
centrator probably leaves the muzzle as 
an open-mouthed cylinder, the top wad 
having been started by base thrust, and 
is gradually removed from the body of 
the charge owing to its greater air resis- 
tance. This idea was adopted in the old 
Davoust shot concentrator in which air 
pressure on the base wad was supposed 
to pull out a spindle and free the two seg- 
ments of the container. But, even so, 
this suggestion does not account for the 
phenomena. 

PELLET DEFORMATION. 

A more probable theory is that the 
pellets are deformed by their passage up 
the barrel into an interlocking series of 
depressions or planes of contact with one 
another, and that the concentrator, despite 
its relative weakness, maintains these 
contacts for a longer period than is possible 
with the normal unconfined charge. The 
main line of force is directly applied to 
the base of the shot column, and it is 
now a known law that inclined planes up 
to a relatively high angle do not slip, 
but cohere under high pressure. The 
critical decrease in pressure permitting 
relative movement of the unit pellets of 
the charge will necessarily vary with the 
relative deformation of the pellets. We 
may assume that the rear section of the 
column is more heavily impacted than the 
front. As the front “‘ loosens up,” the base, 
still coherent, forces it and the rupture 
of the confining envelope is brought about. 
If one ignores an unknown cohesion effect, 
then pellet dispersion strong enough to 
rupture any concentrator should take place 
at the muzzle. But it does not. 

It would seem that a study of shot- 
concentrating devices in the light of this 
suggested behaviour of a shot charge 
might bring out fresh ideas which, by the 
additional gain in range and pattern, 
would improve the shooting of average, 
rather poor shooting, guns, and so achieve 
a general utility that might not be recog- 
nised if it were considered purely as a 
long-range or wildfowling device. 

ON KEEPING CARTRIDGES. 
"THERE are few shooting men who, at the 

end of the season, have not got on hand 
a certain number of cartridges, and many, 
no doubt, are rather doubtful as to how these 
cartridges, if kept over till another season, will 
behave. There is no reason why such cart- 
ridges—always supposing that they are of 
good quality—should not be just as good next 
season as they were last; but care must be 
exercised in storing them. Damp is the great 
thing to guard against, for paper cases of the 
ordinary type are very liable to absorb mois- 
ture, and even the caps are likely to deteriorate 
if they are exposed to damp. Probably the best 
place in which to keep cartridges is in a covered 
box on the top of a kitchen dresser. Here 
they are out of harm’s way and will be neither 
too hot nor too cold, and in such a position’ 
they should keep perfectly dry. 

Cartridges should not be kept in their 
bags for any length of time. They will be all 
right in magazines if the latter are dry and 
kept in a dry place, but if there is any doubt, 
take them out of the magazine and put them 
in the kitchen for a while, the magazine being 
well aired before they go back.

EUSTON H. G. BURGESS, Gene-al Manager ST. PANCRAS 
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T must be rather more than five years 
ago when my attention was called to 

a modestly dimensioned but elegant- 

looking two-seater car in the Paddock 

at Brooklands Track. No one seemed 
to know anything about the car, either 
its marque or its character, but the man 
and woman in it seemed to be enjoying 
quite exceptional ease and comfort for 
the occupants of a 1920 cockpit. 

Judicious advances revealed that this 
car really was something new and unknown. 
It was a car of quite moderate power 
rating—only 10 h.p.—which was intended 
to set up and to satisfy entirely new 
standards in small car _ performance. 
Certainly the car set up one new standard 
very obviously, for its bodywork was 
more of the kind that one expects only 
on those fairly high-powered two-seater 
cars that are the genuine luxury cars than 
of the kind usually expected and found 
on the modest light car. Fortune was 
with me on this day, for the man in this 
experimental model was its designer, 
and asked me if I would like a run round 
the track in his attractive-looking novelty. 
As ducks can swim we were soon bowling 
merrily along the railway straight. 

One thing made an immediate and 
deep impression in the running of this 
Alvis ancestor, for such the car proved to 
be. It was that in all ordinary aspects 
of performance this 10 h.p. car behaved 
like a really good, if not actually ‘‘ hot- 
stuff ’’ twenty. We went round the track 
at an easy 55 m.p.h. with no more evidence 
of effort from the engine or suggestion of 
stress on the chassis than one would 
expect with a 20 h.p. five-seater, and this 
Alvis running was just as silent. It was 
something entirely new in small car per- 
formance and indicated excellent possi- 
bilities. 

SMALL COSTS, BIG RESULTS. 

The Alvis car, then, from its very 
beginning was a car which, with small car 
running costs, offered big car performance. 
This is often cited as a summary of the 
special merit of the sports small car, 
but the Alvis differed from the genuine 
sports car in that it did not obtain any 
of its special performance by means of a 
sacrifice of body space or accommodation. 
Although light, this original body was 


one of the roomiest and most comfortable

in which I have ever sat. Obviously 
such a car was not a low-priced production, 
and in retaining and embellishing the 
special character of the earliest models, 
subsequent Alvis production: though 
varying considerably in design, have 
always been among the most costly cars 
of their size and power. And let us not 
forget that is an old truism that the most 
costly car to buy is not by any means 
necessarily the most costly to own and run. 


LONG AND SHORT STROKE MODELS. 


After its fair share of motor industrial 
ups and downs and expensive experi- 
menting with new models, not all of which 
have been the success that was hoped for, 
the Alvis Car and Engineering Company, 
Limited, of Coventry, has now emerged 
satisfactorily from its period of trial and 
tribulation and is engaged in the produc- 
tion of three very promising models. 
These, though having little resemblance 
to previous types in design, retain and, 
indeed, accentuate those desirable special 
assets of the original. The chassis of the 
three current models are _ practically 
identical, but there are two _ entirely 
different engines, one with side by side 
valves and the other with overhead, 
and this latter is also available in two 
sizes, the strokes alone being different. 

The dimensions of the side by side 
valve model are 68mm. by I1omm., and 
the overhead valve engine is available 
with these dimensions, when the capacity 
is 1,597C.c., so that the car comes just 
outside the official “light car’’ class 
(7.e., having an engine capacity of less 
than 1,500c.c.), and also as a short stroke 
model—t1o3mm., giving a capacity of 
1,496c.c. The short stroke car is thus 
eligible for light car competition work, 
and this is a sphere in which the Alvis 
name has shone usefully for some time— 
in 1923 an Alvis was the winner of the 
200 miles race which, of course, is the 
premier track event of the motor sport 
world. Owners who lay little stress on 
competition laurels will doubtless favour 
the long stroke of the two overhead valve 
Alvis engines, and this was the car tested 
for the purpose of this note. 

Although this Alvis is probably the 
highest efficiency chassis of its size and 
power rating available as a_ standard 
production—its only successful rival is a 
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foreigner, which, for all practical purposes, 
is a pure sporting or semi-racing car, 
which the Alvis is not—its design is not 
at all striking to the eye. In fact, when 
one raises the bonnet, one is tempted to a 
first exclamation of disappointment. Not 
only is the engine ordinary and plain to 
look upon, it has a belt-driven dynamo ! 
Now the belt-driven dynamo has _ been 
characterised in these pages and elsewhere 
as an anachronism on a really modern 
car, but it calls for no chewing of words 
to admit that nevertheless it is perfectly 
permissible on such a car as this Alvis. 
This is a high-efficiency engine capable of 
“revving ’’ up to no less than 5,000 r.p.m. 
and almost making a habit of turning over 
at 3,000 r.p.m. When such speed figures 
are obtained regularly the arguments in 
favour of positively driven auxiliaries 
pass the safety margin of their practical 
application and that element of slip 
which is such a bugbear on an ordinary 
car becomes a positive asset. Circum- 
stances alter cases. 
USEFUL DETAILS. 

And this appearance of ordinariness 
given by the engine is really superficial, 
for closer examination reveals many meri- 
torious details. Thus, that dynamo belt 
has a very neat and effective method of 
adjustment and the man who designed 
the induction and exhaust manifolds 
obviously knew his job. They touch, and 
the induction pipe gets its heat just where 
it is wanted; but the possibility of ex- 
cessive pre-heating of the charge is quite 
unthinkable. The three branches of the 
exhaust system are well and straightly 
swept with no effort at that energy-wasting 
and profitless game of bending a hot and 
rapidly moving gas. All these details are 
on the off side of the engine ; on the oppo- 
site side are the accessibly mounted 
sparking plugs, a readily detachable cover- 
plate for the valve operating push-rods, 
and a magneto of quite unusual design ; 
here again the high-efficiency note is 
struck, for it is a B.T.H. (British Thomson 
Houston) instrument of the polar inductor 
type—the only one found to stand up to 
the stresses of really high engine speeds. 

Just aft of the magneto and placed 
so as to make the contact-breaker dis- 
tinctly awkward of access, is the starting 
motor, which itself is much more than 
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Standard equipment 
for every touring car 
and chassis, except 
the Popular Model, 
includes : Electric 
Lighting Set and 
Starter, Five Lamps, 
Clock, Speedometer, 
Spare Wheel and 
Five Michelin 
Tyres.

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usually accessible; and at the forward 
end of the engine on this sidé is the oil 
filler. Lubrication is, of course, under 
pressure to all bearings through the hollow 
crank-shaft, which has three main bearings. 

Cooling is by thermo-syphon circu- 
lated water, and a useful detail in the 
cooling lay-out is that the cylinder head 
gasket is not used to make a water-tight 
joint, separate passages being provided 
between cylinder and head. This cooling 
system is in many ways characteristic 
of all Alvis design and practice from 
the beginning to date—the obtaining of 
high-efficiency effects and results with 
very simple instruments. Here is an ex- 
tremely high efficiency engine cooled— 
and cooled satisfactorily, as my experi- 
ence proved—by the simplest, and there- 
fore the most reliable, of all cooling systems. 

Like the engine, the transmission is 
ordinary enough—on paper. An aluminium 
cone clutch, fabric faced, transmits the 
power through a four-speed gear-box and 
open propeller shaft to a spiral bevel rear 
axle. But the modern note is struck 
in the incorporation of speedometer drive 
in the gear-box and the use of a tubular 
propeller shaft having roller bearing uni- 
versal joints at each end. Finally, the 
back axle is of the fully floating type and 
its casing is of aluminium. Suspension 
is by semi-elliptic springs all round, the 
rear springs being underslung and off-set 
from the chassis frame members and the 
wheels of the standard model car are 
steel artillery for 760mm. by 90mm. or 
29in. by 4.95in. balloon tyres—the ordinary 
tyre size certainly being too small for such 
a car. But the sports model car—.e., an 
overhead-valve chassis with a_ special 
two or four seater body—has_ 3.5in. 
straight-sided cord tyres which are ideal 
for the work to be done. 

Both hand and foot brakes operate 
in deeply ribbed rear wheel drums and 
front wheel brakes are available at an 
extra charge of {20. The principal dimen- 
sions of the chassis are: Wheel-base,

BODYWORK. 


With these three 
chassis, two of them 
differing only in such 
a detail as _ engine 
stroke anda very wide 
range of bodywork, 
there is obviously 
much scope offered to 
the buyer of an Alvis, 
for most of the bodies 
are interchangeable 
with any of the 
chassis. And some

seems to have been 
effected with the 
car tested, for while the body appeared 
to be of the five-seater de luxe type, which 
gives a complete car at £535 on the side- 
by-side valve chassis, and at £610 on the 
overhead valve chassis (both overhead 
valve engines cost the same), these models, 
No. 6 or 7 as listed, have steel artillery 
wheels, while the one tried had the wire 
wheels which belong to the sports model. 

Of these sports models the two-seater 
costs £550 and the four-seater £575. All 
these prices are without front wheel 
brakes, which, as already stated, cost an 
extra £20. The car tried, therefore, 
apparently was a sort of hybrid between 
the sports and the roomy de luxe model, 
and its performance must be judged 
accordingly. In specification, the sports 
chassis is no different from the standard, 
though presumably it undergoes some 
“ gingering up” before finally leaving 
the works. 

But whatever the proper descripton 
for the complete car under review, there 
can be no question about one thing— 
its body is one of the most pleasing and 
comfortable ever fitted to a moderately 
powered motor car. Indeed, as regards 
its seating, weather protection and general 
appeal, I consider it one of the very best 
bodies I have so far encountered on any 
car, irrespective of size or price. Its only 
fault is not strictly a body fault—it is 
the very common failing of a steering wheel 
too far from the windscreen, but the failing 
is not here carried to excess, and the quick 
adjustability of the front seat reduces 
its import very usefully. 

In design this body is ordinary enough, 
and while the idea of a straight line from 
radiator to back is well exemplified, the 
bold designer has had no compunction 
about bringing the backs of both front and 
back seats up above this line. The body 
thus breaks what is usually regarded as 
one of the canons of attractive body 
design, but the fault does not hit the eye 
at all forcibly or unpleasantly and, of 
more importance, the practical effect is 
entirely good. All-weather side curtains 
of ordinary method of attachment are 
provided, but here again the apparently 
ordinary turns out on further scrutiny 
to be something better. These side curtains 
give much more than normal interior 
lighting and width of vision which are 
both desirable things. 

Of the interior equipment of the car 
there is not much to be said. The instru- 
ment board is generously furnished, and 
the other details are good without being 
striking. Two only call for comment. 
The first is the speedometer, which is to 
register up to 100 m.p.h. Besides being 
capable, the designer of the Alvis is also 
a humorist. The second is that, instead 
of the usual air strangler to the car- 
burettor, there is a “ tickler,’’ by means 
of which the carburettor may be flooded 
by the driver from his seat and with the 
bonnet of the car closed. 

As the Alvis has its fuel tank in the 
scuttle and the tap underneath, where

curtain storage. 

it may be operated by the driver’s foot, 
the car is one of those that may be started 
from cold first thing in the morning without 
previous opening of the bonnet. The start- 
ing motor does its work nobly, and I never 
failed to have the car out of the garage 
within half a minute of taking my seat. 
Just one more detail, which, though small, 
is deserving of a word of praise. The fuel 
tank has a two-way tap as standard, so 
that when the main supply is exhausted 
the driver may change over to a reserve 
couple of gallons. Every car ought to 
have this very cheap but priceless gadget, 
but of the very few that are as they ought 
to be in this respect the Alvis is one. 


ON THE ROAD. 


The constructional feature of being 
apparently very ordinary but soon belying 
appearances, is well exemplified in the 
road performance of this car. <A quiet, 
unassuming sort of engine soon reveals 
itself to be endowed with no ordinary 
character and capacity and the driver 
who is sure he can judge an engine’s dis- 
position by the note of its exhaust will 
get some startling experiences if he takes 
over an Alvis in heavy traffic and takes 
liberties with the accelerator pedal. Al- 
though the engine is docile enough and 
fairly flexible its acceleration is distinctly 
lively; 40 m.p.h. can be attained on 
second gear very quickly and the unusual 
silence of the gear-box for a car of the type 
means that the speed may be attained 
before it is fully realised. And when the 
car does its over 50 m.p.h. on third, one 
naturally begins to expect great things 
on top. Hereby hangs a tale. 

When taking over this Alvis I was 
told that, even with its roomy five-seater 
body, I might confidently anticipate an 
easy 70 m.p.h. on top, and the 53 m.p.h. 
or so attained on third certainly encouraged 
the hope that the claim would be justified 
very nicely. But, truth to tell, the first 
car I tried would not do more than 55 m.p.h. 
on top, although its speedometer needle 
touched the 60 mark as the car swept 
off the banking on Brooklands Track. 

Obviously there was something wrong 
somewhere, and in view of the performance 
on third that something seemed to be 
too high gearing in the back axle. But 
when they heard of my _ experiences, 
Messrs. Henly’s, the Great Portland Street 
agents for this car were first incredulous 
and then annoyed when I managed to 
convince them that the cause of my 
inferior maximum speed was not fear of 
putting my foot down. And so they very 
kindly sent along to Brooklands another 
similar car, just to show that Alvis claims 
were not all mere efforts of the imagina- 
tion. On this car we touched 72 m.p.h. 
by speedometer and held 65 m.p.h. easily 
over an indefinite distance. 

The man who wants mcre than an 
indicated 65 m.p.h. from a fully laden 
five-seater car with wind screen, wings 
and all the rest of air resistance creators 
and with an engine of only just over

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limits. These limits are reached and 
passed on account of the property of the 
fuels to ignite spontaneously if their 
temperature be raised above a certain 
point, and their temperature is raised 
above this critical point if the compression 
ratio of the engine be too high. A ratio 
of 4 to 1 is about normal for a modern 
engine, a high efficiency power unit may 
go as high as 5 to 1, while experiments 
indicate that even under special laboratory 
conditions a ratio of 7 to 1 is the highest 
attainable with ordinary fuels. 


POSSIBLE COMPRESSION RATIOS. 

The compression pressure, which is 
a function of the compression ratio, 
permissible varies with the fuel, for 
ordinary petrol it is 60~-80lb. per sq. in., 
for benzol 150-180, and for alcohol 2oolb. 
per sq. in., and the efficiency of the alcohol 
engine is some 35 per cent. as compared 
with the 20 per cent. of the ordinary 
petrol engine. In a Diesel engine where 
special conditions obtain the compression 
pressure may be as high as 5o0o0lb. per 
sq. in., and the resulting efficiency figure 
is 40 per cent. 

Of the fuels used in a car engine, a 
paraffin petrol has by far the lowest 
temperature of spontaneous ignition— 
it requires a lower compression ratio than 
a member of the benzene series to ignite 
it. Alcohol can go even higher than 
benzol, but, unfortunately, alcohol is not 
yet a practical fuel. We all know that if 
an engine is prone to pinking on ordinary 
petrol, we may stop its undesirable habit 
and postpone the day of decarbonisation 
by the use of benzol. We now see why. 

From some points of view, unfortu- 
nately, paraffin petrols are those in com- 
monest use, and therefore our engines 
must be designed with low compression 
ratios, even though it be realised that this 
makes for comparative inefficiency. Also, 
unfortunately, benzol is comparatively 
rare and expensive, and alcohol is still 
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more so, so that we cannot rely on their 
restraining influences to check the pink- 
ing propensities of the paraffin series of 
fuels. In order to exercise a useful effect, 
benzol or alcohol must be mixed with 
petrol in considerable proportion—about 
25 per cent. 


LEAD-TETRO-ETHYL AND 
PROPERTIES. 


Recently some extraordinary dis- 
coveries have been made of other sub- 
stances which need to be added to the 
petrol fuel only in minute quantities to 
check these knocking propensities, and so, 
of course, making possible the use of higher 
compression ratios and so making for the 
use of much more efficient engines. Of 
these substances lead-tetra-ethyl is the 
most striking. One molecule of it added 
to 215,000 molecules of petrol will prevent 
knocking in the engine ! 

The market has within the past year 
or so been inundated with these anti- 
knock substances—there are others besides 
lead-tetra-ethyl—and some extraordinary 
claims have been made for them. As 
usual, the claims have been often fantastic 
and exaggerated. While the anti-knock 
substance makes possible the use of a 
higher compression ratio, it cannot directly 
increase the power output of an engine 
unless the compression ratio be raised. 
Thus its addition to fuel to be used in an 
existing engine does not increase the 
power output of that engine except in 
so far as it may make the engine usable 
long after the presence of carbon deposit 
would make the engine unusable were 
ordinary petrol fuel used. 

Lead-tetra-ethyl is a highly poisonous 
substance—under certain circumstances 
its effect can be twenty-six times as great 
as that of mustard gas, and it is prone to 
deposit lead on sparking plug points and 
in the interior of an engine and exhaust 
system. These disadvantages are in course 
of being overcome, but in the meantime 
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we read of another prohibition in Ame: ca 
—the prohibition of the use of whai is 
called ethyl petrol, this being the American 
abbreviation for petrol to which has b°en 
added a tiny proportion of lead-te' a- 
ethyl. Truly, the career of the moto: st 
is beset with horrors and dangers. Is it 
not a wonder that any of us live to enjoy 
them ? 


THE BRITISH MOTOR BOA’ 
CLUB. 


Te annual general meeting of tue 
British Motor Boat Club, heid 
recently, indicated that, even if it 
is small, the Club is in a most healthy 
condition. Some quite lively criticisms 
were directed against the conduct of the 
Club, especially as regards the method 
of appointment of its flag officers; but 
these are matters of entirely domestic 
concern, and of general interest only as 
showing that the Club is really what it 
ought to be—an assembly of keen enthusi- 
asts. It is, however, perhaps permissible 
to congratulate the Commodore, who was 
in the Chair at the meeting, and the 
Club for their ability to overcome and 
quell Press criticism by merely ignoring 
it, this being the very fortunate position 
claimed. 

Among the business transacted at 
the meeting, two items are of general 
concern to all interested in motor boating, 
and if the schemes propounded are carried 
through successfully they should do much 
to popularise motor boating in this country 
and also bring fresh members to this 
guardian body. The first of these was a 
proposal that the Club acquire Cubitt’s 
Dock, Chiswick, as a sort of headquarters 
for members’ boats. At present it is not 
intended that Club premises should be 
erected on the site, though this is a possible 
development for the future, should the 
dock be acquired. Such a move as this

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will give the Club a new status and sphere 
of utility and should appeal to the wide 
circle of Londoners interested in motor 
boating though at present handicapped 
by the lack of safe mooring and storage 
facilities. 

The second matter was a _ proposal 
by the Commodore of a new one-design 
racing class. He stated that enquiries 
had revealed that it is possible to build 
an 18ft. racing boat, with a speed of some 
25 knots, for £250, and the existence of such 
an economically priced class of boat with 
such a speed capacity should do much to 
popularise the sport of motor boat racing. 
This class of boat would in no way compete 
with the existing 14 litre class (the engine 
capacity of the new class would be only 
750 c.c.), and it would not be intended 
as an open sea-going class, but it would 
fill a gap that now exists below the expen- 
sive racing classes and should appeal 
to sporting enthusiasts hitherto prevented 
by expense from taking part in motor 
boat racing.

On Saturday, June 6th, the Motor 
Boat Clubs’ Joint Racing Committee 
is holding, on the Thames between Putney 
and Kew, the final selection trials of the 
boats to compete in the Duke of York’s 
International Gold Trophy for 14 litre 
boats, the actual races for this coveted 
prize being held on the same course on 
June 18th and roth. Besides these eliminat- 
ing trials, on Saturday next there is to be 
a handicap race for outboard motor boats 
and a scratch race for the International 
class motor boats. It is further suggested 
that an ‘‘above locks” event, chiefly 
for pure river boats, should be held on 
June 2oth if sufficient entries are forthcom- 
ing.

THE CAUSES OF ROAD 
FAILURES. INTERESTING 
R.A.C. FIGURES. 


HE following analysis of the various 
causes of breakdown where the 


R.A.C. Get You Home Service was 
used by members last year has been com- 
piled, the figures for the previous year 
being given for the purpose of comparison. 
It is interesting to note how little the 
figures vary, and that the ignition system 
and back axle shafts continue to be the 
principal causes of breakdown. Valves 
which were such a bugbear in the early 
days of motoring, now appear to be one 
of the most reliable parts of the engine, 
while lubrication faults show a drop of 
2 per cent. There is very little improve- 
ment in the failures due to the steering 
or the front axle, the percentage remaining 
at over 6 per cent., but it is noteworthy 
that only 12.2 per cent. of the total 
number of members who availed them- 
selves of the scheme were obliged to do 
so as the result of accidents.

Washing frocks to-day are 
and supple variety, the stiff 


yester-year having vanished 


HAT exactly is a tub frock 

these days ?

SCULPTURE IN CONCRETE. 


Considerable interest has been attracted recently to the work of 
Mr. Francis W. Doyle-Jones, A.R.B.S., who has been using carved 
concrete as a material for sculpture. His latest achievement is a massive 
male figure supporting a masonry block, symbolising strength and 
immutability, and commissioned by the British Portland Cement 
Association for the entrance hall of Portland House, Westminster. 
His first statue in concrete, a figure of Britannia, is exhibited in the 
grounds this year at Wembley. His intention in carving his statues 
in this material is to demonstrate its possibilities as a medium of 
expression for sculpture, particularly when the method of casting 
the preliminary shape is that of the latest sand mould procedure such 
as is used for bronze casting. The uninteresting skin surface and the 
uniform grey appearance are two drawbacks which have both been 
overcome, the latter by the use of a “‘ mix ” of ferrocrete and crushed 
Portland stone as manufactured by Messrs. Emerson and Norris, 
Limited, at Brentford. Of course, it is not expected that concrete 
will oust stone as a material for sculpture, but since concrete for building 
purposes is now being frequently used it is certainly desirable that 
sculptors should discover the esthetic possibilities of the material 
in which they will often have to work.

Labour is more 
cheap and plentiful at this season, and it is 
certainly very convenient to be able to go 
away on holiday leaving the contract with an 
electrical engineer and come back to find the 
work completed and all incidental incon- 
venience avoided. Any good electrician can 
carry out, without damage to the existing 
decoration of the house, one of the various 
systems of wiring, and, as to the plant, there 
is nothing better for a house of any size from 
a cottage to a castle than the “ Petter-Light ”’ 
plants made by Messrs. Petters, Limited, of 
Yeovil.

Other exhibits include power-driven and hand- 
operated spraying machines, portable hand fire appliances, such as 
the celebrated ‘‘ Konus Kemik” and ‘“‘ Fire Suds ”’ extinguishers, 
hand pumps, London made flax fire hose, garden hose and garden 
watering appliances, and some of the novelties which are always a 
feature of Merryweathers’ stand at the leading agricultural shows. 
It has been arranged that a detachment of the Merryweather Fire 
Brigade shall be on duty day and night throughout the Show, and 
information and catalogues can be obtained at the Fire Station. 


GARDEN TOOLS AND REQUISITES. 


Many people make a point of giving their lawns fertiliser in the 
spring and autumn and leaving them very much to themselves for the 
rest of the year. Messrs. James Carter and Co. of Raynes Park, S.W.20, 
take quite a different view, and advocate the policy of little and often 
as opposed to one heavy dose. They recommend that all through the 
growing season, where water .s laid on, even in periods of drought, 
and particularly when a lawn gets the tired look during hot weather, 
the dusting of fertiliser should be given. This is one of the many inter- 
esting points noted in their catalogue, “‘ Tools and Requisites for 
Garden and Lawn, 1925,” a very comprehensive and useful produc- 
tion. It is often difficult to know where to get rather specialised 
implements, but the variety illustrated in Messrs. Carter’s book should 
satisfy the most exigent. ‘The number of different designs in watering- 
cans, lawn cultivators and similar tools must be seen by the amateur 
of the subiect to be fully appreciated. 


MR. WHITELEGG’S ROCK GARDEN. 


The main theme of Mr. George Whitelegg’s garden at Chelsea, 
which was awarded the Daily Graphic Cup, was a tiny stream 
and waterfall which issued from a group of dark green dwarf 
conifers escaping over a clump of pale lavender Phlox Laphami. 
Broad mosaics of colour lay spread out on either side of the 
stream, and one could appreciate the prevailing fashion for rather 
violent and impressionistic colourings, which sometimes appear 
rather sharp-edged, with just a trace of harshness. The general 
backwardness and lateness of the season, no doubt, accounted for 
this, as the choice of plants and flowers was limited. A tiny hillside 
planted up with buttercups and the double lady’s-smock, that old 
cottage garden favourite, was to be seen on one side, giving an individual- 
istic effect which could not fail to be appreciated. Opposite to that 
was a sea of red and orange azaleas, which are just a trifle loud in their 
colourings for a rock garden. Nevertheless, the scenic effect was good 
although a little unexpected and futuristic ; while the general design 
reflected great credit on Mr. Whitelegg and his assistants as landscape 
gardeners. That these points were appreciated by the judges at Chelsea 
was evidenced by the award of the Daily Graphic Cup.
